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Paramedic service 
Fire district may ask 
vote on ambulance tax

Tho Wheeling Township Rural Flro 


Protection District may conduct n refer- 
endum next year to levy a special ambu- 
lance tax to continue paramedic service. 


Otis (Skip) Hcdlund, a district trustee, 


said Wednesday, "To support the para- 
medic service to the level the state has 
decreed will require an ambulance tax or 
wo might Itavo to cut back to nothing 
moro than an ambulance service." 


He estimated tho ambulance tax at 10 


to IS cents per $100 assessed valuation, 
or $10 to $13 a year for homeowners 
whose property is assessed at $10,000. 


Hedlund said tho district, which cur- 


rently serves 43,000 to 30,000 residents In 
Wheeling, Prospect Heights and Buffalo 
Grove, will not Initiate procedures for 
tho tax until at least April next year. 


UK SAID THE district is holding off 


until n referendum decides whether its 
boundaries will bo expanded to Include 
the Lake County section of Buffalo 
Grove, an area of 4,000 to 3,000 residents. 
Tho district is trying to dlsanncx the 


property from tho Long Grovo Flro Pro- 
tection District to pave tho way for even- 
tual formation of a municipal flro depart- 
ment In Buffalo Grovo.

A referendum must decide that issue, 


however, and n hearing for court author- 
ization Is scheduled Feb. 10. 


Hedlund said an additional tax is going 


to be necessary to finance paramedic 
programs because operational costs are 
rising along with demands for tho ser- 
vice. "There's a lot to supporting the 
whole program," ho said. 


TAX REVENUES to the district can bo 


used only for firefighting operations, not 
for ambulance and paramedic service.

Ford optimistic, 
sees turnaround 
in price spiral 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford said Wednesday night that the 
battle against rising prices Is beginning 
to bo won and that ho soon will givo Con- 
gress now plans for defeating "all three 
domestic dovils — inflation, recession 
and energy." 


Ford told a meeting of top Industrial- 


Ists and financiers thcro Is no quick euro 
for America's economic lib but that with 
tho cooperation of Congress and Industri- 
al loaders tho nation will bo rid of its 
economic Ills. 


"There are now early signals that 


prico pressures are beginning to case. I 
expect Inflation will mova steadily down 
from tho intolerable double-digit level," 
ho said. 


Urging Americans not to give In to 


"self defeating pessimism," the Presi- 
dent said "only by acting in a respon- 
sible manner can uo strengthen con- 
fidence and move toward recovery with- 
out destroying the accumulated anti-In- 
flationary pressures that arc just now be- 
ginning to work." 


"If (here are any among you who want 


me to tako n 180 degree turn from In- 
flation fighting to recessionary pump- 


priming, they will bo disappointed," 
Ford said. "The fact of the matter is that 
I am deeply concerned about all three 
domestic devils — Inflation, recession 
and energy." 


In his address to members of the pres- 


tigious Business Council, Ford also said, 
"I intend to keep my experts working 
over tho holidays translating Into specif- 
ics a number of new or alternative mea- 
sures to augment and update the eco- 
nomic package I placed before tho Con- 
gress two months ago... 


"I will have my new proposals on the 


desks of the new members of Congress 
when they convene In mid-January, If not 
sooner." 


Ford said he told a White House meet- 


ing of Democratic and Republican con-, 
grcsslonal leaders Wednesday morning 
that In the remaining days of tho current 
Congress, "I would communicate, con- 
ciliate, compromise and cooperate to the 
outer limits of my fundamental prin- 
ciples In order to ensure prompt enact- 
ment of the most urgent economic mea- 
sures." 


It was also reported Ford told the con- 


gressmen lie saw no need for even stand- 
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fighters who moke use of sophisticated 
life-saving devices and equipment to ad- 
minister emergency treatment to acci- 
dent and heart attack victims through di- 
rect communication with doctors at area 
hospitals. 


Hcdlund said a special tax would1 be 


applicable to all residents of the district 
including those in the Cook County sec- 
tion of Buffalo Grove served by the Buf- 
falo Grove Fire Dept., which Is part of 
the Wheeling district. 


By law, the district can tax its resi- 


dents up to 30 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation. 


FIRE CHIEF Wayne Winter of Buffalo 


Grovo said his department has financed 
a paramedic program through donations 
and private contributions. This program 
lias even enabled the purchase of a sec- 
ond ambulance unit specially designed 
for paramedic use. The $20,000 vehicle 
should be delivered next month. 


Winter said he sees no need for an am- 


bulance tax right now. "As long as this 
keeps up and as long as we can do it 
under the present situation we'll do it," 
ho said. 
; 


He said, however, the district may be 


faced with costs as high as $150,000 per 
year extra If the state Increases the min- 
imum number of paramedics on duty 24 
hours a day which would force the new 
tax. 


Hedlund said donations will eventually 


become inadequate to sustain the para- 
medic service. 


THE DISTRICT'S other firefighting 


service covering Wheeling also has a 
paramedic program that requires the 
"same level of support." 


Wheeling Fire Chief Bernie Koeppcn 


said he also sees the need for extra tax 
revenues to support paramedic ser- 
vices. "The demand for this type of ser- 
vice including fire service Is getting so 
great It's just going to be taking more 
and more." 


He acknowledged the need for such a 


tax despite his department's receiving 
municipal 
funds 
for 
providing 
fire- 


fighting service to Wheeling.

There is a school nearby where 


students often raise small American 
flags instead of their arms when they 
want to ask a question. 


At this school students arc given a 


spanking if they do not behave. They 
wear red, white and blue uniforms to 
their classes and they study quietly 
for hours on end. Talking among the 
pupils is forbidden. 


The school teaches religion and pa- 


triotism as much as it does the ev- 
eryday subjects of the classroom. 


At 
the East 
Maine Christian 


Academy, 900 Milwaukee Rd., God, 
flag and learning are one. And the 
people who run the school and those 
who send their children there are 
proud of it. 


PARENTS BRING children from 


towns as far away as Schaumburg, 
M o u n t Prospect 
and Arlington 


Heights to the Glenview school. For 
them, the school philosophy is far 
more important than the modest 
church building where classes are 
held. 


"Education is not education with- 


out being Bible centered," said The 
Rev. Louis Maple, school principal. 
A small, compact man with thinning 
gray hair, Rev. Maple has the af- 
fable, earnest manner of an Oral 
Roberts. He is both spiritual father 
and disciplinarian to the school's 70 
students. 


The academy Is Maple's answer to 


what ho sees as problems in the pub- 
lic schools — poor discipline, no 
dress code, low academic standards 
and a "dropping level of students." 
The school opened in September and 
is patterned after a four-year-old na- 
tional program. It was started be- 
cause of continued fundamentalist 
dissatisfaction with education in pub- 
lic schools. 


Students wear red, white and blue 


uniforms and study quietly In indi- 
vidual cubicles. Talking without per- 
mission is forbidden and students 
hold up tiny American flags when 
they need to ask questions. 


"Our curriculum covers the basic 


subjects — math, social studies, his- 
tory and science," Maple said. "Our 
material corresponds with the public 
schools but It is written by Christian 
teachers." 


MAPLE TERMS THE academy 


"truly Christian," a school aimed at 
families from "fundamentalist, evan- 
A serious student 


gelical- kinds of churches — people 
who really believe that the Bible is 
super important." 


• "Christianity is woven into the cur- 
riculum — we don't have separate 
Bible courses. All of the teachers arc 
of one mind — distinctly Christian 
teachers," he said. 


A brochure describing the curricu- 


lum notes that the education is 
"designed to programming ... the 
child to see life from God's point of 
view .. . Humanism, Progressivism, 
Situation Ethics and the New Moral- 
ity are refuted and replaced by the 
absolute standards of right and 
wrong." 


THE STANDARDS OF right and 


wrong extend into the classroom 
where youngsters get demerits 'for 
everything from whispering in chapel 
to talking back to a teacher. 


"If a student picks up three demer- 


its in a day, a note is sent home. 
His parents have a choice of a 30- 
minute detention, a spanking or an 
alternate constructive action," he 
said. 


Maple notes that the children 


"come from homes where they be- 
lieve in discipline — the parents 
want to have their kids disciplined 
although they might hate to do it 
themselves." 


Building up a student's self-esteem 


is an integral part of discipline, 
Maple adds. 


"I've never spanked a high school 


boy — I could do it and they would 
take it — but it would be too humili- 
ating," he said. 


THE ACADEMY STAFF works at 


instilling confidence in the students, 
Maple said, noting that "we purpose- 
ly work to point out their good 
work." 


"We had one little boy who virtual- 


ly had a saying 'I can't when he ar- 
rived. Now he is a real student, has 
learned and quoted from memory 
two chapters from the Bible and 
gives reports orally without notes be- 
fore the entire student body. He is 
somebody and he knows it," Maple 
said. 


The principal also cites the case of 


a 16-year-old boy who had been ex- 
pelled from several schools before 
coming to the academy.

Crane's appointment had been antici- 


pated, since the retirement of U.S. Rep. 
Harold Collier of Riverside, R-6th, will 
create a vacancy in one scat traditional- 
ly allotcd to Illinois. 


Mikva, who had hoped for assignment 


cither to the House Judiciary Committee 
or the House Interior Committee, how- 
ever, said he was "surprised and ex- 
cited" by the appointment. 


DESPITE RECENT action by the 


House in withdrawing the power of the 
Ways and Means Committee to decide 
which other committees will be assigned 
each legislative proposal, the committee 
remains one of the three most powerful 
in the House, along with the Rules and 
Appropriations committees. 


An olde to Crane Wednesday said that 


the Northwest suburban, congressman 
sought the position on the Ways and 
Means Committee because it will afford 
him greater influence on what he calls 
"fiscal responsibility," one of Crane's 
chief Interests in Congress. 


Crane also Is deeply interested In

Christmas reservations light 
United Airlines reports 
'surprising' travel drop 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Reporting a 


surprising drop in air travel last month, 
United Airlines Prcs. Edward E. Carlson 
Wednesday said large numbers of pas- 
sengers hove been grounded by economic 
worries "substantially more serious than 
anyone had anticipated." 


Carlson, who heads the nation's largest 


domestic airline, said the outlook for De- 
cember appears similarly bleak. 


Looking into the future with more pes- 


simism than most airline officials have 
shown in tho past, he indicated (hero 
may be even fewer air passengers in 
1975 than in 1974. 


EARLIER FORECASTS predicted pas- 


senger levels would remain essentially 
unchanged from this year to the next. 
But Carlson, saying his confidence In 
these forecasts has been shaken In the 
last 10 days, said: "We think now it may 
take some reaching even to get no 
growth rather than a decline next year." 


Blaming his gloomy outlook on the na- 


tion's over-all economic woes, Carlson 
urged President Ford and the Democrat- 
ic-controlled Congress to put aside their 
differences and deal promptly with "a 
genuine economic problem In this coun- 
try that transcends politics." 


"We're In an economic downturn that 


is substantially more serious than any- 
one had anticipated," he said. 


CARLSON SAID United Airlines suf- 


fered a net loss of $5.26 million in No- 
vember — the first time in almost two 
years the line had not shown increased 
earnings for a specific month compared 
with the same month a year earlier. 


"Frankly, we didn't anticipate the drop 


would be this dramatic in November," 
Carlson told a group of aviation writers. 


"The loss reflects an unexpectedly 


sharp decline in November passenger 
traffic which in general affected the en-

press for legislation and regulatory pol- 
icies providing Increased incentives and 
assistance for industrial modernization, 
replacement and expansion to assure a 
sound Industrial base ... so that new 
jobs will be created." 


Ford has been criticized in the press 


and In Congress for making foreign trips 
while the American economy Is ill at 
homo. Referring to his three-day meeting 
with President Volery Giscard d'Estalng 
of Franco this coming weekend on the 
Caribbean Island of, Martinique, the 


President said the trip would old In 
fighting the energy problem. 


"When I fly to meet the President of 


France this weekend, I will by no means 
be neglecting our domestic difficulties if 
I improve the climate .of cooperation 
among the fuel-consuming industrial na- 
tions by o common effort to Insure ade- 
quate fuel and food supplies at accept- 
able prices," Ford said. > 


But Ford did not shy, away from use of 


the word recession in his speech. 


"Now for the straight talk. The econo- 


my is In difficult straits. We are in a 
recession. Production Is declining and 
unemployment Is'rising ... nevertheless, 


our country is not in an economic 
crisis," he said. 


"A crisis — In the sense of a national 


crisis — Is something that demands im- 
mediate and drastic action. A national 
problem is something that demands 
,„;.-, „.„„,, irrferstanding and carefully 
deliberated solutions — cures that are 
no. worse than the disease," he said.

• The Senate Labor and Public Wel- 


fare committee unanimously approved a 
bill to provide over 96 billion worth of 
jobs or jobless benefits to people thrown 
out of work In the recession. A com- 


parable but less sweeping bill awaits ac- 
tion in the house. And before the week is 
out,' Congress is expected to have 
enacted one of the biggest attacks on 
unemployment since the Depression. 


The Senate bill authorizes up to ft bil- 


lion to create 500,000 or more jobs in 1975 
for the unemployed. The House bill pro- 
vides $2 billion for the first six months of 
next year. 


• Three economists presented Con- 


gress with bleak economic forecasts for 
1975, with unemployment soaring to 8 per 
cent or beyond and no recovery in pros- 
pect until later in the year.

Crowd angry;

in Boston 


BOSTON (UPI) - A white student was 


stabbed In a South Boston high school 
Wednesday and the gathering of an an- 
gry crowd of about 600 whites led to offi- 
cials closing most schools in the area for 
the rest of the week. 


The stabbing victim, 17-year-old Mi- 


chael Faith, was on the danger list et 
City Hospital following emergency sur- 
gery. His alleged assailant, a black stu- 
dent, was arrested on a charge of assault 
and battery with a dangerous weapon. 


The morning incident at South Boston 


High caused that school and its annexes 
to be closed for the day and officials lat- 
er ordered all schools In the area that 
are being desegregated closed on Thurs- 
day and Friday. 


A crowd estimated at 600 gathered 


quickly outside South Boston High after 
the stabbing. About 225 Boston and met- 
ropolitan police were sent to South Bos- 
ton and 70 State police re-enforcements 
also were called In. 


Three persons were arrested and 


charged with assault and battery. Nino 
persons, Including three policemen, were 
injured, none seriously.

Near tho unidentified suspected bomb- 


er's body, police found two unexploded 
grenades inside a lemonade can. His 
identification papers and a vaccination 
card lay nearby. 


"In his hotel we found a passport and 


card that showed he was born in Ghana 


and was living in Turkey," the police 
commander said. 


Witnesses said the .grenade, blasts 


shook the building and ripped doors off 
their hinges. Electricity in the building 
was knocked out and so was the emer- 
gency lighting, they said, and movie pa- 
trons stumbled in panic through the 
darkness to get out. 


Many of the injured staggered out into 


the bright lights of Dizengoff Circle and 
were picked up by passing automobiles 
and taken to hospitalls. 


"There have been many guerrilla at- 


tack attempts in the past which were 
prevented," said Police Minister Shlomo 
Hillel. "Unfortunately this time it was 
successful."

House OKs $2.6 billion foreign aid bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 


Wednesday approved a $2.6 billion for- 
eign aid bill containing a continuing ban 
on military aid to Turkey coupled with a 
$25 million relief fund for Cyprus refu- 
gees. 


Ignoring administration pleas for a 


free hand in dealing with the Ankara 
government, the House overwhelmingly 
approved the ban during lengthy debate 
In which Turkey was described as an un- 
dependable ally who freely ignored U.S. 
laws against use of military aid for of- 
fensive purposes. 


The aid ban was adopted 297 to 98, and 


the bill itself passed on a vote of 201-190.' 


Military aid to Turkey was halted at 


midnight Tuesday under a previously 
passed congressional measure but that 
would have expired when the present 
Congress goes out of business, now sched- 
uled for Dec. 21. ' 


In a lost minute amendment the House 


also voted to deny foreign.aid to any na- 
tions delinquent in loans from the United 
States as of 90 days before enactment. 


The bill also includes authorization of a 


Middle East peace package of over SI 
billion in military .and economic aid to 
Israel, Egypt, Jordan and Syria. 


The nan on aid to Turkey, proposed by 


Rep. Benjamin S. Rosenthal, D-N.Y., 
would continue until President Ford can 
certify that "substantial progress" is 
being made toward a Cyprus peace set- 
tlement. 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger, 


on Cyprus peace-making trip in Europe, 
said the ban on aid to Turkey was under- 
cutting his prospects of success and was 
a "major mistake." 


The House bill now goes to a confer-

zens who can't afford to pay for them, 
Mrs. Young said. 


School district officials will announce 


. the details of the program next week, 


Mrs. Young said. 


The township plans to subsidize a taxi 


service with revenue-sharing funds sim- 
ilar to those in Mount Prospect and Ar- 
lington Heights for the elderly living in 
Wheeling Township and in the Village of 
Wheeling, said Jane Klatt", a coordinator 
of the program. 


SENIOR CITIZENS In Mount Prospect 


can ride in a taxi anywhere in the village 
for 50 cents, and the taxi company bills' 
the village $1 for each ride. 


A subsidized taxi service would be the 


"easiest and most convenient kind of 
program to begin with since we are hop- 
ing to get this under way within the next 
month," Mrs. Klatt said. 


The township eventually may purchase 


a bus to supplement the transportation 
service for senior citizens. 


Mrs. Young said the central services 
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center has spent a minimal amount of 
revenue-sharing money from the town- 
ship during its first year that has paid 
only for the salaries of the two coordina- 
tors. She expects that the low-cost meals 
and phone program will require several 
hundred dollars a month. 


A transportation service for the elderly 


will "easily extend .those monthly ex- 
penses" to about $1,000, she said.

The Wheeling Park District's request 


for funds to aid in the purchase of the 
Childerley Retreat House property has 
been given a number two priority rank- 
ing by the Northeastern Illinois Planning 
Commission. 


Parks Supt. David Phillips Wednesday 


said NIPC's latest ranking will "greatly 
Improve" the park district's chances of 
receiving a $119,500 federal grant from 
the Bureau of Outdoor Recreation. 


Earlier this year NIPC gave the Child- 


erley property 50 out of a possible 120 
points and a 16th priority ranking among 
all land acquisition projects in Cook 
County. The ranking has been changed 
because the most recent evaluation by 
NIPC gave the site 60 points out of a 
possible 120. 


"In their reevaluation we got an extra 


10 points which is very good for us," 
Phillips said. "The federal funding is not 
assured, but I'm very optimistic we will 
get it. 


"I don't think the actual score is the 


important thing, but what is Important 
is the score in comparison to other park 
district that have applied for funds for 
land acquisition," he said. 


THE MILES PARK District, which has 


applied for a grant to purchase a golf 
course, is the only district in Cook Coun- 
ty ranked higher than Wheeling. The 
Morton Grove Park District, seeking 
funds for an additional park, is tied with 
Wheeling. 


NIPC, a regional planning agency, 


evaluates funding requests for federal 
money by various local governments 
such as park districts. 


Phillips said the Childerley property 


received <a higher ranking in its second 
evaluation by NIPC because of the park 
district's recent acquisition of 3.1 acres 
adjacent to the site. Additional points 
also were given because the park district 
plans a bike trail through the new park. 


Park qfficials have proposed acquisi- 


tion of the 10-acre Childerley site for de- 
velopment of an outdoor education cen- 
ter. In addition, it has been proposed the 
site be used for a summer day camp, a 
community meeting place and possibly a 
community zoo. 


Phillips said he expects to receive 


word on the grant by next February. If It 
Is approved, it will pay about half of the 
land acquisition cost which is expected to 
be about $250,000. 


THE CHILDERLEY site, 506 McHenry 


Rd., currently is owned by the Calvcrt 
Foundation, which has indicated It will 
consider selling the property. 


The park district has not entered into 


serious negotiations for the property be- 
cause the foundation is hesitant to agree 
to the sale before the federal grant Is 
approved. Park officials have said, how- 
ever, they intend to purchase the prop- 
erty with or without the federal funds. 


Phillips said if the grant is refused, the 


district will have to find another way to 
finance the purchase. 


The purchase of the Childerley proper- 


ty is part of a general park district ex- 
pansion program designed to bring new 
sites into the park system for future 
community growth. 


IN ADDITION to the proposed pur- 


chase of the Childerly property and the 
acquisition of the land adjacent to it, the 
park district recently acquired a 10-acre 
site on Shoenbcck Road which will.be 
developed into a community park. 


Phillips said the park district currently 


does not have funds to develop any of the 
new sites, but will set the property aside 
for future development. "Right now 
we're more interested in getting the land 
acquired and will worry about devel- 
oping it the way we ought to develop it at 
a later time," he said. 


Earlier this year the Frankln Boule- 


vard Community Hospital of Chicago 
proposed building a satellite facility on 
the Childerley property, but found anoth- 
er site after the park district objected.

Educators sitting on a 'powderkeg' 


Not long ago while attending a meet- 


ing, I found myself eavesdropping on a 
conversation between two school superin- 
tendent* from small towns In southern 
Illinois. 


"You 
know," tho one said to the other, 


"my Job used to be fun, 
but now I woke 


up every morning feeling like I'm sitting 
on a tlmo bomb." 


That conversation seemed somewhat 


remarkable at tho time, since the super- 
intendent who was speaking was from a 
small community that looks, to someone 
sitting In the Chicago metropolitan area, 
like one of the last bastions of peace and 
quiet In America. 


However, I think the statement is prob- 


ably a very accurate comment about the 
current state of education — and of ad- 
ministrators who run the educational es- 
tablishment — as any I've heard lately. 


TllE POINT OP the statement, is that 


schools have become highly uncertain 
places these days. The problem, quite 
simply Is that any school official Is likely 
to get up In the morning and find himself 
In the middle of a crisis. 


For example, a group might have 


formed overnight to protest sex educa- 
tion; or tho police may have discovered 
a huge drug ring operating In one of the 
schools; or tho teachers may be planning 
a strike. 


Any one of these events mean that a 


peaceful nights' sleep Is going to bo hard 
to come by for awhile for those who run 
tho schools. 


Before someone soya that I'm wasting 


my time feeling sorry for these people, 
let's review the tips and downs educators 
have faced In recent years. 


There was a time, after all, when a 


teacher or school administrator was like- 
ly to find himself or herself the only edu- 
cated person in a community. At that 
point, the educator might not have been 
highly paid, but ho was at least respect- 
ed. 


AS SOCIETY BECAME more complex, 


this respect disappeared. Then tho 
schools went through a rough time after 
Sputnik, when they got tho blame for our 
"lag" In the space race. 


Out most people soy the early 1960s 


were something of a heyday for modern 
educators. Federal money was freely 


available for new programs and things 


llko open classrooms and "individualized 
instruction" become watchwords. 


Now things have changed again. Edu- 


cation has been given the burden by llb^ 
crals of ellninatlng racism and'sexism 
from our society. Conservatives, mean- 
while, look skeptically at textbooks and 
course subjects and Insist that schools 
should be passing on the values that in- 
sure that young people will believe In the 
"American way." 


Add to this burden the fact that all the 


Institutions in this society are in trouble 
because of the loss of confidence caused 
by the Vietnam War and Watergate, and 
add the increased problem of drug and 
alcohol use among our young — and it's 
understandable that any educator with 
any intelligence feels that he's sitting on 
a "powderkey." 


ALL THESE FACTS probably also ex- 


plain — at least In port — why school 
officials sometimes seem a little para- 
noid about criticism. And It also tells us 
something about some of the pressures 
that bring down superintendents, in- 
cluding James Ervltl in Elk Grove Town- 
ship Dlst. 50 who was fired this week. 


In Ervitl's case, of course, there are 


local problems which contributed to his 
trouble. But I think it Is instructive to 
look at the choice the Dlst. 59 board has 
mode to replace Ervltl, at least tempo- 
rarily, now that they hove forced Erviti 
to resign. 


Dlst. 50 is going bock to Roger Bard- 


well — (ho man who led the district 
during its high point of the early 1860s. 
He will bo acting superintendent, and I 
doubt that it is too unreasonable to as- 
sume that the board Is hoping Bardwcll 
will somehow transport the district back 
to thoso happy days of the early 1960s 
when things seemed to be going very 
wcUforDist.59. 


It will be interesting to see whether 


Bardwcll can in fact dispel the "powder 
keg" feeling and return the district to 
happiness. 


It may be, in fact, that no one — not 


oven a saint — will be able to transport 
any district in the mid-1970s back to hap- 
pier days. After all, if the "powderkeg" 
exists in small, rural communities, it 
probably exists everywhere.

State park may be closed to vehicles 


by LEA TONKIN 


Say goodbye to motorcycles and other off-road vehicles In 


at least one nearby nature preserve: the Illinois Dcpt. of 
Conservation has taken steps to close tho 900-acre nature 
preserve at Illinois Beach State Park near Zlon to vehicles. 
Acc-ss will be limited to one entrance near tho Interpretive 
center that Is now under construction In the park, said John. 
Oomerlo, district land manager for the division of parks and 
memorials. 


In the past, abuse by users of motorcycles, four-wheel drive 


vehicles and all-terrain vehicles has resulted in erosion of 
vegetative cover and sand In tho nature preserve. Comedo 
said. Boundary repairs, the Installation of boundary signs, (lie 
addition of four security patrolmen and tickets issued to 
violators for trespass and property damage have cut down on 
the abuse. Approximately l.B million people visit tho park 
annually, Comerlo said, discussing tho security problem. Tho 
nature preserve represents about half the park area. 


The stcppcd-up enforcement program follows an effort 


launched last spring by members of the Sierra Club to cor- 
rect off-road vehicle abuse at the nature preserve. Ann Fisher 
of Arlington Heights, conservation chairman for the club's 
Groat Lakes Chapter, said, "We're still monitoring the situ- 
ation. But If the state does nil it says It will do, then there 
will be dramatic Improvement at Illinois Beach State Park." 


Snowmobiles to use 8 trails 


Snowmobile enthusiasts will be allowed to use trails In eight 


Illinois state parks this winter, tho state conservation depart- 
ment announced. Tho sites were chosen following consid- 
eration of environmental and recreational organizations' pre- 
sentations at two public hearings held In St. Charles. They 
Include: Hcnnepin Canal, Illinois-Michigan Canal, Rock Cut, 
Kankakee River, Chain 0* Lakes, Mississippi Palisades, 
Johnson Sauk Trail and Silver Springs state parks. 


Noise restrictions proposed 


Unwanted noise should bo controlled, said John S. Moore of 


the Illinois Environmental Protection Agency in testimony 
presented Tuesday before the Illinois Pollution Control Board 
in Chicago. Moore, a member of the Illinois Task Force on 
Noise, said that If unwanted noise is not curtailed, "the un- 
desirable situation existing today will deteriorate further. If 
this is allowed to happen, then the number of adverse effects 
such as interference with speech, sleep, performance and be- 
havior, and continued annoyance as well as other undesirable' 
effects will continue to burden society." 


The task force prepared the proposed regulation that was 


discussed at hearings held Tuesday and Wednesday in Chi- 
cago and that will be discussed at a hearing in Peoria Friday. 


The proposed noise regulations include two major cate- 


gories: vehicles currently In use and new vehicles. The stan- 
dard provides that "ln-use" vehicles should have adequate 
mufflers. Mufflers designed to Increase noise would be illegal. 
The regulation also would make it illegal for vehicles to ex- 
ceed specified noise levels that vary according to speed. If 
the rules are adopted, state and local police would have re- 
sponsibility to enforce them. 


Counselor found innocent of license charge 


Bertram Youmans, an employment 


counselor (or Audition Division Ltd., 
Rosempnt, was 
found 
not guilty 


Tuesday of violating the Illinois Pri- 
vate Employment Agnccics Act. You- 
mans' case was heard by Judge. Mar- 
tin Lukcn in tho Roscmont branch of 
Circuit Court. 


Audition Division was the subject 


of a recent Herald Investigation that 
disclosed Youmans was working as 
an employment counselor on on ex- 
pired license. 


Youmans had been charged with 


the violation by agents of tho Illinois 
Dopt. of Labor, which administers 
the employment agencies law. Tho 
superintendent of private employ- 
ment agencies, John Rlordan, mild, 
"It was n good arrest and a good 
charge. Wo were Immlcd n blow (by 
the judge). It's a questionable deci- 
sion." 


Illordnn wild Ilia judge ncknnwl- 


cdgcd tho validity of the charge, but 
"ho didn't want to glvo the mnn n 
record." Rlordnn said ha will now 
have to rccvaluato tho department's 


position on enforcing this particular 
provision of the law. 


An attorney for Audition hailed tho 


"noi guilty" decision, describing 
Youmans as "a fine young man." He 
indicated it was an oversight on You- 
mans' part that led to his license ex- 
piring last summer. 


Tho department also has been In- 


vestigating Audition with respect to 
other possible violations which Rior- 
dan said would not be affected by 
this decision.

Land to be condemned 


State conservation director Tony Dean announced that the 


department will begin condemnation proceedings on property 
held by Central Illinois Light Co. In the middle of a proposed 
6,500-acro wildlife refuge and recreation area at Banner strip 
mine, 15 miles southwest of Peorla. The site Is a 270-acrc 
parcel near the utility's Duck Creek generating plant, still 
under construction. Tho company wants to use the acreage 
and an existing dock facility to bring In bulk materials by 
barge. 


"We have been patient. When CILCO secretly bought the 


property about a year ego they knew what our plans were 
and, in fact, led us to believe that they were not interested in 
tho parcel," Dean said. "We continued to negotiate In a re- 
sponsible manner and now they have taken their present, 
course of action." Pending legal action will delay completion 
of land acquisition by at least two years, he said.

Bill Swindal, Young's adminis- 


trative aide, said the remaining 19 
precincts and absentee ballots will be 
counted today. He said there were

The 
recount discovery allows 


Young to survey vote totals in a por- 
tion of the 533 precincts within the 
district. 


Swindal said he was leary of claim- 


ing any change in the outcome of the 
election from tho recount because 
there was a possibility that the vote 
totals collected by Young's staff 
could be In error. 


He Indicated he would have to con- 


fer with Young after the recount was 
concluded before any final decision is 
made about a full recount of the 
entire district. Such an effort could 
cost as much as $25,000, Swindal 
said. Cost of the discovery recount is 
$620. 


Young has not yet conceded defeat 


in the contest and has indicated he 
would not make an official statement 
until the recount is completed.

We support Republicans' 


campaign funds reform 


The flurry of reforms from the 


national 
"mini-convention" and 


the llko last weekend are impres- 
sive, but only up to a meager point. 


The Democrats — and, to a less- 


er extent, the Republicans — as- 
sert that they've tightened up their 
ship for tho 1076 presidential race 
which, judging from the number of 
possible candidates, could be hotly 
contested. 


In preparation for 1976, the 


Democrats adopted an 
"affirma- 


tive action" program to broaden 
the selection of delegates (in the 
process, they say they discarded 
the quota system which proved so 
embarrassing In 1072). 


The Republicans, meeting more 


quietly in Washington, D.C., en- 
couraged wider participation in 
their party, but without mandating 
such participation. 


The public's involvement in poli- 


tics is, of course, a worthy goal, 


but it must be remembered that 
political parties exist for one pur- 
pose, and for one purpose only: to 
elect their members to public of- 
fice. 


In short, what is relevant one 


year ("participation") may be sac- 
rificed the next. The lofty goals of 
reformers arc too often gutted by 
political expediency, but that's 'the 
way politics is played, whether by 
Democrats or by Republicans. 


In the midst of the rhetoric of 


reform, however, there was one 
GOP reform which we found espe- 
cially worthy, for it marked a con- 
crete response to the Watergate 
scandal which, in two short years, 
has ripped apart the party. 


A GOP reform committee ap- 


proved a rule designed to prevent 
the kinds of abuse spawned by Nix- 
on's CREEP operation in 1072. The 
new rule creates a seven-member 


committee, headed by the party's 
national chairman, to 
oversee 


presidential campaign spending by 
monitoring the candidate's cam- 
paign budget. 


This reform will discourage fu- 


ture political Watergates; it ac- 
knowledges the 
need for 
in- 


stitutional reform, for the Nixon 
scandal was a mixture of political 
greed and the weaknesses which 
exist in the structure of political 
parties and in our federal govern- 
ment. 


We find this to be a meaningful 


reform, and we hope It survives 
the ebb and flow of politics, which, 
in future years, will probably man- 
age to wash away almost all of the 
well-intentioned* political reforms 
of the past weekend.

'Governor' Dixon in '76?

Final figures from the Nov. 6 elec- 


tion have tho eyes of organized labor 
looking into tho political future of 
Democratic State Treasurer Alan J. 
Dixon. 


A county-by-county breakdown of 


Dlxon's reelection has been circu- 
lated among labor representatives by 
Robert Gibson, secretary-treasurer 
of tho Illinois Federation of Labor, 
an organization with no small inter- 
est In tho election of Democrats. 


Gibson described Dlxon's election 


performance as "just fantastic." Tho 
47-yoar-old Dixon amassed the larg- 
est plurality — 012,216 votes — ever 
claimed by a Democratic state can- 
didate In Illinois. 


What odds interest to that accom- 


plishment is recent murmurings 
within Democratic circles of the pos- 


sibility of party regulars fielding a 
primary challenger against Gov. 
Daniel Walker if ho seeks reelection 
In 1076. Dixon has long been known 
among his friends to harbor future 
ambitions for the governor's office. 


Dlxon's vote-getting ability could 


well bring anti-Walker Democrats to 
his doorstep. As ono labor leader put 
It, "Tho approval of a certain Demo- 
cratic county chairman might have 
some influence." 


The statistics distributed by Gibson 


point up tho obvious comparison be- 
tween tho performances of Dixon and 
U.S. Sen. Adlal E. Stevenson III, 
widely considered tho most familiar 
political "name" in Illinois, and the 
candidate who headed the ticket. 


Whila,Stevonson collected 62.5 per 


cent of tho vote against virtual un- 
known Georgo Burdltt, Dixon got 65.3 
per cent against Republican Harry

Page, who at least had the benefit of 
the former prominence of his broth- 
er, ex-state school superintendent 
Ray Page. 


Dlxon's percentage was surpassed 


by a Democrat only once in the his- 
tory of tho state - in 1930 by U.S. 
Sen. James Hamilton Lewis of Chi- 
cago. 


Tho treasurer also carried more 


counties — 89 of 102 — than ever 
claimed by an Illinois Democrat, 
while Stevenson won 78. In Cook 
County, Dixon built a whopping 
546,907 plurality, 71.9 per cent of tho 
total vote; Stevenson had 69.6 per 
cent 


Tho Cook County figure looms 


large in considering the possibility of 
a Dixon challenge to Walker in the 
primary. In 1972, Walker lost Cook 
County to primary opponent Paul 
Simon, who had lukewarm support of 
Daley Democrats, by 21,000. Walker, 
with similarly anemic support from 
the Daley machine, beat Gov. Ogilvie 
in Cook County by 83,000 votes. ' 


Another accomplishment by Dixon 


which Is likely to excite Democrats is 
that he cracked three ironclad GOP 
counties which had never in history 
gone Democratic for state office. 


One of these, Ogle County, Dixon 


won by exactly seven votes in a total 
of 10,717,' barely three one-nun- 
dredths of one percentage point. Ste- 
venson, however, lost Ogle by 599 
votes, for a percentage of 47.3. 


Perhaps more significant was the 


fact that Dixon came within half a 
percentage point of carrying .the Re- 
publican bastion of DuPage County.' 
The most populous "sure" Republi- 
can county hi the state, it failed the 
GOP only once — again in 1930 in the 
Lewis landslide. 


Out of 119,500 votes Jh the treas- 


urer's race, Dixon lost DuPage by • 
only 883 votes, getting 49.6 per cent. 
Stevenson got 42.8 per cent there, los- 
ing the county by 17,476. •

But now that acquir- 
ing other sites has become possible, I am 
inclined to agree with the planning com- 
mission that the Central School site may 
not be the best location for the new li- 
brary. 


If Emerson Street is blocked as pro- 


posed by the commission, Main Street 
and Central Road would be loaded with 
additional traffic, which would impede 
considerably the access to the library, 
especially to children with bicycles, for 
they are heavy users of the library. 


Creating a mall east of Main and ex- 


tending it over the Emerson sounds like 
a fine idea. Placing the library in the 
right-of-way of Emerson would highlight 
the area, depending upon the design and 
construction of the library building. The 
access to the library there could be

Now, 
the hybrid offspring of handball, paddle- 
ball, tennis and squash Is luring exercise- 
conscious people to sweat off those 
pounds with a short-handled racquet and 
a small rubber ball. 


With the opening of several racquctball 


facilities In the Northwest suburbs dur- 
ing the past year, area residents have 
taken up the sport by the hundreds. The 
Northbrook Court House, which opened 
last year, now has more than 1,000 mem- 
bers, 00 per cent of whom piny racquet- 
ball, officials there said. The Arlington 
Indoor Tennis Club, which added rac- 
quotball courts last month, already has 
several hundred racquctball players per 
week. 


ADDITIONAL IIACQUETDALL facil- 


ities will be available at the Schaumburg 
Court House, now being built. The North- 
west Suburban YMCA. DCS Plalncs, and 
the Buohler YMCA, Palatine, offer rac- 
quotball facilities. The Tom Tennis Club, 
Nllcs, has racquetball courts and several 
tennis clubs are thinking about adding 
racquotball courts In the near future. 


Racquetball Is played on an Indoor 


court with two, three or four players. 
Each player uses a short-handled, strung 
racquet to hit the small, hollow rubber 
ball. Following rules similar to handball, 
players serve and return the ball from 
the walls of the court until one player 
wins with 21 points. 


The game originated In 1020 with a St. 


Louis resident named Joseph Sobek, said 
Robert Brecklnridgo, pro-manager at the 
Arlington Indoor Tennis Club, MS S. Con- 
sumer, Palatine. In here rccquctball 
courts also have been built. The game 
first became popular on the Cast coast, 
but came to Chicago 15 years ago when a 
group of faithfuls played the game at 
Chicago's Duncan YMCA. 


"The game has really grown In the last 


five years," said Charles Love, national 
director of the Skoklc-bosed United 
States Racquetball Assn. The association 
sponsors tournaments for amateur rac- 
quctball players across the country, but 
Its professional arm, the National Rac- 
quetball Club, now has approximately 12 
professional players on contract.

what June Mortcs hod feared. David was 
stone deaf. Even now, he possesses few 
language skills and docs not lip read 
proficiently. 


"It's traumatic. You don't want to be- 


llovo it," she says today. "You try to 
find a doctor who wilt give you tho rlgrit 
answer, the ono you want to hear." 


Audlologlsls never exposed the mys- 


tery behind David's extreme deafness. 
Heredity wasn't a factor. June had In- 
curred pregnancy complications, but all 
thai retains little Importance. 


"It's all guessing games," she says. 


"He's deaf, we accept the fact and that's 
tho way It Is, David doesn't make too 
much of his deafness." 


Now a 16-year-old student at Horsey 


High School, David and nearly three mil- 
lion other Americans live trapped in a 
hushod-ovcr world. 


Even in deafness, David Is unique with 


other complications. He's diabetic, re- 
quires dally Insulin and for years, David 


has amazed his physicians by swimming, 
skiing and now, competing In the most 
rigorous of sports, Ico hockey. 


David might bo luckier than many deaf 


youngsters who've n fondness for sports. 
He was among 31 boys and young men in 
attendance last summer at Stan Mikita's 
one-week hockey clinic In the Randhurst 
Twin Ice Arena. 


Ho hadn't skated In nearly four years. 


There wasn't that opportunity at tho Illi- 
nois School for tho Deaf in Jacksonville. 
But David, with Mom's eager approval, 
jumped at Mikita's American Hearing 
Impaired Hockey Association (AHIHA) 
clinic. 


"David was tho worst player they 


had," admitted Juno. "Ho was the raw 
amateur. What they did for him was un- 
believable. If It wasn't for their help, Da- 
vid wouldn't have achieved what ho did. 
He had responsibilities. There was a 
goal." 


Bccauso Mlklta, AHIHA vice-president 


Irv Tiohnyblk and others in their group 
haven't stopped caring, David will quali- 
fy for next summer's clinic, the last 
week of June at Rnndhurst 


Twice, he can give thanks to the 


AHIHA. "We told all our boys they have 
to play hockey tlds year," Tlahnyblk 
said. "Otherwise, there's no point and 
they're not learning anything." 


David's mother couldn't afford the $70 


membership fee so ho didn't play during 
fall.

Tlahnyblk explains. "Sure, we got a 


lot or publicity last summer. We even 
made national NBC night news. Our re- 
sponse from that was nil. That's when 
wo decided to work with the deaf organi- 
zations. Up until now, that's been a big 


disappointment, too." 


An article in the Mid-America Hearing 


Research'Foundation autumn Newsletter 
generated one response. The Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare In 
Washington sent communiques to numer- 
ous deaf groups, certifying the good work 
being done in Chicago. 


But through last week, Tlahynblk 


hadn't been contacted by any of those 


agencies. One group, telephoned 'at its 
national headquarters, said it hadn't 
thought a response was desired. 


Tiahnybik con only wonder, "Maybe 


one problem we're running into is that 
these people are deaf and since we're 
not, they may be hesitant to invite us 
into their inner circle." 


One group which could mesh beau- 


tifully but hasn't Is the V. S. Deaf Hock- 
ey Association, sponsors of our national 
team that will compete next February in 
Deaf Olympics at Lake Placid, N. Y. 


Close ties between the national team 


sponsors and AHIHA don't exist even 
though Tlahnyblk's son, 19-year-old Lex, 
plus others who attended Mikita's clinic 
will represent America in the February 
Games. 


There have even been major points of 


disagreement over the welfare of these 
young hockey players. The national team 
chose Rick McGaughey as one squad 
member. He's the Holbrook, Mass., 
youth with superb hockey potential. But 
Rick's just 12 years old and less than 100 
pounds. 


Tiahnybik convinced Rick's father that 


the youngster should not play in these 
highly competitive Olympics. "You get a 
guy who has no brains and he'll run him 
Into the boards just for the hell of it," 
said Tiahynbik. "And his dad agreed 
with me." 


Gene Ubrlaco, a hard working Instruc- 


tor at last summer's clinic, struck home 
at a problem common to all sports . . . 
politic!), haggling among adults. 


"They should be a logical group to give 


us Input but the national team seems like 
a closed situation," said Ubriaco, a 


' teammate with Mikita on Chicago's 1969- 


70 National Hockey League Stanley Cup 
winner. 


"Maybe we'll just have to be a single, 


Chicago based group. It might not even 
be fair to have a follow through pro- 


gram. We're dealing with a kid who gets 
his hopes up to make a team. What if he 
doesn't? 


i "It seems like kids always get'caught 
in the middle," stated Ubriaco. "They're 
the last ones considered. So here it shows 
up In deaf kids' hockey. Isn't that ridicu- 
lous? Red tope." 


Whether or not outside agencies re- 


spond with expertise on deafness or 
hockey assistance, the AUIIIA will suc- 
ceed. Perhaps it will never encompass a 
national program, but Mlklta, Tlahnyblk. 
Ubriaco and others have a firm power 
base in Chicago. 
-They'll need to establish cooperation 
with the hundreds of metropolitan youth 
hockey leagues. But that should be easy. 
The possibility of a Chicago area team 
that would compete against normal 
hearing youngsters has even been dis- 
cussed. 


Ubriaco, himself deaf in one ear, 


can envision helping youngsters with oth- 
er handicaps. "The retarded, to a point, 
we could do that with boys who are at a 
level where they could handle it... why 
not?" he asks. 


"At a hockey school, everything is con- 


trolled. You're not out to win a game but 
learn, enjoy and be treated like a normal 
guy. These kids are used to seeing doc- 
tors, people very professional. We've got 
a chance to lay some common guys on 
them." 


For young Dave Mertes, that AHIHA 


clinic was a great experience. June can't 
envision her son's life without athletics. 
"I would hate to think about that," she 
says. "It's very important." 


On that Ice, every youngster has an 


equal shot at life, the same opportunity 
afforded an Ubriaco or Mikita. "I don't 
know how far Stan wants to go with 
Ibis." says Ubriaco. "but... God ..." 
and his voice diminishes, the message 
easily understood.

• Specific gravity Is the relation of the 
weight of a volume of metal (or other 
substance) to the weight of an equal vol- 
ume of water. In performing a specific 
gravity teat on a coin, Its weight In water 
subtracted from Its dry or air weight will 
give the weight of the water displaced.

The weight of the coin In air Is divided 
by the displacement weight and the 
quotient carried to no more than three 
places Is the Specific Gravity value of 
the coin. 


Determining the weight and specific 


gravity of a coin Is by no moans a com- 
plicated procedure and In the absence of 
specialized equipment, the student or 
nonprofcsslonnl will find It appropriate to 
improvise with the equipment listed In 
last week's column. 


But while the specific gravity reading 


of a coin Is a means of Identifying its 
density — and will In a majority of cases 
establish the authenticity of the coin — It 
should not be considered conclusive In a 
coin of extremely high value.

COUNTERFEIT COINS have been 


known to contain alloys that purposely 
raise the weight to one of legal require- 
ment and at the same time provide that 
coin with a density not unlike the gen- 
uine. Example: The specific gravity for 
a Lincoln cent of OS per cent copper, 2.5 
per cent tin and 2.5 per cent zinc Is so 
close to that of a Lincoln cent with a 
composition of OS per cent copper and 5 
per cent zinc that It would be difficult to 
detect a 1909-SVDB struck on a planchct 
of the new composition from the original. 


A table of Specific Gravity Values will 


be given In the next column of this scries 
for all U.S. coinage dating back to 1703. 


The working surface should be reason- 


ably level, completely free of vibrations 
and drafts from fans or heat-producing 
lamps that tend to disturb the atmos- 
phere around the scales. 


In the Interest of accuracy the operator 


should take a little time to familiarize 
himself with the formula; specifics of the 
coin to be tested and the equipment. 


TO INSURE accuracy of weights, the 


coin in question should be Identified un- 


der its proper type and U.S. coin number 
as demonstrated In the "Encyclopedia of 
U.S. Coins." Note the weight in grains 
and composition as it is shown for that 
particular coin. 


Place coin in the left-hand pan and 


etcrmine its weight by adding the correct 
counterbalances to the other pan. Record 
the final weight as the dry, or air weight 
of the coin.

Migration: industry seeks suburban home 


Our new neighbors include 
Admiral, Harvester, Mobil

Big industry Is moving to tho suburbs 


— and right now tho prime attraction Is 
tho plot of ground known collectively bs 
Woodflcld, tho Intersection of tho North- 
west Tollway and Rte. S3. 


Tho list of firms which have joined tho 


exodus to tho Woodfield area now In- 
cludes such heavyweight firms as Admi- 
ral, International Harvester and Mobile 
Oil and these firms In turn draw service • 
companies which like to be near the gl-. 
,ants. 


Right now, with Chicago office space 


overbuilt and a sag In tho economy 
threatening any corporate ventures, the 
continuous movement from tho city or 
crowded, older suburbs to tho Woodflcld 
area must be considered remarkable. 


The Woodflold Exccutlvo Plaza, for ex- 


ample, opened for occupancy In January 
and In less than a year has only a half 
floor open of a total 11 floors, spokesman 
Glnncy Schulte said. 


She sold businesses Invariably point to 


tho building's location as a main reason 
for the decision to occupy the building. 


Rentals have been so good at the near- 


by Woodflcld Plaza buildings that con- 
struction on a third building Is scheduled 
soon, spokesman At Macojak said. Of tho 
current space, about two-thirds Is al- 
ready rented and another major tenant Is 
expected soon, he said. 


TUB MIGRATION to the Northwest 


suburbs has Involved both largo, estab- 
lished firms which have run out of'space 
In their old locations and new companies, 
opening for the first time. 


Tho International Harvester Company, 


for example, has been a longstanding 
resident of Mclrose Park where their 
sprawling plant has stood near North Av- 
enue and Mannheim Road. Tho com- 
pany, however, Is now In the process of 
moving almost 500 office employes to the 
Woodfield Executive Plaza where they 
will occupy five floors. 


Spokesman Mary Ball said a- need for 


more space prompted the move. "It was 
primarily to provide more space. The di- 
vision was doing well and It was thought 
that this was tho right time to make tho 
move." 


Mrs. Ball said tho company had dis- 


cussed for tho past ten years separating 
the office personnel from the plant per- 
sonnel. Schaumburg was selected over 
five other sites because "It fit tho bill," 
she sold. 


The accessibility to O'llnro Airport, 


since a number of the company's clients 


fly in from other parts of the country, as 
well as tho number of roads and high- 
ways to tho area were factors in the de- 
cision, she said. 


Tho silo was also considered to be cen- 


trally located between the company's 
Molroso Park plant and another in Liber- 
tyvllle.

MOBIL OIL COMPANY this, year 


moved 370 employes from1 Nlles to 3V* 
floors In tho executive plaza. "Wo were 
running out of space In our Nlles facil- 
ity," a spokesman sold. He said the 
area's accessibility as well as growth 
were "definitely" reasons for the site se- 
lection.

Land: there's still plenty to go around

But real estate experts wonder for how long 


"They aren't making land anymore." 


It's a phrase heard often to promote in- 
vestment In land, to explain the high cost 
of land. It's used In describing the "land 
crisis" supposedly threatening the nation 
along with a growing list of other short- 
ages. 


"Crisis," says the quarterly Real Es- 


tate Review, "is making a fair bid to 


becoming the most popular word in 
America, supplanting sports and 'the 
weather as a prevailing conversation top- 
ic ... and land has received Its share of 
attention." 


But is there really a land shortage in 


this country which contains nearly 2.3 
billion acres of ground usable by people 
and other dry-land creatures? 


THE REVIEW, a publication of The 


Real Estate Institute of New York Uni- 
versity, says specific data about land 
area and use taken from the most recent 
detailed survey by the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture docs not support the con- 
tention that land in the United States is 
in short supply.

valuable as a commodity, according .to the Institute. 
But what will we lose when even this land is gone? 


use possibilities may be justified. Con- 
cern over scarcity, it says, perhaps 
should be directed toward land use for 
urban purposes. 


THE SOURCE OF urban land is agri- 


cultural area and, the Review pointed 
out, most land in this country actually Is 
devoted to agricultural purposes. Forest- 
land accounts for 31.9 per cent of the to- 
tal'with slightly more acreage in forest 
now than in 1900, pasture and range 26.7 
per cent and cropland 20.9 per cent. A 
miscellaneous category, 12.7 per cent, Is 
primarily wasteland, not' presently ca- 
pable of contributing much to the level of 
living. 


About 7.8 per cent of our land is used 


for urban and transportation areas, acre- 
age used for recreation, and ground tak- 
en by public Installations. Under this 
grouping, somewhat over 660 million 
acres, or 2.6 per cent of the total land 
area, Is characterized as urban and built- 
up. , 


The Review said as long as overall 


population increases, people will be ac- 
commodated by one means or another. 
Higher density per acre is a possible ac- 
commodation; such highly industrialized 
societies as Great Britain, West Germa- 
ny and Japan have one acre or less per 
capita, while in the United States the fig- 
ure is 10 acres. 


However, it said,-the Agriculture De- 


partment report showed "average den- 
sities decreased in the central cities of 
urbanized areas -and in smaller places 
outside 'the urbanized areas. Density in 
the suburban fringe, where 60 per cent of 
the urban population Increase occurred, 
was virtually unchanged. The emerging 
pattern suggests some abandonment of 
older areas for improved living space 
elsewhere, rather than an effective gain 
in per-caplta living space." 


CLEARLY IF THE oldest portions of; 


existing cities, large or small, are losing 
Inhabitants who settle on outlying 
ground, continued pressure will be 
placed against farms, pastures and for- 
ests situated near urban areas. To the • 
extent this population flow'has prevailed, 
In recent years and mayantlmie in the 


'.future, the Review' said, a shortage of' 


fringe-area special-use land may result. ' 


A conclusion may be drawn that suit- 


able ground for special use is being ab- 
sorbed by millions of acres annually.and 
further population growth in urban areas 
will emphasize a tendency toward short- 
age of the best land. 


However, the Review said, a contrary 


conclusion is that the increase in special- 
use areas recently has proceeded at an 
annual rate of about 1.6 per cent, an area 
expansion just slightly larger than popu- 
lation expansion. Projected forward, this 
rate of increase actually will increase 
special areas very slowly compared to 
the total land area. 


It concluded "a shortage of land need 


not develop very rapidly and an ex- 


pansion of urban use should not injure 
the agricultural base." 


THE REVIEW acknowledged while 


there is no general shortage, distribution 
of land in urban use on a localized basis 
presents a somewhat different picture 
since some parts of the country always 
have gained population faster than oth- 
ers. 


While it "is by no means certain 


people will continue to follow historical 
population patterns," the Review said, 
"if they do, chances are good govern- 
mental adthority for control of clustering 
will develop from the state level, perhaps 
with some carrot-and-stick prodding by 
the federal government."

matters. Once admitted to membership, 
a Realtor pledges to observe the National 
Association's nationally recognized Real- 
tor Code of Ethics. 


The Code Is a three-part document 


dealing with Realtors' relations with the 
public the client and fellow Realtors. 
Listed under each part are various arti- 
cles dealing specifically with these 
areas.

clients as to fair worth in the existing 
market. 


• Endeavor always to be informed re- 


garding the law, proposed legislation, le- 
gal orders Issued and essential facts and 
public policies which affect the interest 
placed in his hands by the public. 


How Is the Code of Ethics enforced? 


Local boards maintain Professional Stan- 
dards Committees which, in effect, are 
grievance committees. The public, as 
well as members of the board, can bring 
complaints before the committee, and 
any necessary disciplinary action can 
consist of suspension or expulsion from 
membership.

Another benefit is preventing 
paint from peeling and furniture from 
drying out.

stallation of a central power humidifier, 
equipped with an accurate, sensitive 
humldlstat.

Used furniture can mean savings

If you're in the market for furniture 


and find department store prices'a little 
rich for your blood, you may want to ex- 
plore the great big wonderful world of 
used furniture. It's full of surprises and 
follies, booby trap and bargains. 


A suburban couple found a mahogany 


dining-room table in a Good vyill store 
for under $100. Though dingy, It was well 
made and pleasantly, proportioned. Once 
they got It home (hey set to with paste 
wax and elbow grease and polished It to 
an admirable glow. 


A career girl come back from vacation 


with a pine hutch sheibought at a garage 
sale for under $30. Transportation in a 
hauMt-yourself added.only $20. No re- 
pair, no polishing needed!' 


Interested? Want to know where to 


look? 


As noted above, Good Will stores and 


garage sales are good bets. Also tag 
tales, thrift shops, Salvation Army and 
used furniture stores.' Watch for bulletin 
board notices in apartment buildings, of- 
fices, super markets' and laundries. Read 
newspaper ads conscientiously.'Tell your 
friends you're looking; they may know 


someone who's giving up a big house for 
a small apartment 


Caution: Think before you buy. Wheth- 


er it's a single piece or a roomful of fur- 
niture you're looking for, remember 
you're going to live with it for a long 
time, see and use-it dally. Don't buy a 
style you don't particularly care'for just 
because it's a bargain. Don't buy any- 
thing that needs extensive repair unless 
you're'an expert craftsman and can do it 
yourself. Carry the measurements of 
rooms, doors and height of celling with 
you. A breakfront that won't squeeze 
through your front door and a sofa too 
long for the wall are not bargains. If you 
need a desk with plenty of drawer space 
don't succumb to a turn-of-the-century 
hat stand because your grandmother had 
one in her front hall. 


When you buy furniture — new or sec- 


ond hand — consider its uses. For a 
small apartment or house it's wise to 
look for doubleduty furniture: a sofa that 
can be used for sleeping; a dlnlng-table 
with extra leaves; a table that can serve 
for games and children's study as well 
as dining; a chest at home in several 


rooms — living-room, den, foyer or bed- 
room. 


Examine a-piece of furniture carefully 


before you buy it. To check the quality of 
a chest, for instance, take out one or tm> 
of the drawers and look at the Inside cor- 
ners of the frame. Corner bracing is a 
sip of good quality. A sturdy frame will 
not give or creak when you push 
against it. Drawers should pull out 
smoothly and easily, drawer handles 
should be smooth and easy, to grasp, 
drawer pulls fastened with screws or 
bolts that go all the.way through the 
front of the drawer. 


Note the condition of the sides and bot- 


tom of the drawers. A center guide — the 
wood strip going from front to back 
along the underside of a drawer — adds 
to the strength of the chest and helps 
keep the drawer from jamming. (How- 
ever, an old piece of furniture may not 
have a center guide.) 


Dust panels between drawers add 


strength. When you put the drawers back 
in place see If they fit squarely in the 
opening. If the drawer sags In front, try 
raising it slightly. If this helps, you can 
probably correct the sag by putting a 


thumb tack or two on either side of the 
frame under the drawer. 
. Tako a good hard look at the legs of 
any piece you're considering.- Be sure 
there are no breaks. Table legs should be 
rigid and solidly attached. Turn small 
table and chairs upside down to see how 
the legs are attached. Wood or metal 
braces where legs are fastened make 
the piece stronger. Rungs or stretchers 
also help support table and chair legs. If 
any are broken or loose decide if you can 
fix them before you buy. 


Sit on a chair or sofa to see If it's com- 


fortable. Check the underside of uphol- 
stered furniture to make sure frame and 
springs are sound. Springs should be 
evenly spaced. Lumpy cushions can be 
replaced but if the back is bumpy and 
uneven, it becomes a major repair prob- 
lem. Can you do it? Maybe you can.buy 
or make slipcovers to fit. Well-fitted cov- 
ers add years of life to upholstered furni- 
ture and zip off for easy cleaning.

used furniture — you can refihish, paint 
and even remodel it to fit your require- 
ments and suit your lifestyle.

Cultivate a 
Countryside's two-bedroom 
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green thumb mo(tel has buyer appeal 


by uunr ANNE MCKEOWN 


. 1?1CI|C'S no actontlfic evidence that any- 
body fa born with a green thumb. But 
there a plenty of visual proof that green 
thumbs, like a taste for chamber music 
or artichokes, can bo cultivated. Any. 
body who'll lake the trouble to learn a 
few basic facts about what makes plants 
thrive or shrivel can become a successful 
Indoor gardener. 


There are three factors that determine 


the long happy or short sad life of .most 
Indoor plants: light, humidity and tem- 
perature. And the first rule of the culti- 
vated thumb Is never to buy a plant until 
you find out what conditions It requires. 
If you can supply a compatible.environ- 
ment for the fern, bromcllad, phllo- 
dcndron or dlcffcnbachia that's caught 
your fancy, you're halfway on the road 
to success. 


Light is the trickiest component. When 


directions for plant care say direct or 
full sun, It should have sun for at least 
half the daylight hours. Indirect or par- 
tial sun means sunlight filtered through a 
curtain. Bright light means no direct 
aunshmo but a bright, welMlghted situ- 
ation. 


How do you find out if your light Is 


bright? Try the shadow test. Hold a 
piece of cardboard up to the light and 
note the shadow It makes on the window 
sill or floor. A sharp shadow indicates 
bright light and a barely visible shadow 
means the light is dim. 


Plants don't like sudden changes in 


temperature; all plants hate drafts and 
will frequently go into a decline after ex- 
posure to one. House plants are usually 
grouped In three temperature categories. 
Cool: SO degrees to 60 degrees (not below 
43 degrees please). Moderate: 60 degrees 
to 70 degrees (not below so degrees). 
Warm: 70 degrees to 80 degrees. 


Humidity is a factor you can control by 


misting, standing plant on a layer of 
gravel which you keep not quite covered 
with water, watering more frequently. 
Best time to water plants is In the morn- 
Ing with room temperature water. Water 
that's been standing in a container over- 
night Is even better because the chem- 
icals In the water have had a chance to 
evaporate. 


All pots should have a layer of drain- 


ago material In the bottom to let excess 
water drain out and prevent root rot. 
Since plastic pots don't allow moisture to 
evaporate as readily as porous clay pots 
be less generous with water. Tip: when 
in doubt, don't. Tost the soil with finger; 
If It's damp to the touch, postpone water- 
Ing. 


How you water your plants is a matter 


of individual choice. Either soak the pot 
In a bucket of tepid water for half an 
hour or water from the top. Bo sure to 
remove any excess water in the saucer. 
Never leave plants standing in water; 
this Is a sure way to rot the roots. 


Before you buy a plant, examine It. 


Avoid plants showing spindly growth, 
yellowing leaves, unnatural blotches, wil- 
ted or artificially waxed loaves. To check 
for signs of insects, look on undersides of 
foliage and In joints of leaves, stems and 
branches. Best time to buy plants is dur- 
ing their growth season; look for signs of 
leaf buds on follago plants, and flower 
buds on blooming plants.

Establish a regular weekly or monthly 


plant grooming routine. Remove wilted 
or withering leaves, stems and flowers 
with a sharp scissors or knife. If plant is 
getting leggy, pinch out new growth. This 
will encourage the plant to branch out 
and develop a more compact shape.

Do you keep tho motor running while 


the car ii In the garage? Tho question Is 
ralMd by the National Bettor Heating-

the entire house with only one thermo- 
stat. 


If the entire family Is In tho living 


room watching TV, why keep the bed- 
rooms at the same temperature? The 
thing to do Is to divide your home into 
'zones' and have each zone controlled by 
Its own thermostat.

Despite some predictions to the con- 


trary over the past several years, the 
American dream remains largely intact: 
ownership of. a single-family home with 
enough property to guarantee some 
privacy. 


B u r e a u of the Census statistics 


analyzed by the National Association of 
Realtors Department of Economics and 
Research, and a random survey of Real- 
tor boards throughout the nation, reveal 
that the demand for detached single-fam- 
ily residences continues high. 


Several demographers and other re- 


searchers have asked, "Is the American 
dream of a detached house in the sub- 
urbs, with a big grassy yard and white 
picket fence, dying?" Some have sug- 
gested that the answer Is "yes." 


However, the recent Census Bureau 


statistics and survey Information In- 
dicates that the dream is alive and well 
and even growing. Only the white picket 
fence seems to have gone by the boards, 
giving way to Redwood fencing. 


For example, a study of new housing 


starts for 1074 reveals that construction 
of multi-family units has dropped precip- 
itously from 1973 totals while single-fami- 
ly home building has held relatively firm 
for the year. 


Seasonally adjusted statistics for Sep- 


tember show that the over-all drop in 
construction of housing units from the 
September, 1973, level has been 38.6 per 
cent. Construction of multi-family hous- 
ing — apartments, condominiums and 
duplexes — is down 65.1 per cent while 
detached single-family home building fell- 
10.9 per cent 
«4| 


In number of units, the seasonally ad- 


justed total of single-family homes for 
1S74 would be 822,000, down from 990,000 
in 1973. However, multi-family housing 
units would be 298,000 this year, com- 
pared to 854,000 in 1973. 


In addition, Realtor boards surveyed 


indicate that inflationary and mortgage 
market pressures have forced millions of 
Americans to the sidelines in their 
search for new or existing single-family 
homes. 


"Although many persons temporarily 


have stopped looking for a home, the de- 
mand still Is there," said William H. 
Clapp, president of the St. Paul (Minn.) 
Board of Realtors. 


An even more revealing statistic shows 


that this year 64.8 per cent of all house- 


holds nationally were owner occupied. 
And that percentage is the highest it has 
over been. 


The Department of Economics and Re- 


search notes that there is a definite trend 
toward increased owner occupancy of 
households, which largely Indicates a 
constancy of interest in and demand for 
single-family residences. 


Boards of Realtors nationally have 


supported this analysis with their com- 
ments. Following are a few of tho more 
representative opinions: 


Wirt M. Norrls Jr., president of the 


Fort Worth Board of Realtors said, 
"People here are buying instead of ren- 
ting. There has been a sharp drop In con- 
struction of multi-family housing. In fact, 
sales of single-family homes In the Port 
Worth area have increased recently." 


Dan C. Simons, president of tho Salt 


Lake Board of Realtors said, "Pro-com- 
mitments on housing construction in tho 
Salt Lake City area have kept all such 
construction at a reasonable level." But 
highest on the list of possible residences 
Is the single-family home, "particularly 
the smaller home," he added. 


Edward W. Blackford, chairman of the 


Multiple Listing Service for the Nashville 
Board of Realtors said, "Home buyers 
are seeking their residence's in the more 
established suburban areas. Con- 
dominiums here are just beginning to 
catch on." 


St. Paul Board President Clapp said, 


"The demand lor, quality houses contin- 
ues high. There always will be good de- 
mand for good property, particularly 
property that is priced correctly."

Next, press the brush gently on a firm 
surface. The bristles should not fan out 
excessively. Now, hold It up to the light. 
If there are gaps between the filaments 


at the tip, the brush may have a min- 
imum of long bristles. This'type of brush 
will not pick up the paint adequately or 
flow it on smoothly.

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Protect trees from winter weather 


Emotions do count when home shopping 


If you're a property owner with one or 


more largo 'trees on your property, 
you're advised to take precautions now 
to protect thorn against the devastating 
effects of an expected severe winter. 


"For the past three years, we've had 


relatively mild winters and wet springs 
/which have fostered rapid growth In 
trees. Unless they have been trimmed 
and protected, they are candidates for 
severe damage or even destruction by 
wind, snow, and Ice," said arborist 
Charles Purcell. 


Purcell Is manager of the tree care de- 


partment of Theodore Brlckman Co., 
Long Grove, a landscape architectural 
and contracting organization which also 
renders maintenance and tree care ser- 
vices. 


"Trees aren't as sturdy and weather- 


resistant as they appear to be," ho sold. 
"When the temperature gets to 5 to 10 
degrees above zero, it makes trees be- 
come brittle and more susceptible to 
breakage. Trees with weak crotches can 
bo split by the wind or by the weight of 
ice and snow. A dense crown of a tree 
may act like a sail against the wind, 
which can cause the trunk to twist and 
oven to become uprooted." 


Weak branches can tear loose, endan- 


gering nearby property and even posing 
a danger to people. And once a tree Is 
damaged, It can be more cosily attacked 
by Insects and disease organisms. 


Trees differ in their ability to with- 


stand cold weather Injuries. Recently 
Colorado State University surveyed the 
damage to nine species of trees after a 
heavy snow storm. Tho trees are all 
common varieties in the Chicago area. 


The toast damage was suffered by 


green ash which lost 3.6 per cent of the 
branches In Its crown. Siberian elm suf- 
fered the most, losing 31.5 per cent of Its 
canopy. In between were honey locust, 
with a O per cent loss; cottonwood, 10.2 
per cent; silver maple, 10.7 per cent; 
hackberry, 14.0 per cent; Russian olive, 
17.4 per cent; weeping willow. 18.0 per 
cent; and American elm, 19.2 per cent. 


In all species, damage was reduced or 


non-existent In trees that had been prop- 
erly trimmed or pruned and that did not 
have weak crotches. While some of tho 
damage would bo overcome by natural 
growth, the time required could be sev- 
eral years in many cases. And in other 
cases, damage was severe enough to coll 
for the tree's removal. 


To keep winter tree damage to a min- 


imum, Purcell advises tho following: 


Have the crown of your trees, the por- 


tion above the trunk thinned out and 
shaped. This will allow the wind to pass 
through the crown rather than to push 
against it, as against a sail. Thinning out 


branches means fewer branches to col- 
lect ice and snow. Thinning, which is a 
form of pruning, also will trigger strong- 
er growth the following year. 


All low overhanging branches should 


bo removed. Pay particular attention to 
branches which overhang the house or 
other buildings. Even If they don't tear 
loose, they con damage the roof by rub- 
bing against it in n high wind. 


Any signs of previous damage should 


bo immediately taken care of and all 
dead wood removed. This is particularly 
necessary in tho case of the American 
elm, since dead wood is an open in- 
vitation to'invasion by the elm bark 
beetle which carries Dutch elm disease. 


"It's Interesting to note that where 


people have spent the money for good 
sanitation — the removal of dead wood 
— as on tho North Shore, elms are still 
growing, whereas where elms have been 
neglected, they are gone," Purcell said. 


Crotches, the'V-shaped portion of a 


tree where the trunk branches, should be 
braced for greater strength. This keeps 
the branches of the crotch from twisting 
and splitting at the junction. 


Cabling may bo needed higher up in 


tho tree to strengthen narrow angled 
crotches and to keep main branches 
from swaying too much. Purcell recom- 
mends tho use of flexible steel cables 
which are spliced by hand to lost longer. 


These steps are no job for an amateur, 


ho cautions. They require skilled experts 
with tho right tools and safety pre- 
cautions. A do-it-yourselfer could very 
well do more harm than good, and could 
be Injured or even killed in an accident 
while tree-trimming. 


Purcell also recommends hiring pro- 


fessionals to do the job. They should be 
licensed and insured, and wining to pro- 
duce references. The best professionals, 
ho said, are men who can climb into the 
trees to do tho work, rather than operate 
only from lift equipment. This equipment 
doesn't always permit tho men to get 
close enough to their work. 


According to Purcell, many profes- 


sional arborlsts will survey your proper- 
ty at no charge and give you on estimate 
of what It will cost to trim, brace end 
cable your trees. The cost of doing the 
work depends on the number of trees you 
have, their location, and their condition. 


"Let's say that if you have a 200-year- 


old tree on your property, it's cheaper to 
pay $100 to trim and brace it than it 
would be to pay $400 to remove it be- 
cause it was damaged," he said. "And 
once such a tree is lost, there's just no 
way to replace it." 


Tree care can bo performed at any 


time, be noted, even in tho dead o! win- 
ter. In fact, some people believe that

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tree trimming in winter is less noticeable 
than at other times of the year when the 
tree is in full leaf. 


There ore a couple of things a property 


owner can do to protect his trees and 
evergreens, or at least to keep from 
damaging them, without the services of 
an arborist. One Is to keep snow that has 
been shoveled from sidewalks, drive- 
ways, and streets away from the base of 
trees. 


"This kind of snow will generally con- 


tain salt, which Is bad for trees," Purcell 
said. 


Another Is to wait until tho tempera- 


ture Is at least 32 degrees F. before at- 
tempting to brush snow off evergreens. If 
the snow is frozen onto the branches, try- 
ing to beat it off may result In tearing off 
tho evergreen needles or branches. Re- 
moving the snow is definitely recom- 
mended, because the weight can break 
the plant and the snow Itself can produce 
a burn. 


What should you do if trees are dam- 


aged, whether you've taken precautions 
or not? 


First, if Insured property has been 


damaged, get a photo of the damage be- 
fore you do anything else. That way you 
can document your claim. Too many 
people hurry to get the mess cleaned up, 
then find they're unable to support their 
damage claim, Purcell said. 


Next, get hold of a professional arbor- 


ist fast and have him size up the situ- 
ation. What appears to you to be Irrepa- 
rable damage — such as a partially-up- 
rooted tree — may be salvageable by 
prompt professional action. 


"People who go away for winter vaca- 


tions should moke arrangements with a 
local arborist to check their property im- 
mediately after any wind, snow, or ice 
storm and to repair any damage he 
finds," Purcell said. "Otherwise, by the 
time these people return from their trip, 
it may be too late to save valuable speci- 
mens." 


A professional arborist, he 'noted, Is 


like the old-fashioned family doctor, he 
said. "He's always available, even on 
Wednesdays, and he makes house calls. 
He's a good man to have working to pro- 
tect your trees."

StIH, says Louis Elliott, Chicago area 


real estate developer, emotions cannot 
be ruled out entirely, nor should they be. 
He suggests comparisons in house hunt- 
ing need not be that difficult, particular- 
ly when shopping for a development 
home. 


He offers some check points: 
"To begin with," he says, "most devel- 


opers today are designing and marketing 
their homes to appeal to very specific 
segments of the market, Including single 
people, young couples, families with chll- 
drent mature couples without children at 
home, or retirees. Assumptions are made 
about purchasing power that are reflect- 
ed in both the price and type of housing, 
including traditional single family 
homes, townhomes or condominiums." 


Elliott says this creates a process of 


natural selection that tends to bring buy- 
ers and sellers together on the basis of 
general affordability and personal needs 
and preferences. It gives a general idea 
of what is available within a price range. 
After picking a community you can af- 
ford, Elliott says, "there's nothing wrong 
with giving vent to your emotions. 


Your selection can be tempered by a 


number of logical comparisons of what 
you're getting that will emerge as a feel- 
ing about what's right for you." 


He offers some checkpoints: 
Quality — Everyone wants quality,in 


every price range, but few know how to 
evaluate construction quality. It's wise to 
read up in advance of house hunting and, 
when you've narrowed your choice, hire 
an independent appraiser or engineer, to 
give you an opinion on a specific house. 


Function and flexibility — The home 


should fit your individual needs. It should 
let you furnish the way you want, live 
the way you want 


Convenience — Are there good roads 


or public transportation nearby? Are fa- 


cilities handy for shopping, schools, 
church, recreation? Is it easy to get from 
car to house? Is there sufficient parking 
for family and friends? 


Amenities — In a residential devel- 


opment these days recreation facilities 
often are available. You pay for them. 
You have to decide whether what is of- 
fered 1s right for you. Do you prefer lots 
of tennis courts and a giant swimming 
pool complex, or bicycle and hiking 
paths and a social room in your own 
building? 
. 


Security — What kind of protection is 


provided from fire, from intruders? Is 
construction fireproof? Are there smoke 
and heat sensing devices wired to the lo- 
cal fire station? Are there electronic de- 
vices to combat intrusion? In a devel- 
opment, is there a manned gate house to 
screen visitors, a security patrol? In a 
multi-residence building, what kind of 
Iobby4o-residence security is there? 


Privacy — Only an Individual can de- 


cide how important, this is. Public facil- 
ities like a shopping center or movie the- 
ater that are part of a building or com- 
plex reduce privacy. But how walls are 
built acoustically, the number and loca- 
tion of mature trees, the orientation of 
structures to each other can greatly en- 


hance the sense of privacy. 


Space — How much is important, of 


course, but often how it is arranged may 
be even more of a factor. Usable outdoor 
space is something to watch for. You'll 
also want to consider window areas 
which give a sense of spaciousness and 
make the outdoors a part of the home, 
especially if the area is well landscaped, 
or has an attractive view. 


Esthetics and environment — Size up 


site, land plan and landscaping, the ar- 
chitecture and surroundings. Do they 
complement each other, satisfy your 
sense of beauty and balance? 


Low maintenance — This goes beyond 


paying to have someone else cut the 
grass, rake the leaves and shovel the 
snow. It means the use of building mate- 
rials that require less maintenance, 
hence less expense. 


Individuality — This is difficult with low 


cost homes. Those in the luxury class 
should provide an array of options in de- 
sign and finishing materials. 


"Obviously," Elliott notes, "you have 


to start comparing homes by looking at 
the brick and mortar factors. But what is 
ultimately most sensible for you should 
be tempered by your senses. No one can 
tell you what pleases you the most." 


Cold feet, warm head 
may be due to 6sick' heat 


Do you live in a, house where the fami- 


ly room is on a slab? Have you visited a 
friend you lives in such a house? Do you 
find that most of the time you have cold 
feet and a worm head? 


This hot head-cold ankle syndrome is 


the most recognizable symptom of a sick 
heating system, completely out of bal- 
ance, reports the National Better Heat- 
ing-Cooling Council. In most of these 
cases the heating outlet is a register 
near the ceiling from which hot air is 
blown whenever the thermostat calls for 
heat 


Actually, the best location for heating 


outlets Is near the floor along the outside 
walls, especially under windows. Be- 
cause heated air rises, the lower location 


of the heating outlets will keep floors 
warmer. 


The Council recommends hydronic 


baseboard heating panels. Tests made 
at the University of Illinois demonstrate 
that with hydronic baseboard there is 
only a minimum difference in tempera- 
ture between floor and ceiling. Even 
when the thermostat is satisfied, hydron- 
ic baseboard panels retain enough heat 
to keep the floors warm, the Council 
says. 


On the other hand, if yours is a hydron- 


ic system, but you have cold feet and a 
hot head, you had better take to your bed 
right away, warns the Council You're 
nwllv Sick.

mirror an Improved supply of funds at 
major mortgage lending institutions. We 
hope and expect this to continue and 
spread." 


Walters doesn't believe that interest 


rates will fall very quickly even as the 
supply of funds Improves, but he doesn't 
think that will hurt the market very 
much. 


"There are a lot of families who can 


support the monthly cost of operating a 
house even at 9.5 per cent Interest, which 
is still lower than the cost of a mortgage 
in many other states. These families 
were knocked out of the housing picture 
mainly because downpayments soared to 
30 and 40 per cent or higher, not because 
the Interest rate celling was lifted. We 
think many will become actively inter- 
ested as credit becomes available at a 
price they can afford," he said. 


People who have to move will be 


helped if credit requirements arc relaxed 
to nnablo 10 to 20 per cent down- 
payments. Others who might have been 
thinking of postponing buying might be 
well to take a break in holiday festivities 
to do their looking now because condi- 


tions ore quite favorable, he added. 


The price of existing homes has leveled 


off as buyers have dwindled and could be 
at a plateau until January, Walters sug- 
gests. 


"With the tight credit requirements 


which have prevailed, the number of 
qualified buyers in the market has de- 
clined and prices, consequently, tapered 
off. We think prices will hold for Novem- 
ber and December but they'll probably 
turn up again around Jan. 15, which Is 
always the beginning of a new selling 
season." 


He adds that the best strategy for buy- 


ers is to do business now, if possible. Af- 
ter mid-January, Walters contends, sell- 
ers tend to get a little more stubborn 
about price as the number of prospects 
increases. 


Walters rules out the likelihood of 


prices coming down. 


"The price of building materials is ris- 


ing and the major labor unions are nego- 
tiating new contracts next spring. This 
means higher costs for new homes and 
the price of existing homes invariably 
keeps pace." 


Christmas lighting OK this year 


The ban Is off holiday decorative light- 


Ing this Christmas. The Federal Energy 
Agency announced that it will not Impose 
restrictions on holiday decorative light- 
Ing this year. A spokesman for the Fed- 
eral Energy Administration was recently 
quoted: "Certainly, decorative lighting 
itself, can uplift the spirit and add to the 
enjoyment of tho holidays in our home, 
stores, streets and neighborhoods." 


We can have holiday lighting and save, 


too, by taking sensitive energy mea- 
sures, such as using midget lamps on 
Christmas trees and other decorative 
lighting displays. The theme this year is 
"Decorative Tastefully not Wastefully. 


According to Robert W. Turck, Manag- 


ing Director of tho Chicago Lighting In- 
stitute, "the amount of electricity used 
for holiday lighting Is usually very small 
— only l/40th of one per cent of the na- 
tion's annual energy output. For ex- 
ample, the 20, 35 and so-light sets each 
use only 18 watts. Even a s/arklng dis- 
play of 250 midgets uses less electricity 
than one 100-watt light bulb. And, sur- 
prisingly, the typical cost of electrical 


energy, for 250 midget bulbs burning for 
a five-hour day is about 2 cents. The feel- 
Ing of goodwill that these lights generate 
is good for our country." 


How many lights to light an over- 


green? One easy-to-remember formula 
is: three times the tree height times the 
width in feet. This equals the number of 
standard bulbs. Double this figure for 
midget lights.

"Housing cycle" — the economic ups 


and downs of the housing Industry? 


"Not always. 
"It also means the cycle of housing 


needs experienced during a family's life- 
time." 


So observes Marshall C. Dennlson, 


president and chief executive officer of 
Associated Mortgage Companies, Inc., a 
Philadelphia-based national real estate 
financing and serving organization. 


"There ore basically six stages to the 


familial life cycle," Dennlson notes, 
"and housing preferences and require- 
ments differ greatly for each period." 


Ho offers a profile of these phases: 
Childhood: Youngsters live at home 


with their parents — usually In a single- 
family dwelling. 


On their own: Teen-agers go off to col- 


lege or start their first job — officially 
breaking tho family ties. Living In dor- 
mitories, renting apartments or houses 
with others typifies this period. 


Social life is very Important to the per- 


son on his own — there Is a need to be 
close to the center of activity. The result- 
ing apartment choice: a dwelling located 
close to a university campus or near the 
Jab — usually in the city's environs. 


Just-marrlcds: At this stage, new- 


lyweds frequently move into a small 
rental apartment or house. They begin to 
buy things for the future and start saving 
for a home of their own. Husband and 
wife ore both working and their empha- 
sis is on close-In shelter — primarily an 
ln-town or proximate-suburbs site. 


First baby: This signals a move to a 


larger apartment, perhaps in suburbia, 
or a first-home purchase — a townhouse 


or condominium — to begin building 
equity. 


Marricds In mid-years: By now, fami- 


lies should have a secure Income, have 
put aside a nest-egg over the years and 
are ready to make the big jump to their 
dream house. It's often back to the sub- 
urbs and being near schools for their off- 
spring. 


They have now come full circle — back 


to the single-family house reminiscent of 
their youth. 


Empty-ncsters: With children grown 


and moving away from home, the big 
house in suburbia seems lonely and un- 
necessarily roomy, and maintenance is a 
costly iteme. Where to now? A retire- 
ment village, a condominium — these 
are frequent selections for the senior set. 


Dennlson points out that in the decades 


ahead as people live longer and life 
styles change, the need for greater vari- 


eties of shelter will emerge. 


"For example, young.people tend to 


marry later — and, when they do, often 
postpone having families. This will cause 
continuing growth of the condominium 
market. Meanwhile, the rental sector 
will enjoy a similar upswing with the 
growing numbers of singles. 


"The housing cycle — look for contin- 


ued expansion," Dennlson concludes.

Some families don't belong in con- 


dominium apartments. So declares Mel 
Collins now marketing his third condo, 
the 60-unit Churchill, In west-suburban 
Glen Ellyn. 


A quarter-century home builder whose 


full-time activity has been in con- 
dominiums since Illinois first permitted 
them in 1964, Collins points out the fol- 
lowing areas where' purchase caution 
should be exerted: 


Large families with school age chil- 


dren often feel confined in smaller than 
customary quarters, particularly the 
children. 


Instances where one or both husband 


and wife are basically "loners" and re- 
sent neighbors. 


Those who are "pack rats" and refuse 


to rduce possessions by clearing out un- 
needed Items. 


Those who adapt poorly to new and 


more compact surroundings. 


Basically, says Collins, the ideal condo 


owner should have a gregarious strain in 
his makeup. 


He should take pleasure In a cheery 


"good morning!" or brief friendly hall- 
way banter with a neighbor. 


He should enjoy the freedom from 


tedious outdoor chores, yet be suf- 
ficiently resourceful to avoid boredom 
and make use of the time he has gained. 
This is particularly true for retired Indi- 
viduals. 


He should relate condo apartment life 


tn the challenging and adventurous days 
of youth and/or early marriage when he 
lived in a multiple occupancy building. 


He should appreciate the lessened 


chore-load as a door opener to new'activ- 
ities and previously thwarted interests. 


Collins has avoided cases of poor 


adaptability with his careful screening of 
prospects. 


An hour's chat tells Collins whether a 


customer seems to fit the ideal, or, at 
least, satisfactory pattern, or not. If 
there's a doubt, he probes more deeply 
into the would-be-purchaser's needs. 


Asked if this had lost him buyers, Col- 


lins answered: "Yes, It probably did, but 
making one sale isn't that important, 
when there's an entire building to consid- 
er. And, our low resale ratio indicates a 
successful customer mix. 


Opened officially last Spring, Collins' 


Churchill at 519 N. Main St. now ap- 
proaches being 60 per cent sold. 


Its location on the edge of downtown 


Glen Ellyn places it within two blocks of 
North Western commuter trains, down- 
town Glen Ellyn shops and super marts, 
and Glenbard West high school. 


Each of the one-and two-bedroom 


apartments remaining has its own for- 
mal dining room and bonus closet space. 
Included in the $34,300 to $48,000 pricing 
is :• heated indoor garage. 


These items aid the transition from 


sprawling suburban home occupancy to a 
more efficient chore-reduced lifestyle. 
And, Collins says, his people enjoy it.

BELGRADE (UPI) - Tho housing 


shortage has been a major problem In 
eastern Europe since World War II and 
even today few governments say they 
are approaching a solution. 


Broken marriages, falling birth rates 


and conflict between generations all are 
blamed In part on the cramped, In- 
adequate living conditions. 


In Prague you may have to wait up to 


15 years for an apartment at current 
building rates. In Belgrade the frustra- 
tion of many families has led them to 
occupy vacant apartments illegally, 
sometimes taking over whole blocks, to 
dramatize their plight. In Sofia tho gov- 
ernment began negotiations to Import 
Arab construction 
workers, an ex- 


ceptional step for a Communist country 
oven with a labor shortage. 


Tlffi PROBLEM STEMS from the ur- 


ban devastation of World War II, which 
severely depleted housing stock, and tho 
postwar priority given to building up In- 
dustry rather than constructing homes. 


Tho situation was made worse by tho 


mass migration of peasants to the towns 
and cities as much of eastern Europe 
moved from tho rural to tho Industrial- 
ized ago in little moro than a decade. 


"It Is a question of too little, too late," 


said Miiorad Pusic, construction man- 
ager of a Belgrade firm. "Our Industry 
simply docs not havo tho capacity to 
meet tho demand." 


Yugoslav officials said there is no 


short-term solution and estimated that 
Belgrade, with its one million population, 
Li short about 80,000 apartments while In 
the nation as a whole, with Its 20 million 
population, tho shortfall is about 800,000. 


DUSAN STOJIC. 38, a bakery worker 


who broke into a now and vacant apart- 
ment and lived there for 15 months with 
his wlfo and two children, said, "There 
was no other way for mo to obtain a flat 
for my family even though I was break- 
ing tho law.

THERE AREN'T many mass-produced 
housing tracts in eastern European 
countries, although sortie countries,

Some countries, however, have made 


significant progress In housing. The So- 
viet Union Is carrying out an intensive 
nationwide program that in a dccude has 
reduced the percentage of families living 
communally or sharing an apartment 
from 50 to 25 per cent. 


The prefabricated apartment buildings 


are sterile hi their uniformity and often 
shoddy in construction, but they provide 
as much housing as quickly and cheaply 
as possible. 


The newspaper Sotslalstlchcskaya In- 


dustrial estimated a total of 100 million 
persons, about 40 per cent of the popu- 
lation, moved to new apartments or Im- 
proved their housing conditions between 
1060 and 1970. 


POLAND ALSO HAS boosted its build- 


ing program, stepping up production of 
building materials, buying factories for 


primarily the Soviet Union, are mak- 
ing progress. 


prefabricated housing from the Soviet 
Union and East Germany and Importing 
some Western technology. The planners 
aim to Install a house factory in each of 
Poland's 17 administrative areas and say 
the shortage of flats will be solved by 
1982. 


At present, however, about one million 


Poles arc waiting for new apartments 
with the waiting period averaging from 
three to six years. 


As in the rest of Eastern Europe, pri- 


ority on a waiting list depends on a vari- 
ety of factors — age, number of depend- 
ents, demand in the area for a particular 
skill. 


Although not officially acknowledged, 


standing In or with the Communist party 
also can be a factor and many complain 
that widespread bribery and influence is 
used to obtain priority on the waiting 
list. 


THERE ARE OTHER forms of corrup- 


tion and profiteering. In Hungary, for ex- 
ample, a room In an apartment can be 


sublet for about $40 a month, an ex- 
ortlonate sum set against tho average 
monthly income of $100. 


The quality of much construction 


creates a constant demand for repair 
work, putting householders at the mercy 
of construction workers who agree to 
work "privately" at a "special" rate. 
The problem is notorious In Bulgaria 
where direct application to a state con- 
struction company for repair work can 
mean a wait of months or even years. 


Throughout eastern Europe, however, 


the housing shortage is a problem faced 
by the big cities rather than the medium- 
sized towns. 


In Hungary more than half of those on 


the national waiting list live in Budapest 
— 80 per cent of them currently without 
a flat of their own. 


Hungarian officials have turned over 


the complexities of working out what to 
do, to whom, and when, to a computer.

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System needed to control credit buying 


Shopping at Christmas (and other ) seasons frequently In- 


volves two kinds of credit: 


First — convenience credit where charged purchases are 


paid In full each month. Cosh buyers may use credit cards to 
simplify buying and avoid finance charges by paying the 
month's billing in full. 


Second — installment credit where only a portion of the 


bills is paid In any one month. A finance charge up to 1.5 per 
cent per month Is levied on the outstanding balance. 


When you pay cash for each Item as you shop and buy, you 


get a clear signal when to stop — your cash is gone. But, 
when you charge purchases, no bells ring or lights flash to 
signal when you have run out of credit For most families or 
individuals, no predetermined limit exists. So, even if a signal 
were available, It wouldn't know when to sound or flash. 


BEFORE OVERSPENDING with credit, settle on a dollar 


limit for all holiday spending — gifts, entertainment and fam- 
ily activities. If you have records from last Christmas, use 
them as a starting point. Then, allowing for changes in family 
makeup, Inflation and planned activities, build a spending 
plan for cash and credit. Include a reasonable contingency. 
One limit could be your ready cash and savings accumulated 
through a Christmas Club, credit union or other account spec- 
ifically for the Christmas season. 


If cash available fails to cover your spending plan, estab- 


lish a credit buying limit you can live with next year when

the bills roll in. When your total reaches the limit, a gong 
should sound in your head. At that point you have run out of 
credit. 
, 


Keeping track of credit spending item by item affords 


a measure of discipline even if you have no detailed spending 
plan and no present limit. As your total credit use expands, 
you become aware of commitments before it is too late — not 
after the Christinas packages are open. You may find it nec- 
essary to return certain gifts or exchange one for another to 
control spending. Or, you might choose to make some of your 
gifts instead of buying. Thinking through these alternatives 
ahead helps you to control spending by making alternatives 
available early. 


TRACKING CREDIT •pending works all through the year 


to avoid overcommitting your future Income. Most spending 
control systems depend on keeping track of checks written or 
cash spent. But, credit buying slips through the cracks until a 
check Is written. By then you may have more bills than cash. 


Every time you charge something, note it on a credit 


chart with three columns — payments, charges and a running 


balance. When you charge an item, enter the amount In the 
"charges" column and increase the miming balance accord- 
ingly. Every time you pay for a previously charged item,' 
enter the amount in the "payment" column and decrease the 
running balance. 


The running balance In your credit chart tells you at a 


glance how much money you are committed to pay off In the 
future. Include car, appliance and furniture installment con- 
tracts, bank credit card total, outstanding balances due on oil 
company credit cards, small loans and charges at stores. Do 
not include a mortgage loon for your house. 


INSTALLMENT-CONTRACT payments Include finance 


charges, so reduce the amount owed by the full payment. 
When paying on a bank credit card total, reduce the out- 
standing balance by only the amount that applies to the prin- 
cipal — not the finance charge. If you pay a store charge 
account in full at the end of the month, no finance charge 
applies. 
. 


A gradually increasing balance on your credit chart signals 


that you or someone In your family is charging faster than 
you're repaying. At that point you can take corrective action 
before you're over your head In debt. Waiting for bills to 
arrive may be too late. 


As a brake on spending, check your credit chart balance 


before taking on a new commitment. If the balance is in 
good shape, go ahead. But, if the balance is high enough to 
require substantial payments for a number of months ahead, 
you might prefer to postpone new spending until past spend- 
ing is paid for.

An ace analyst finds time for God

NEW YORK (UPI) - One of tho most 


successful securities analysts on Wall 
Street is a man who apparently has been 
able to reconcile the best of two tradi- 
tionally divergent worlds — God and 
mammon. . 


Ho has spent 55 of his 78 years advis- 


ing stock market Investors, many of 
them motivated solely by the desire to 
accumulate wealth, and almost as many 
years teaching Sunday school classes. 


"Actually," says Luclcn 0. Hooper, 


"searchers for wealth and God aren't 
necessarily traveling opposito - paths. 
People should use their money 
prudently; Investing It wisely falls In this 
category. This doesn't necessarily mean 
they can't acknowledge dependence on a 
higher being.". 


THE BESPECTACLED, round-faced 


Hooper, born on a farm at Biddleford, 
Me., was educated at Harvard and Bos- 
ton Universities. At Harvard his teachers 
included Dean Gay, who helped organize 
the prestigious Harvard Business School, 
and historian Samuel Eliot Morrison. 


He did a brief stint in the Navy during 


World War I. His three-month career 
was spent at Boston Harbor, then went 
job hunting. His first stop was the now 
defunct Boston Commercial, a giveaway 
advertising sheet published for the hotel 
trade. It was partly owned by a cousin of 
his mother — and Hooper was hired for 
$15 a week, keeping tabular matter

straight and wrapping the paper for mall 
delivery. 


Later he- joined the stock exchange 


house of A. A. Housman as "wire gossip 
man" in the San Francisco office. His 
principal tasks were to condense the 
news as briefly as possible for movement 
on the transcontinental telegraph wire 
and to answer inquiries. 


After working with several firms, Hoo- 


per became a market letter writer for 
Frazier Jelke & Co. and subsequently 
joined W. E. Hutton & Co. He was re- 
search director there for 33 years until 
ho joined his present firm, Thomson & 
McKinnon Auchincloss Kohlmeyer Inc., 
lost July. He also has written a financial 
advice column for a quarter century. 


OBVIOUSLY, as a man approaching 


his ninth decade, Hooper has seen many 
changes in society. When he was born 
there were no autos, airplanes, radios, 
television or supermarkets, and few tele- 
phones. But of all changes, the most 
radical has been in the attitude toward 
discipline of the young, he said. "It is not 
wise to spare the rod and spoil the 
child." 


Hooper has Interests that range well 


away from the making of money for oth- 


ers. He taught Sunday School from 1913 
to 1968 — most of the years at the United 
M e t h o d i s t Church, West wood, N.J., 
where he has lived for 48 years — mows 
his own lawn, enjoys working In the gar- 
den and goes fishing. He was mayor of 
Westwopd for a few years in the 1930s. 
His first wife died in 1969 — their only 
son was killed in World War II — and he 
has since remarried. 


His food tastes are simple — favorites 


are baked beans, codfish cakes, ice 


cream. He Is a cigar smoker and drinks 
only bourbon — the stronger the better." 
His leisure reading is spent on American 
history books. For those who seek instant 
riches his advice is: "Don't try." 


HE HAS SOME suggestions for those 


looking for a "recipe for riches." Save a 
given amount monthly whether you can 
afford it or not... reinvest every divi- 
dend and interest check ... put money 
into quality stocks, not "get-rich-quick" 
securities.

Hooper follows his own advice on rein-

"I've been doing this with my Social 


Security checks since I turned 72," he 
said.

Kids face special dangers 


A few Christmosw ago. a Pittsburgh 


father, apparently well-endowed with tha 
holiday spirit, decided to let hLv 3-year- 
old son join In the festivities by getting 
drunk. 


After two daiquiris, tho child became 


Inebriated and fell asleep. 


But the boy never woke up to a hang- 


over; instead he fell Into a coma. 


He died a day later at Pittsburgh's 


Children's Hospital. 


It la thoughtless accidents like this that 


make the season to be Jolly a season of 
frustration for tha personnel who staff 
the national Poison Center Network. 


Dr. nichard W. Morlarty, director of 


the growing network headquartered at 
Children's Hospital, says the calls for 
help will increase between 25 and 40 per 
cent during tho holiday season. 


ACCIDENTAL POISONINGS increase 


In part, Morlarty says,'because children 
are homo from school, but also because 
the causes of such accidents are "glossed 
over in the spirit of the holidays." 


Alcohol poisonings arc a common 


Christmastime incident. Most, Morlarty 
sayi, stem from carelessness. Bottles of 
boot* and half-emptied cocktails arc left 
unattended during holiday festivities/ and 
Morlarty warns, "It doesn't take much .to 
do a child In." Even a couple of ounces 
of liquor can depress tha nervous system 
or drop the blood sugar count low enough 
for death to occur. 


But Moriarty says there also is a, "cer- 


tain kind of person who gets kicks out of 
how aldd looks drunk." 


"We have not had a purposeful alcohol 


Ingestlon since, last Christmas, but I'm 
sure we will because It happens every 
year," he says. 


The lax attitudes that can result 


around this time of year also lead to oth- 
er preventable accident*. 


MOST PARENTS who are normally 


cautious about where they put harmful, 
poisonous items during 'the rest of the 
year may suddenly move furniture to 
make room for a tree or presents without 
thought to possible dangers. 


"Many things that have been up and 


away are now down," Morlarty. says. 
Moved furniture suddenly becomes a 
atepladder to what a child feels are hid- 
den treasures. 


The flow of guests to a home also 


causes problems. Purses filled with aspi- 
rin and other medications are left unat- 
tended. "Nobody thinks Grandma is car- 
rying something lethal," Moriarty says, 
but aspirin can cause severe problems. 


What parents do tend to worry about 


over the Christmas season, he says, arc 
decorations that for the most part arc 
harmless if Ingested by a child. 


Morlarty lists tho following common 


holiday-only items that children may get 
into and their possible dangers: 


• Holly, mistletoe, pine cones, trees 


and poinscttios: generally no toxicity, 
unless eaten in very large amounts. New 
pine cones can be dangerous, however, If 
a child inhales Its seeds into his lungs. 
The cone's rough texture also may dam- 
age the lining of tho mouth. 


• Glass Christmas ornaments: unless 


the clilld cuts his mouth while chewing 
on the/ ornament, there Is probably no 
danger.' Most paints are harmless water 
colors and the glass fragments generally 
will'pass safely through the digestive' 
tract. 


"Frankly," Moriarty soys, "It's amaz- 


Ing what can get through a little in- 
testinal tract with no problems." 


• Christmas tree lights: generally 


pose no problems. The electric wiring is 
of low voltage so no severe electric shock 
Is likely. Hazardous, however, are exten- 
sion cords, plugs and electrical outlets 
with strong currents running through 
them. 


• Artificial snow: when It is dried it 


poses no problem. Tho aerosol can It

Needlepoint kneelers 


are a labor of love 


by St. Simon women

A quiet pride Is theirs to have laid so 


beautiful a gift upon the altar of God. 


What started out as a dream for the 


Rev. Samuel Keys and women of the Al- 
tar 
Guild of St. Simon's Episcopal 


Church, Arlington Heights, will this Sun- 
day materialize as 17 needlepoint knee- 
Icrs are positioned around the cross at 
the front of the church in a dedication 
ceremony. 


Designed by the Rev. Robert Black- 


burn Jr., vlcaf of the Church of Christ 
the King, In Lansing, III., the kneelers 
were started lost June by 17 ambitious 
ttomen of the church. The Rev. Mr. 
Blackburn conducted eight weeks of nee- 
dlepoint classes and then the women sot 
out on their projects. For some, this was 
their first venture in needlepoint. 


THE KNEELERS WERE of two sizes 


— 78 inches long by-12 inches wide by 2 
inches thick and 56 inches long by 12 
inches wide by 2 Inches thick. In any 
measurements, they were no small un- 
dertaking. 


According to the women, cries of 


"we'll never finish in time. It can't be 
done," reverberated from the church 
when the canvases, blank except for the 
designs, were delivered lost June. A goal 
of Dec. 15 hod been set so that the un- 
veiling of the masterpieces would.take 
place the same day as the retirement 
services for the Rev. Mr. Keys. 


Each of the kneelers has a background 


of Air Force blue framed in midnight 
blue. The 12 kneelers to be placed at the 
altar roil, represent the Apostles. Two 
shields, one depicting the work of each 
Apostlo before he was called by Christ, 
die other symbolizing the Apostle's mar- 
trydom, appear on either side of the 
Apostle's name, done in gold. > 


HENCE ON THE left side of the letter- 


ing St. Andrew appears a boat repre- 
senting St. Andrew's occupation as a 
fisherman. Embellishing the shield on 
the right side of this kneeler is the 
X-shaped cross upon which St. Andrew 
was crucified. 


Since nothing was known of the life of 


St. Thomas before his call to be an 
Apostle, the left shield on this kneeler Is 
illustrated by a church as St. Thomas is 
said to have built a church with his own 
hands. On the right are a spear and 
stones, signifying St. Thomas' brutal 
death. 


The other Apostles — St. Peter, St. 


Paul, St. Matthias, St. Philip, St. James 
the Less, St. Barnabas, St. James the 
Greater, St. Bartholomew, St. Simon and 
St. Judc — make up the remainder of the 
ring of kneelers at the altar. 


WOMEN WHO GAVE of their time (an 


estimated 400 hours per kneeler) and ex- 
pertise for the 12 altar kneelers ore: 
Mrs. William White, Mrs. John Beverly, 
Mrs. Bernard Collins, Mrs. William Mor- 
ris, Mrs. Eugene Von de Merkt, Mrs. U. 


Stanley Naikelis, - Mrs. Russell Colvin, 
Mrs. Frederick Lunsmann, Mrs. Ralph

Four kneelers inside the altar rail, at 


the foot-pace, signify the four, Evange- 
lists — Matthew, Mark, Luke and John. 
Each of these sections is emblazoned 
\\ith an appropriate symbol — a figure of 
a winged, man for Matthew, a .winged 
lion for Mark, a winged ox for Luke and 
an eagle for John. 


Women responsible for needlepointing 


the four kneelers symbolizing the Evan- 
gelists are: Mrs. John Reid, Mrs. Vernon 
Moore, Mrs. Richard Lonergan and Mrs. 
George Hawkins. 


THE 17TH KNEELER, made by Mrs. 


Merrill Froney, will be used only for 
weddings. It carries the Chi Rho symbol 
of a Christian marriage. 


The backgrounds for the kneelers were 


done in the classic continental stitch, 
with the colors and stitches on the 
shields and symbols left up to the imagi- 
nation of the needleworker. The designs 
are all modernized and done in all-wool 
yarn. Melded into the edge of the pattern 
is the woman's initials and the date. 


Materials for the kneelers alone cost 


$3,000, some of which was raised by the 
Altar Guild, some of which was special 
memorial gifts. Upholstering of the knee- 
lers was'done by Wulbecker and Sons, 
Arlington Heights. M 


TALKING 
TO' THE,,women, who 


worked on' the kneelers is-like "con- 
versing with a new mother. Their pride- 


shows in every word, every look. And 
r i g h t f u l l y so. Although the group 
of needlepoimers met a few times for 
stitch and chatter, the main portion of 
the job was accomplished at home — "at 
all times of the day and night," they con- 
fided. With this project finished, they 
gaze about the sanctuary making plans 
for future redecoration. 


When one woman appeared at church 


after a slight absence, Reverend Keys 
said she had been missed. 'Giving her 
kneeler as an excuse, he replied, ."You 
can needlepoint in church you .'know." 
And that the women did. Not only in 
church but on vacations, golfings, at 
meetings and virtually anywhere they 
found on extra few minutes. 


As one woman said, "St. Barnabas 


went with us to California twice." 


THERE WERE several mishaps along 


the way to completion. One needlepointer 
moved away .10 the remainder of her 
project was taken over by another par- 
ishioner. The group .waited an entire 
month for the second shipment of yarn to 
be delivered from New York. Another 
hand-worker fell from'her-bicycle and 
broke her. thumb. It was lucky, that she 
had just finished her last stitch, . 


What kept them' going?^, "An am- 


iousncss to see the finishedTprpject," said 
one woman. "Because it has-been .Rever- 
end-Keys" dream from ."thV jdayvtiw 
church was built 14 years ago," said an- 
other. 


This Sunday, at 3 p.m., there will be 17

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High court rules out laymen fitting contact lenses 


Contact lenses may no longer be fitted 


by non-profowlonals, the Illinois Su- 
preme Court ruled recently In a case In- 
volving the House of Vision. 


Former Illinois Aity. Gen. William G. 


Clark had filed suit against the largo op- 
tical dispensing company In Chicago In 
1965, charging that the company allowed 
unlicensed persons to fit contact lenses 
and that this practice Is Injurious to the 
health and welfare of customers. 


Lower courts hod ruled against the 


state, but In June, Atty. Gen. William 
Scott appealed the case to the state's 
high court. 


Scott argued that the fitting of contact 


lenses requires expert knowledge and In- 
volves the adapting of ophthalmic pre- 
scriptions to the corneas of Individuals' 
eyes. Scott contended that this should be 
done only by a licensed optometrist or 
ophthalmologist, and that laymen should 
be prohibited from performing this 
procedure. 


The case could have even broader re- 


percussions than the Important area of 
optical care. Parallels have been drawn 
between the fitting of optical lenses and 
the filling of hearing aids. The latter are 
currently fitted commercially by sales- 
men, but audlologists argue that profes- 
sional training should be required to fit 
hearing olds.

Nationwide tells recipients 
that If they will send In $15, Nationwide 
will help them recover the money, and 
adds that they have recovered sums of 
$10,000 to $15,000 for others. 


According to the consumer advocate's 


office, however, Nationwide has not re- 
ceived permission from the Department 
of Financial Institutions to research any 
records, and has made no claims In Illi- 
nois. 


The company Is currently under in- 


vestigation by the attorney general of

House plants that can cause problems 


- "Easy for me, difficult for you" might 
be a good headline for this article be- 
cause It's all about popular house plants 
that sometimes cause problems for the 
beginner. 


Some people love to coddle their plants 


and others often neglect theirs. Each 
typo of gardener should choose cither 
fussy or undemanding plants accord- 
ingly. 


You can tell which type of gardener 


you arc by answering tho following: 


Are you structured like an accountant? 


Love routine? Would you get an ulcer 
attack if your watch stopped? Do you 
like your furniture in the same position 
— forever? Do you get up at the same 
time each morning — even on weekends? 
If so, you should bo able to handle tho 
needs of the most fussy plants. 


ON THE OTHER hand, if you spend 


more time in your car than In your living 
room, If your dog spends the greater 
part of his life sniffing at the backdoor 
waiting for you to take him out, if you 
regularly forget dental appointments and 
have to be reminded to do the laundry, 
your plants should be in store for a lot of 
neglect. 


Lost week I mentioned tho 10 fool-proof 


(or undemanding) housoplants; now ycre 
are a few of the plants that can cause 
problems for beginners. 


All of these are beauties — that's what 


makes them so devilishly desirable. Oth- 
erwise few homeowners or apartment 
dwellers would bother growing them. 


FALSE ARALIA 
(DIZYGOTHECA). 


Give this baby too much water and It 
dies; give it too little and It dies. False 
arallas are natural-born prima donnas. 
Don't put them in tcrraria; caging an 
aralla is like confining the activities of 
Evel Knieval to jumping over cracks in 
tho sidewalk. 


BABY TEARS (HELXINE). The mini 


variety is so popular that stores can 
barely keep it in stock. What happens to 
It when it gets home is anybody's guess. 
Mini baby tears needs dally attention, 
at least a peck or a check, especially If it 
Is growing in a two and half inch clay 
pot. (Clay pots dry out fatcr than plastic 
pots.)

Ferns are totally back in 
vogue again, but they need even mois- 
ture and lots of home humidity. Every 
time you don't wuter a Boston fern when 
it needs water, It will "reward" you by 
turning a tip or two of Us fronds brown. 
Mine do well, but I must be honest — my 
woodwork is rotting. 


ENGLISH IVY (HEDERA IIELIX). 


These ivy are attractive house plants and 
can be real specimens when they ar long 
and full. They can be trained as "trees" 
and make spectacular hanging baskets. 
But forget to water an ivy regularly and 
you'll have a dead ivy that won't revive. 


CROTON (CODIAEUM). I had an es- 


pecially beautiful specimen, until the dog 
knocked tho planter over and my daugh- 
ter dropped a copy of "Exotica" on It. 
Now I wouldn't show It to another croton. 
What is even more frustrating Is the cro- 
ton that drops one leaf at a time on the 
living room carpet. It reminds me of a 
reluctant flower girl.

You 
"dasn't" get water on the leaves either, 
or push the soil up to the crown of the 
plant if you know what's good for your 
African violet. 


Finally, here are a few general rules of 


house plant culture: 


If the new leaves on a house plant get 


smaller and smaller, it's a) not enough 
fertilizer, or b) not enough light, or c) 
humidity too low, or d) lack of support 
for plants like large-leaved phllodendron 
that need support. 


IF THE TIPS of the leaves turn brown 


or if the whole leaf is brown, it's a) too 
much light, or b) temporary shortage of

water, or c) drafts, or d) root damage, 
or c) petioles touching the edge of the 
pot. 


If all the leaves fall off suddenly, It's 


either a) cold air, b) gas injury (not pos- 
sible with natural gas), or c) transplant 
shock. 


If leaves become spotted, It's either a) 


cold water or hot water spilled on leaves, 
or b) sunburn 


If the length of the stem between the 


leaves Is too long, it's cither a) not 
enough light, or b) too much nitrogen, or 
c) temperature too high. 


After all this, are you sure you still 


want to grow a jungle in your sun room? 
And if you're thinking of giving a house- 
plant to a friend for Christmas, remem- 
ber, it may be like giving your friend a 
dog for Christmas.

Tell the woman who asked about turning hair dark and 
what vitamin she should use, to try a B vitamin called para 
amlno hcniolc add. It has been proven to work many times It 
Riven a fair chance (at least six months to a year) along with 
a multlvllaraln and mineral preparation a day. Try It, you'll 
like It. Until then, don't knock It. 


I found your letter rather amusing, and I enjoy a good 


lough onco In a while. 


If you had any scientific background, I would tell you to 


read Goodman and Oilman's text, "Tho Pharmacological 
Basis of Therapeutics." Other good reliable texts would do as 
well. It explains that pnra-nmlnobcnzolc acid (PADA) Is not 
really a B vitamin. It is used by certain bacteria to enable 
them to manufacture follc acid. The follc add is essential to 
the growth of bacteria. 


Interestingly, that Is how the sulfa drugs work. They inter- 


fere with the bacteria's ability to form follc acid In the bac- 
teria and, through this method, prevent them from dividing 
and growing. Without reproduction, they toon dlo off. 


Mammals do not have the ability to convert PABA to folic 


acid. Wo have to get our follc acid from other sources. We 
don't stop cell reproduction and die off when wo get sulfa. 


NOW. ABOUT THAT gray hair. Gray hair can be produced 


in somo animals by giving them a diet deficient in PABA. 
Goodman and Oilman and other reliable texts, will tell you 
there is no evidence that graying in humans Is in any way 
related to PABA. 


So, my dear, unless you arc a microorganism being at- 


tacked by sulfa drugs, I'm afraid you won't benefit from 
PABA. In other words, you ore all wet. 


I might add that If and when someone finds a way to pre- 


vent graying of the hair, without using hair coloring of some 
form, wo will all know about it. It won't be much of a secret. 


Another reader wrote to loll mo I was wrong and stupid. 


That hair was made up of vitamins and minerals. I found this 
remarkable statement also very educational Hair is a spe- 
cialized form of skin. It Is mostly keratin protein, not vita- 
mins or minerals. Vitamins are essential to health, but they 
are not used as building blocks for body structures or secre- 
tions. Such comments aren't just amusing, they are dan- 
gerous and point out tho groat need for public education 
about vitamins. 


Vitamins are very useful and good when used properly, or 


as a food supplement for those who need them. However, they 
have none of tho magical qualities often ascribed to them by 
enthusiasts in tho vitamin trade. They don't cure cancer or 
arthritis, and they don't change gray hair back to its original 
color. 


I recognize that it is futile to try to provide factual informa. 


tlon to thoso who don't want to bo confused by the facts. 
Hopefully, presentation of facts will be useful to those who do 
want to learn and profit from factual Information.

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Emergency pajtients need mental care 


(Thli column U presented by Forest 


Hospital In DM Plalnci.) 


The emergency room of a hospital has 


groat social rolovnnco, said Dr. David 
Kennard, chairman of tho Psychiatry 
Dopt. of Cook County Hospital. "It caters 
to a groat many who are In many differ- 
ent kinds of dire need medically and sur- 
gically," ho said. 


"But In the post," Kennard said, "tho 


psychological problems of emergency 
room patients had not been adequately 
recognized or dealt with. Of course, 
there's o long history of interest in psy- 
chosomatic medicine, but I think It is 
somewhat overdue to be revamped. 


"Cook County Hospital's emergency 


room treat* 200,000 patients a year," ho 
said. "Three years ago It was as many 
as 300,000. I don't think tho term psy- 
chosomatic Itself Is adequate to describe 
the range of psychiatric service that Is 
possible and desirable to a population 
such as that. The psychiatric component 
of tho emergency room until recently 
was hardly existent. 


"IN ADDITION to dire events of 


trauma, gunshot wounds, rape and medi- 
cal and surgical emergencies that 
arise," Kennard said, "the emergency 
room tends to operate as a primary phy- 
sician, treating patients with sore 
throats, pains; Illnesses — patients who 
have no doctor and no place else to go. 
These constitute about half of those who 


The search for mental health- 


come to tho emergency room and they're 
separated from those with more Imme- 
diate medical and surgical needs. 


"It's tempting to say the trauma area 


would be 'more tension filled," Kennard 
said, "but I'm not sure. Tiie sheer num- 
ber of other patients, the time they have 
to wait, their own Inner tensions which 
are so closely related to tho medical and 
.surgical problems they present, the.os- 
tensible reasons for their coming — all 
these things substantially contribute to 
the atmosphere of the emergency room. 
In some ways one could argue that the 
obvious crises are less tension-making 
because In a sense one can discharge 
that tension by taking action. 


"I feel that many, If not all, who come 


with tho less critical situations also have 
a substantial psychological component to 
their physical problem. The sore throat 
may not bo the most important aspect of 
that person's presentation! In some 
ways, the presented medical and surgi- 
cal problem is a displacement.' The prob- 
lem is true, but only part of the truth, so 
that one may argue that' the dis- 
placement, If treated, is not an adequate 
discharge of the tension. You'may'treat 
the sore throat," Kennard said, "but the 
tension, a psycho-social problem, in 


which the whole episode Is embedded, 
though helped maybe to some.degree by 
treatment of the sore throat, yet substan- 
tially remains. " 
.... 


"IF AN EMERGENCY room Is to'be 


of any importance to a community, it 
must effectively deal with' a substantial 
proportion of the casualties,of the area. 
Cook County Hospital certainly does that. 
It's like a mother to all who come. They 
conie for any reason, may .wait any 
.•amount of time, may prefer to sleep 
there also. 


"If it is to act in this all-embracing 


way tor so many, that emergency room 
becomes' an extremely Important object 
in a psychological sense In the commu- 
nity. That means the community sends 
its casualties, Its unhapplness, to that 
emergency room. The'community's trou- 
bles are deposited into that emergency 
room. If it is.to be effective to that com- 
munity, the deposit must be substantial. . 


"At Cook County Hospital, on all the 


units as well as the emergency room, the 
patients are being 'seen', in a different 
way. If someone begins to hint about an 
emotional problem, they, won't be turned 
off. Rather; it would be seen as some-, 
thing relevant and Important," Kennard 
said.

Summer replacement to get full shot 
Mac Davis beams with confidence in himself

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - 
Singer-com- 


poser Mac Davis, who considers himself 
an old country boy, returns to television 
in mldseason with a musical series that • 
caught on as a replacement show during 
the past summer. 


Davis intrepidly follows the footsteps 


of Olen Campbell a golf-playing pal, Jim 
Nabors, Andy Williams and other male 
vocalists who have made a fortune on 
the tube. 


But tho muscular native of Lubbock, 


Tex., is different from most of the breed. 
He writes his own music. 


"FACT IS," said Davis, in tho half- 


bright, laconic attitude assumed by 
many of the genuinely smart dudes from 
the South and Southwest, "every o'no of 
the songs I song on tho eight shows dur- 
ing the summer were ones I wrote. 


"But with 13 weeks of new shows fac- 


ing me, and maybe more, I'll be doing 
songs written by other folks." 


Davis Is tho most recent success story 


from tho country-pop-rock school of trou- 
badours whoso compositions have rock- 
eted him to fame as much or more so 
than his guitar picking and singing voice. 


Davis has a strong face Incongruously 


framed In a moss of curls. 


HOWEVER, unlike a poet, his appear- 


ance, his songs ring of the muse: 


"Friend, Lover, Woman, Wife," "You're 
Good for Me," "With My Memory," "I'll 
Point You a Song," "Lonesomcst Lone- 
some," "Watching Scotty Grow." 


Ills own favorite is his theme song, "I 


Believe In Music." 


"I write from personal experiences," 


sold Davis. "I hope people will like the 
songs, want to buy and listen to them. 
But ono of tho most fulfilling things is to 
have other artists record them." 


Almost 100 other singers recorded "I 


Believe In Music." Davis is undaunted by 
tho fact that male soloists come and go 
on television with tho regularity of the 
tides. 


"I HAVE CONFIDENCE In myself," 


he said. "I built up a legion of fans this 
summer. My concerts have always done 
well, but after the summer television ex- 
posure every one has been a sell out." 


In a time when MOR (middle-of-the- 


road) singers arc vanishing from the 
scene, Davis Isn't about to change his 
style. 


"I'm basically MOR," he said. "But 


I'm more country and rock and roll than 
anything else. I guess I'm the redheaded 
stepson of tho recording business. 


"I do a little of everything. I'm too 


country for pop, and I'm too pop for 
country. My fans are a cross section of 
ages and kinds of people — from kids to 


old gray hairs. 


"I'VE WRITTEN about 250 published 


songs, and I've recorded 80 of them over 
the past dozen years.

"Television allows the people who hear 


me to put a face with tho voice and 
that's good. But It doesn't make hit 
records. Only a good song will make a 
best seller. Of course, television does 
help the good ones by exposing them to 
more people."

Families and friends of Illinois prison- 


crs should bo getting them any day now. 


Johnson, who has worked for 14 years 


with the men and women In Illinois jails, 
was asked by state officials last month to 
come up with six or seven Christmas 
cards for each of the state's 7,100 juve- 
nile and adult inmates. 


"I had never met tho man," said Rob- 


ert Colby, director of public relations for 
tho Illinois Dept. of Corrections, "but I 
know of hU work. I guess I called him 
out of sheer desperation." 


COLBY SAID the state is committed to 


provide Christmas cards for prison in- 
mates to send their families, but a prob- 
lem arose because Hallmark Cards Inc., 
which normally donates leftover cards 
from tho past year, declined this year 
due to the economic situation. 


The state has printed Its own cards a 


few times, but by tho time Hallmark 
made its decision, tho corrections deport- 
ment thought it was too late to take on 
the task. 


It took Johnson less than a month to 


solve the problem and last week tho 
SO.OOO cards — to be allotted for moiling 
to Inmates' family and friends — were 
on their way for distribution. 


THE MINISTER considers the Christ- 


mas card project one of his most impor- 
tant efforts. "It was kind of a big order, 


Mini-computer 
business risky, 
but enticing

NEW YORK (UPI) - Tho mint-com- 


puter is one of the latest and hottest 
money-saving tools for business. 


In an inflationary era, that means a 


company making mini-computers or tai- 
loring and marketing mini-computer sys- 
tems has nearly everything going for it. 


"Yet a lot of people manage to go 


broko in this business; the mortality is 
frightening," says William R. Doniger, 
executive vice-president of Mini-Comput- 
er Systems Inc., Elmsford, N.Y. 


THE REASON for failure, he sold, is 


that too many people jump into the mini- 
computer business just because it doesn't 
require a great deal of capital and they 
want to ride with a winning trend. 


"That's not enough," said Doniger. 


"You've got to produce real savings for 
your customers and that takes hard work 
and know-how." 


The mini-computer must show, as a 


rule, that It con do a Job for a customer 
as good or better than an IBM 360 or 370, 
and do it at less than half tho cost. 


For example, for a relatively small 


Long Island company making uniforms, 
Donigor's firm designed a mini-computer 
system to do for $290,000 a year a job 
that was costing tho company $600,000 a 
year on a time-shoring basis on a big 
computer. 


DOMGEU'S COMPANY has done jobs 


like that for such blue chip clients as 
Continental Can, DuPont, Shell Oil of 
Canada and Now York Telephone. He 
and his competitors are saving millions 
of dollars yearly across the country in 
such activities os sotting type for news- 
papers, controlling the collection of traf- 
fic fines, all sorts of educational data 
processing, food processing — cutting 
hams more efficiently, for example — 
hotel and motel reservation systems, 
diagnosing telephone service problems 
and scores of other uses. 


Tho mini-computer should not bo con- 


fused with the micro-computer, which in 
either a tiny analog Instrument that costs 
perhaps as little as $10 and controls 
a single function In a machine or little 
pocket calculator. Mini-computers sell 
for $4,000 to over $100,000 and they per- 
form complicated jobs for business.

MANIPULATIVE THERAPY 


Old movie butlers 
not true to form 
says series maid 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - Arthur Tren- 


cher and Eric Blore, thosa perennial 
movie bullora of yesteryear, were not 
born to the purple nor were they exposed 
to really top English butlers. 


That Is the opinion of Joan Marsh, 


starring as the head household maid In 
"Upstairs, Downstairs," the delightful 
English series on PBS. 


Jean knows whereof she speaks. She is 


the product of a long line of cockney ser- 
vants. Her mother was a housemaid. 


"ENGLISH BUTLERS never look their 


masters In the face," said Joan. "All ser- 
vants come from serfs. No matter how 
high a household they worked in, they 
were never haughty. 


"From what I saw of Trencher ho was' 


not cost In the correct mold." 


Jean, along with Eileen Atkins, whoso 


father was an underbutler, originated the 
concept of "Upstairs, Downstairs" to 
perpetuate the memory of the serving 
castes of England. 


"We were enraged that our people had 


never been written about as human 
beings. In plays and movies you only see 
the mold dusting a telephone and getting 
her bottom pinched. And all the butler 
does Is say, 'Dinner is served.' 


"Our series depicts life as It really was 


below stairs." 


IN ADDITION to tho fact that her 


mother was in service, Jean talked to 
many an oldster who served In Edwar- 
dian mansions. She's also read several 
books researching the British servant. 


"In the old days no servant knocked on 


a door before entering a room," she said. 


"They just walked In because no one 
paid any more attention to them than 
they would dogs. 


"It never occurred to a master or any 


family members to thank a servant for 
performing his tasks. 


"SERVANT FAMILIES could trace 


their beginnings to 15th Century serfs. It 
was Instilled In men and women to serve. 
The best they could hope for was to 
serve In on aristocratic household. They 
know their place." 


Today, of course, the magnificent Eng- 


lish servant has all but disappeared. 
Most large staffs are shot through with 
Mediterraneans and Orientals, although 
the English butler still exists. 


"Tho butler Is always tho head of the 


household," Jean said. "He was and Is 
more Important than the master. Below 
stairs no one is allowed to speak at the 
dnnncr table unless he speaks to them. 


"SOME HUGE staffs still exist wher- 


ever there ore big, big bouses. Believe it 
or not, there ore still ducal mansions 
with staffs of 100 or more servants. 


"But In the four-or five-story Bclgravia 


houses there arc still staffs of eight and 
more. 


"I recently had dinner with a couple 


who had a butler, moid, three serving 
maids at table and two nurses for their 
children. And they were Americans!" 


"No one can live with less than a but- 


ler, manservant, cook, scullery maid, 
housemaid and a dally unless they want 
to look like pigs." 


Jean makes do with a cleaning lady 


who comes in two hours a week. 


FCC negotiates to control 
violence on children's T V 


ATLANTA (UPI) - Federal Commu- 


nications Commission Chairman Richard 
E. Wiley believes K would be "very un- 
wise" for the government to try to regu- 
late violence on children's television pro- 
grams. 


Wiley said recently ho and other FCC 


officials had been meeting with execu- 
tives of the three major television net- 
works In "good faith negotiations," in re- 
sponse to o call by Congress for the com* • 
mission to Identify specific actions to 
protect children from violence. 


In Atlanta to speak to the State Bar of 


Georgia, the federal official sold if tho 
negotiations don't load to solutions to tho 
dilmemma, "then we have to look at tho 
alternatives as far as government action 
Is concerned. 


"I would not like to see a situation 


where the government Is deciding wheth- 
er you see a particular program or not. 
In our free country it would bo very un- 
wise. I'm trying to find a solution In tho 
private sector." 


WILEY SAID A rating system similar 


to that of the movie Industry has been 
rejected by broadcasting officials as un- 
workable because of the number of pro- 
grams. Another possibility considered 
was displaying a white dot In the corner 
of the TV screen, as is done In France, 
during programs not Intended for "fami- 
ly viewing." 


"I'm optlmstlc we can find a solution 


through intelligent scheduling, appro- 
priate warnings to allow parental guid- 
ance and a new commitment by broad- 
casters to reduce the level and amount of 
Intensity of violence," ho said. 


Wiley Indicated he believed the broad- 


casting Industry has more than enough 
regulations now and many rules of tho 
FCC have been found to make "no sense 
at all In terms of the modern states of 
technology and our regulatory objec- 
tives." 


The FCC chairman also said the com- 


mission will Issue a ruling later this 
month or next month on "cross-own- 
ership" of newspapers and broadcasting 
stations by the same firm. 


Ho said too much ownership in a few 


hands Is a concern of the FCC, but 
added, "I think that many of tho best 
stations are group-owned."

Estates. Jan Cnota goes all out for 
Christmas, making' hundreds of cookies 
and several gingerbread houses to glvo 
as gifts to family and friends, 


The houses are Jan's original Idea, 


made from a gingerbread cookie recipe 
oho has had since her marriage. Using a 
cardboard pattern, she cuts the dough to 
the proper size, bakes It and 'glues the 
house together with a sugar syrup. It Is 
frosted with a white Icing'and decorated 
with a variety of candles. Candy canes 
form a heartshoped doorway, windows 
are made from frosting or Christmas 
candles, and thin colored wafer candles 
are used for roof singles. Jan uses her 
Imagination and changes the decorations 
each year. The whole house Is edible, but 
almost loo pretty to eaL 


Her children love to help with this 


project. Jimmy, S, takes a gingerbread 
house to his kindergarten class, and Mis- 
sy, 4, takes one to nursery school, while 
Jennifer, 0 months old, enjoys watching 
this entertaining kitchen activity. 


If you wish to eat the house, Jan ad- 


vises covering It with plastic wrap to 
keep the dust off. The gingerbread will 
stay fresh and crispy for weeks without 
getting stale or hard. 


TUB CNOTAS USUALLY keep their 


gingerbread house out on display, and of- 
ten Jon must replace the gumdrop trees 
for a few M * Ms from the sidewalk 
because the children can't resist nib- 
bling. Then, after the holidays, she feeds 
the house to the birds. 
v 


Jan also uses this recipe to make gin- 


gerbread men and cut-out cookies to 
hong on the tree. Each child also deco- 


rates a batch of cookies with a thin white 
Icing and colored sugar, and keeps ihem 
in his own box for snacklng. Mildly spicy. 
In flavor, they Improve with age, and are 
Jan's favorite for seasonal cut-out cook- 
ies on other .holidays during the year; 


Her husband Jim's 'favorite Is Rum 


Balls, which Jon mokes early In Decem- 
ber for the flavors to mellow. More like a 
candy than a cookie, there Is no baking 
involved. Ground vanilla wafers, con- 
fectioners' sugar, cocoa, corn syrup and 
pecans are mixed together and flavored 
with rum. The mixture is formed Into, 
bolls, coated with confectioners' sugar 
and stored in a covered 'tin. to season. 
They make a 'delicious addition to a 
cookie assortment. 


Another of Jan's specialties is Wine 


Cookies, made from a recipe which has 
been In her family for three generations. 


A rich cookie, the dough Is made from 


a pound of butter. It contains chopped 
almonds, and Is flavored with a sweet 
red wine. Jan prefers the fruity flavor of 
Mogan David Concord Grape, which does 
not In any way discolor the dough. „ 


The dough Is formed" into rails which 


are coated with colored sugar and refrig- 
erated overnight Cut as thin as possible, 
they rise and expand during baking and 
should be removed.when barely begin- 
ning to brown. 


"Although the cookies will feel soft 


when taken from the oven, they will 
. crisp up as they cool," Jon explained. 


The recipe makes at least* 200, and the 


cookies will keep well for several 
months. Their wine flavor Improves with 
age, so the older they get, the better they 
taste. And because of their colored 
edges, they look very pretty on a cookie 
tray.

Livers and Mushrooms Madeira. The In- 
gredient* bring out alt the subtle flavors 
of the livers and with a rich sauce tho 
recipe appeals to both male and female 
guests. 


To serve G you'll need 14 pounds of 


fresh chicken livers. Wash, remove any 
membrane and cut livers In half. Place 
them In a mixing bowl and cover with 
sweet milk. Add 2 ounces of madeira 
wine and allow liver pieces to marinate 
for 3 to 4 hours. 


Pour off marinade and pat livers dry 


with toweling. In a large' Iron skillet, 
melt 4 tablespoons butter. When butter is 
hot (but not burning) add livers and a 
small can of whole mushroom'caps. Salt 
and pepper to taste. 


Saute gently for about 10 minutes or 


until all the redness has been cooked 
from tho livers. Lift pieces with tongs 
onto a hot platter and keep warm In the 
oven. 


To the mushrooms and broth In the 


skillet, add 2 tablespoons flour and stir 
constantly until sauco thickens. Now add 
slowly 3 ounces of beef bouillon concen- 
trate, 2 tablespoons chopped parsley, the 
juice of half a lime, and 2 ounces of ma- 
deira wine. Keep stirring constantly until 
sauce Is thoroughly blended. Return liv- 
ers to tho sauce and get them piping hot, 
then serve Immediately on toast points.

pare chicken livers Is with apple and on- 
ion slices. This recipe serves 4. Wash 1 
pound chicken livers, remove any mem- 
brane, drain well, then loss In a paper 
sack with 4 tablespoons flour mixed with 
1 teaspoon salt.

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Paramedic service 
Fire district may ask 
vote on ambulance tax

The Wheeling Township Rural Fire 


Protection District may conduct a refer- 
endum next year to levy a special ambu- 
lance tax to continue paramedic service. 


Otis (Skip) Hcdlund, a district trustee, 


•aid Wednesday, "To support the para- 
medic service to the level the state has 
decreed will require an ambulance tax or 
wo might have to cut back to nothing 
more than an ambulance service." 


He estimated the ambulance tax at 10 


to IS cents per $100 assessed valuation, 
or $10 to $15 a year for homeowners 
whose property is assessed at $10,000. 


Hcdlund said the district, which cur- 


rently serves 43,000 to 50,000 residents in 
Wheeling, Prospect Heights and Buffalo 
Grove, will not initiate procedures for 
the tax until at least April next year. 


IIB SAID THE district is holding off 


until a referendum decides whether Its 
boundaries will bo expanded to Include 
the Lake County section of Buffalo 
Grove, an area of 4,000 to 5,000 residents. 


The district is trying to dlsanncx the 


property from (ho Long Grove Fire Pro- 
tection District to pave the way for even- 
tual formation of a municipal fire depart- 
ment In Buffalo Grove.

A referendum must decide that issue, 


however, and a hearing for court author- 
ization is scheduled Feb. 10. 


Hedlund said an additional tax is going 


to be necessary to finance paramedic 
programs because operational costs are 
rising along with demands for the ser- 
vice.

Ford optimistic, 
sees turnaround 
in price spiral 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford said Wednesday night that the 
battle against rising prices Is beginning 
to bo won and that he soon will give Con- 
gress now plans for defeating "all three 
domestic devils — inflation, recession 
and energy." 


Ford told a meeting of top Industrial- 


Ists and financiers there Is no quick cure 
for America's economic Ills but that with 
the cooperation of Congress and Industri- 
al leaders the nation will bo rid of its 
economic Ills. 


"There are now early signals that 


price pressures arc beginning to case. I 
expect Inflation will move steadily down 
from the Intolerable double-digit level," 
he said. 


Urging Americans not to give in to 


"self defeating pessimism," the Presi- 
dent said "only by acting in a respon- 
sible manner can wo strengthen con- 
fidence and move toward recovery with- 
out destroying the accumulated anti-In- 
flationary pressures that are just now be- 
ginning to work." 


"If there are any among you who want 


me to take a 180 degree turn from in- 
flation fighting to recessionary pump- 


priming, they will be disappointed," 
Ford said. "The fact of the matter is that 
I am deeply concerned about all three 
domestic devils. — Inflation, recession 
and energy." 


In his address to members of the pres- 


tigious Business Council, Ford also said, 
"I Intend to keep my experts working 
over the holidays translating into specif- 
ics a number of new or alternative mea- 
sures to augment and update the eco- 
nomic package I placed before the Con- 
gress two months ago... 


"I will have my new proposals on the 


desks of the new members of Congress 
when they convene In mid-January, if not 
sooner." 


Ford said he told a White House meet- 


ing of Democratic and Republican con- 
gressional leaders Wednesday morning 
that in the remaining days of the current 
Congress, "I would communicate, con- 
ciliate, compromise and cooperate to the 
outer limits of my fundamental prin- 
ciples In order to ensure prompt enact- 
ment of the most urgent economic mea- 
sures." 


It was also reported Ford told the con- 


gressmen he saw no need for even stand-

Christian Academy, a public school alternative

There is a school nearby where 


students often raise small-American 
flags instead of their arms when they 
want to ask a question. 


At this school students are given a 


spanking if they do not behave. They 
wear red, white and blue uniforms to 
their classes and they study quietly 
for hours on end. Talking among the 
pupils is forbidden. 


The school teaches religion and pa- 


triotism as much as it does the ev- 
eryday subjects of the classroom. 


At the East Maine Christian 


Academy, 900 Milwaukee Rd., God, 
flag and learning are one. And Uie 
people who run the school and those 
who send their children there are 
proud of it. 


PARENTS BRING children from 


towns as far away as Scbaumburg, 
M o u n t Prospect and Arlington 
Heights to the Glenvlow" school. For 
them, the school philosophy is far 
more important' than 'the. modest 
church building where - classes are 
held. 
~ "Education is not education with- 
out being Bible centered," said The 
Rev. Louis Maple, school principal. 
A small, compact man with thinning 
gray hair, Rev. Maple has the' af- 
fable, earnest manner of an Oral 
Roberts. He is both spiritual father 
and disciplinarian to the school's 70 
students. 


The academy is Maple's answer to 


what he sees as problems in the pub- 
lic schools — poor discipline, no 
dress code, low academic standards 
and a "dropping level of students." 
The school opened in September and 
is patterned after a four-year-old na- 
tional program. It was started be- 
cause of .continued fundamentalist 
dissatisfaction with education in pub- 
lic schools. • 


Students wear red, white and blue 


uniforms and study quietly in indi- 
vidual cubicles. Talking without per- 
mission is forbidden and students 
hold up tiny American flags when 
they need to ask questions. 


"Our curriculum covers the basic 


subjects — math, social 'studies, his- 
tory and science," Maple said. "Our 
material corresponds with the' public 
schools but It is written by Christian 
teachers." 


MAPLE TERMS THE academy

lum notes that the education is. 
"designed to programming ... the 
child to see life from God's point of ' 
view . .. Humanism, Progressivism, 
Situation Ethics and the New Moral- 
ity are refuted and replaced by the 
absolute standards of right and 
wrong." 


THE STANDARDS OF right and 


wrong extend into the classroom 
where youngsters get demerits, for 
everything from whispering in chapel 
to talking back to a teacher. • 


"If a student picks up three demer- 


its in a day, a note is sent home. 
His parents have a choice of a 30- 
minute detention, a spanking or an 
alternate constructive action," he 
said. 


Maple notes that the children 


"come from homes where they be- 
lieve in discipline — the. parents • 
want to have their kids disciplined ' 
although they might hate'to do1 it 
themselves." 


Building up a student's self-esteem ; 


is an integral part of discipline, 
Maple adds. 


"I've never spanked a high school 


boy — I could do it and they would 
take it — but it would be too humili- 
ating," he said. 


THE ACADEMY STAFF works at

Unready to reject Rob Roy, 
village postpones action 


by TOM VON MAI.DER 


After a marathon .six hours of debate, 


tho Mount Prospect Village Board early 
Wednesday unanimously decided it was 
not ready to reject the proposed 2,350- 
unit development of the Rob Roy Golf 
Course. 


The hoard decided to hold over final 


consideration of the controversial devel- 
opment of the golf course, cast of Wheel- 
ing Rood between Euclid Avenue and 
Camp McDonald Road, until a special 
board meeting Jan. 14. The decision 
came after a series of confusing parlia- 
mentary moves that found proponents of 
the project voting against It and foes vot- 
ing to extend discussion. 


It was clear that if the board had made 


its final voto Wednesday, the devel- 
opment proposal by Kcnroy Inc., of 
Skokic, would have been soundly de- 
feated. An informal poll of the board at 
"Ihe end of the discussion found only two 
board members who would vote for the 
project. 


FOR A BRIEF moment Wednesday the 


board rejected the development, which 
had been strenuously opposed by resi- 
dents of the Rob Roy area. The board 
passed a motion to cease negotiation for 
a preannexatlon agreement with the de- 
veloper by a 4 to 3 vote. However, 
Trustee 0. T. Gustus, who made the mo- 
tion, quickly followed with a second mo- 
tion asking that the first be reconsidered. 


The board approved reconsideration 5 


to 2 and then unanimously decided to 
postpone the next vote for a month. This 
gives Kcnroy officials a chance to work 
with the village and get more specifics — 
such as payment of fees and a golf 
course preservation clause — into the 
proposed preannexatlon agreement. Sev- 
eral trustees said they could better vote 
if more details were available. 


The village board's building committee 


will discuss the preannexatlon agreement 
at a meeting at 8 p.m. Jon. 8 at the vil- 
lage hall, 112 E. Northwest Hwy. All 
board members have been urged to at- 
tend and also to contact Kcnroy officials 
individually to resolve questions they 
have. 


THE MOMENTARY 4 to 3 rejection 


Tuesday night came when Mayor Robert 
D. Teichert, a strong proponent of the 
proposed development, cast his tic-break- 
ing vote against (lie development. 


When Trustee Kenneth V. Scholten the

said. He pointed out that even if he had 
voted in favor, the project would still be 
one vote shy of the five required for ap- 
proval.

TRUSTEE George B Anderson said he 


likes the variety of land uses in the proj- 
ect but "The important point that has to 
be resolved Is the open space" before he 
could vote for it. "It's a fire plan," he 
said. 


Trustee Richard N. Hcndricks said ho 


wanted to retain the whole golf course. 
He also said he would vote against this 
project and any similar project until the 
ordinance governing such projects is re- 
vised. 


Trustee E. F. Richardson said he was 


concerned about the density and he 
w o u l d approve single-family devel- 
opment. 


Teichert said, "I think the highest and 


best use of this property is probably 
close to the project as proposed." 


Arlington 
panel OKs 
lawyer fee

The Arlington Heights Village Board's 


finance committee has recommended ap- 
proval of Village Atty. Jack M. Siegel's 
$42,373 legal fee in connection with 
Northwest Community Hospital's recent 
$20.5 million bond sale. 


Siegel told the committee Wednesday 


night that his fee, as well as the $10,000 
fees of two other latvyers who also 
worked on the bond sale, was included in 
the bond issue prospectus, and should 
not have come as a surprise to hospital 
officials. 


"I feel the charge Is totally and com- 


pletely reasonable and I was not abashed 
to submit the bill," Siegel said. 


Five trustees present said they were 


satisfied with Siegel's explanation. But 
after approving the fee, they voted to 
recommend changing Siegel's retainer so 
as to put future bond issue legal fees on 
a negotiated, flat-fee basis. 


Trustee David Griffin, who moved Dec. 


2 to review Siegel's bill, said the bond 
issue prospectus clearly showed 8165,000 
for printing and legal costs. The hospital 
is obligated to pay all expenses associ- 
ated with the revenue bond issue, al- 
though the legal fees apparently will be 
met with money from the sale itself. The 
bonds were issued by the village because 
it could obtain more favorable financing 
than the hospital. 


A MINORITY of the hospital's board of 


directors reportedly was surprised by the 
legal expenses. 


Siegel reviewed the work he had done 


in preparation for the'revenue bond is- 
sue, but said his fee was figured "not by 
the hours, but by what my responsibility 
is." 


The charge was based on a percentage 


which Siegel said he has used on munici- 
pal bond issues since 1961, and then dis- 
counted 25 per cent because of the hospi- 
tal's nonprofit status, he said.

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Park improvements due 
for spring completion 


The Wheeling Park District Is planning 


to make about $130,000 in improvements 
at park sites throughout the village by 
next spring. 


The improvements, which will include 


Installing new playground equipment, 
lighting parks and tennis courts and 
landscaping park sites, are among the 
projects promised in the $700,000 referen- 
dum approved by the voters In 1972. 


Parks Supt. David Phillips Wednesday 


said the light and playground work is 
scheduled to begin soon and the land- 
scaping will begin early next spring. 


The lighting work will cost about 


$75,000 and primarily will consist of in- 
stalling lights over the new tennis courts 
at Heritage and Husky parks. After the 
lights are installed, residents will be able 
to play tennis at night for a slight 
charge. 


THE WORK ALSO will include the in- 


stallation of a walk light at Chamber of 
Commerce Park and a safety light at 
Northslde Park. 


The playground equipment, which will 


cost about $39,000, will be installed at 
Husky, Heritage and Northside parks, 
and at the park sites adjacent to Sand- 
berg; Field, Twain and Whitman schools. 


Park board • members have directed 


Phillips to delay all landscaping work 
until next spring because they fear the 
new trees and shrubs will die over the 
winter. The work will cost about $16,000 
and will consist of extensive planting at 
Husky, Chamber, Heritage and Northside 
parks, Phillips said. 


The park district is ncaring completion 


of all the projects promised in the 1972 
referendum, Phillips said, and soon will 
be looking at its finances to determine if 
any additional money remains for fur- 
ther improvements. 


Some of the referendum projects al- 


ready completed Include the new tennis 
courts, walkways and basketball courts 
at several parks and a new parking lot. 
A major land acquisition program also 
was outlined in the 1972 referendum.

Psychologist rules accused 
killer incompetent for trial 


Accused killer Leo Clark Jennings will 


not have to stand trial for tho September

A Cook County criminal psychologist 


has found Jennings still not competent to 
stand trial, despite stato hospital psy- 
chiatrists' opposite findings. Jennings 
will continue to bo hold at the Chester 
Mental Health Center, Chester, 111., until 
at least Dec. 18, 107S when a new com- 


petency examination may bo made. 


During tho preliminary hearing in Jen- 


nings' case in April 1073, three psy- 
chiatrists testified Jennings was a para- 
noid schizophrenic. 


Tho nude and beaten bodies of Mrs. 


Flanagan, 27, and Rcnoc, 18 months, 
were found Sept. 11, 1072 In tho Commu- 
nity Presbyterian Church parking lot, 407 
N. Main St., Mount Prospect. Jennings 
was charged with the murders Oct. 1, 
1072.

"easiest and most convenient kind of 
program to begin with since we are hop- 
Ing to get this under way within the next 
month," Mrs. Klatt said. 


The township eventually may purchase 


a bus to supplement the transportation 
service for senior citizens. 


Mrs. Young said the central services 


center has spent a minimal amount of 
revenue-sharing money from the town- 
ship during its first year that has paid 
only for the salaries of the two coordina- 
tors. She expects that the low-cost meals 
and phono program will require several 
hundred dollars a month. 


A transportation service for the elderly 


will "easily extend those monthly ex- 
penses" to about $1,000, she said.

Ronald Helton was sentenced . Wed- 


nesday to IS to SO years in prison for the 
murder-robbery of an Arlington Heights 
gas station attendant in 1969. 


Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. Heilin- 


goctter said in handing down the sen- 
tence that the nature of the stabbing and 
the "unbelievably callous attitude" of the 
killers required "a long and wide spread 
of years" so Helton could be examined 
by "psychiatrists and other professionals 
to determine if and when you should be 
released." 


Mclvin Kamm, Helton's attorney, who 


had wept after unsuccessfully arguing 
for a new trial, held his head when the 
sentence was pronounced. 


Helton, wearing a county jail plastic 


Identification bracelet, did not say a word 
when he was asked if he wanted to ad- 
dress the court before the sentencing. 


HELTON'S PREGNANT wife also was 


silent when the jail term was announced. 


Helton, 21, was charged with the 


stabbling murder of Fred J. Taillon in 
the predawn hours of Nov. 11, 1969, dur- 
ing a robbery at Arlington Park Shell. 
Service Station, Euclid Avenue and 
Wllke Road. The holdup reportedly net- 
ted $87 and the victim's wedding ring. 
Helton, Napervillo, was one of several 
young men originally charged with the 
crime. He alone has stood trial. 


Hcilingoetter said that "the precise 


part" played by Helton did not affect his 
guilt, but that it should have some bear- 
ing on the length of the sentence. 


"We may never know (who actually 


stabbed Taillon 14 times)" the judge 
said. "Even if you bared your soul, it • 
would be difficult to believe because of 
the many versions you have told." 


While Helton was in custody of the Ar- 


lington Heights police he gave three ver- 
sions of the crime, naming three differ- 
ent persons as the one who struck the 
blows. He later recanted the statements 
and, testifying In his own behalf, he 
claimed he was home asleep at the time 
of the crime. 


VIDEO TAPES OF Helton's first three 


statements, taken by the police, were 
played in court. Heilingoetter said, when 
he found Helton guilty, that there was 
marked difference in "the relaxed and 
smoking defendant... telling his story 
smoothly" on the tapes and the "hes- 
itant" Helton on the stand. 


The judge also rejected Kamm's ap- 


peal for a light sentence based on Hel- 
ton's age, 17, at the time of the crime. 
"The murder did not spring from im- 
pulse, but from the all too familiar . .. 
felony murder," Heilingoetter said. 


Kamm said the verdict would be ap- 


pealed.

Bardivcll return welcomed 
Ervitfs ouster brings 
hope-and some sorrow

A strong desire to "got things togeth- 


er" and on awareness that "all the prob- 
lems aren't solved," prevails in Elk 
Grove Township School Disk 60, follow- 
ing the forced resignation of Supt. James 
Ervill Monday. 


Reaction from teachers, principals and 


parents has varied to .the departure of 
Ervitl, superintendent since July 1070. 
But news that Roger Bardwell Is coming 
back to the district as acting superin- 
tendent has been mot with unrestrained 
enthusiasm from those who were In the 
district during Bardwell's term as super- 
intendent, 1960-1966. 


Many expressed surprise at Erviti's 


departure and concern over the way the 
board of education handled the contin- 
uing controversy involving Ervitl. 


"I thought the (ErviU) Issue was dead. 


I didn't realize the board was consid- 
ering It again," said Robert Brower, 
principal of Friendship Junior High 
School, DCS Plaines. Brower was chair- 
man of the affairs and negotiating com- 
mittee of the defunct principals' associ- 
ation, which split opart over a dispute 
with Ervitl last June. 


nitowER SAID principals will meet 


today hi an attempt to reform and 
smooth out the differences of the past. 


"Now maybe the board can become 


united and bring the district back togeth- 
er," said parent Nlta Stamm. "Hopeful- 
ly, the seven to nothing voto In favor of 
his (Erviti's) resignation signifies a new 
board unity," sold Mrs. Stamm, who Is 
president of the Dial. 39 School Commu- 
nity Council. 


"As long as the board was divided, 


nothing could bo accomplished," Mrs. 
Stamm sold. 


Some questioned the timing of Erviti's 


departure. 


"I'm a little hesitant about changing 


horses In midstream," said Ton! Kane, 
Byrd School teacher. "If they (the 
board) were going to moke a change, 


there was plenty of time to do it before 
school began." 


OTHERS EXPRESSED hope for'the 


future but, offered praise for Ervitl. 


"I'm sorry the separation had to come

Ford optimistic, 
sees turnaround 
in price spiral 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 


Ford said Wednesday night that the 
battle against rising prices is beginning 
to be won and that he soon will give Con- 
gress new plans for defeating "all three 
domestic devils — Inflation, recession 
and energy." 


Ford told a mooting of top ifdustrlol- 


Ists and financiers there Is no quick cure 
for America's economic Ills but that with 
the cooperation of Congress and industri- 
al leaders the nation will be rid of Its 
economic Ills. 


"There are now early signals that

price pressures are beginning to ease. I 
expect Inflation will move steadily down 
from the intolerable doUble-dlgit*Uevel," 
he said. 


Urging Americans not to give in to 


"self defeating pessimism," the Presi- 
dent said "only by acting in a rcspon-' 
slbje manner can we strengthen con- 
fidence and move toward recovery with- 
out destroying the accumulated anti-in- 
flationary pressures that are just now be- 
ginning to work." 


"If there ore any among you who want 


me to take a 180 degree turn from in-

Ford said. "The fact of the matter Is that 
I am deeply concerned about all three 
domestic devils — Inflation, recession 
and energy." 


In his address to members of the pres- 


tigious Business Council, Ford also sold, 
"I Intend to keep my experts working 
over the holidays translating into specif- 
ics a number of new or alternative mea- 
sures to-augment and update the eco- 
nomic package I placed before the Con- 
gress two months ago... 


"I will have my new proposals on the 


desks of the new members of Congress 
when they convene In mid-January, if not 
sooner." 


Ford said he told a White House meet- 


ing of Democratic and Republican con- 
gressional leaders Wednesday morning 
that hi the remaining days of the current 
Congress, "I would communicate, con- 
ciliate, compromise and cooperate to the 
outer limits of my fundamental prin- 
ciples in order to ensure prompt enact- • 
ment ot the-most urgent, economic mea- 
sures." ' 


It was also reported Ford told the con- 


gressmen he saw no need for even stand-

It now doing work well above grade 
level and has nearly doubled his 
reading speed and comprehension. 


In many ways, the educatonal pro- 


gram harks back to the days of the 
one room school house. Students In 
grades two through high school study 
together In a largo classroom. The 
program is Individualized with grade 
level determined by ability not age. 


"Undorachlovers from traditional 


schools have realty taken hold In this 
program. Many of them are terrible 
in math and English — we start 
them where (hey are and they go as 
fast as they like," he said. 


THE STUDENTS "usually catch 


up and go beyond where they should 
be. Many of these kids will be 
through high school subjects before 
they start high school," ho added. 


The curriculum centers on a series 


of "self-directed" workbooks pre- 
pared by Christian educators. Young- 
sters work on their own, consulting 
teachers only when they have ques- 
tions. 


"We've gotten rid of all secular 


texts. All materials arc presented in 
harmony with the letter and the spir- 
it of the Bible," he said, noting that 
"evolution comes In and goes- out 
right here. We teach that God is the 
Creator—we attack evolution." 


The moral overtones of the acade- 


my are most evident in the dolly 
chapel services, led by Maple, which 
include gospel singing, recitations 
from the Bible and a short sermon. 


"I was saved when I was 18 years 


old. I came homo late one night, 
looked up to God and said, 'If I died 
today, I know I would go to hell,'" 
Maple said. "I asked tho Lord to 
save mo. I didn't feel any different 
but my life began to change."

Judge cites 'callous attitude9 
Helton gets 15-50 years for 469 murder

Ronald Helton was sentenced Wed- 


nesday to IS to SO years In prison for the 
murder-robbery of an Arlington Heights 
gas station attendant in 1969. 


Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. Hollln- 


gocttor sold In handing down the sen- 
tence that tho nature of tho stabbing and 
the "unbelievably callous attitude" of tho 
killers required "a long and wide spread 
of years" so Helton could be examined 
by "psychiatrists and other professionals 
lo determine If and when you should be 
released." 


Mclvin Kamm, Helton's attorney, who 


had wept after unsuccessfully arguing 
for a new trial, held his head when the 
sentence was pronounced. 


Helton, wearing a county jail plastic 


identification bracelet, did not say a word 
when he was asked If ho wanted to ad- 
dress the court before tho sentencing, 


HELTON'S PREGNANT wife also was 


allcnt when the jail term was announced. 


Helton, 21, was charged with the 


stabbllng murder of Fred J. Talllon In 
tho predawn hours of Nov. 11, 1969, dur- 
ing a robbery at Arlington Park Shell 


Psychologist rules accused 
killer incompetent for trial 


Accused killer Leo Clark Jennings will 


not have to stand trial for tho September 
1972 murders of Barbara Flanagan and 
her infant daughter, Renee, for at least 
another year. 


A Cook County criminal psychologist 


has found Jennings still not competent to 
stand trial, despite state hospital psy- 
chiatrists' opposite findings. Jennings 
will continue to bo held at the Chester 
Mental Health Center, Chester, Hi., until 
M least Dec. 18, 1973 when a new com- 


petency examination may be made. 


During the preliminary hearing in Jen- 


nings' cose In April 1973, three psy- 
chiatrists testified Jennings was a para- 
noid schizophrenic. 


The nude and beaten1'bodies of Mrs. 


Flanagan, 27, and Rcnee, 18 months, 
were found,Sept. 11, 1072 in the Commu- 
nity Presbyterian Church parking lot, 407 
N. Main St., Mount Prospect. Jennings 
was charged with tho murders Oct. 1, 
1972.

Helton, Napcrville, was one of several 
young men originally charged with the 
crime. He alone has stood trial.

guilt, but that It should have some bear- 
ing on the length of the sentence. 


"We may never know (who actually 


stabbed Talllon 14 times)" the judge 
said. "Even if you bared your soul, it 
would be difficult to believe because of 
the many versions you have told." 


While Helton was In custody of the Ar- 


lington Heights police he gave three ver- 
sions of the crime, naming three differ- 
ent persons as the one who struck the 
blows. He later recanted the statements 
and, testifying In his own behalf, he 
claimed he was home asleep at the time 
of the crime. 


VIDEO TAPES OF Helton's first three 


statements, taken by the police, were 
played In court. Hollingoetter said, when 
he found Helton guilty, that there was 
marked difference in "tho relaxed and 
smoking defendant... telling his story 
smoothly" on the tapes and the "hes- 
itant" Helton -on the stand. 


The judge also rejected' Kamm's ap- 


peal for a light sentence based on Hel- 
ton's rtre, 17, at the time of the crime.

$623,813,360. The 1073 figure was 
$347,402,415, andHodlmalr added that the 
rate of Increase was not as great be-

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Bardwell return welcomed 
Erviti ousted, schools 
try to 'get together' 


by DOB DALLAS 


A strong desire to "get things togeth- 


er" and an awareness that "all the prob- 
lems aren't solved," prevails in Elk 
Grove Township School Dlst. S9, follow- 
ing the forced resignation of Supt. James 
Erviti Monday. 


Reaction from teachers, principals and 


parents has varied to the departure of 
Erviti, superintendent since July 1070. 
But news that Roger Bardwcll is coming 
back to the district as acting superin- 
tendent has been met with unrestrained 
enthusiasm from those who were In the 
district during Bardwcll's term as super- 
intendent, 1060-1960. 


Many expressed surprise at Ervitl's 


departure and concern over the way the 
board of education handled the contin- 
uing controversy Involving Ervlli. 


"I thought the (Erviti) issue was dead. 


1 didn't realize the board was consid- 
ering it again," said Robert Brower, 
principal of Friendship Junior High 
School, DCS Plainos. Brower was chair- 
man of the affairs and negotiating com- 
mittee of the defunct principals' associ- 
ation, which split apart over a dispute 
with Erviti last June. 


BROWER SAID principals will meet 


today in an attempt to reform and 
smooth out the differences of the past. 


"Now maybe the board can become 


united and bring the district back togeth- 
er," sold parent Nlta Stnmm. "Hopeful- 
ly, the seven to nothing vote in favor of 
his (Ervitl's) resignation signifies a new 
board unity," said Mrs. Stamm, who is 
president of the Dlst. 59 School Commu- 
nity Council. 


"As long as the board was divided, 


Taxing bodies tread water 
Building clown, but costs 
keep valuation on rise 


Whlla Inflation apparently is holding 


down construction in Elk Grove Town- 
ship, Increased construction costs will 
maintain the annual rise In assessed 
valuation in the township. 


Township Assessor Charles Hodlmair 


said building permits for projects in the 
township show a sharp Increase in con- 
struction costs. 


"\Vo have seen the average costs go 


from about 914.80 per square foot to over 
$19," he sold. Construction costs arc one 
factor used to determine the assessed 
valuation of a project which in turn helps 
to determine how much tax Is paid by 
the property owner. 


The assessed valuation in the township 


has been increasing at a rate of about 20 
per cent a year in recent yean, Hodl- 
mair said. He noted this year the report- 
ed assessed valuation for the township is 
1623,813,369. The 1973 figure was 
*M7,402,4ia, and Hodlmair added that the 
rate of Increase was not as great be- 
tween 1973 and 1974 because the quadren- 
nial assessment was done in 1973 and the 
value of all property was Increased 
throughout the township, he said. 


HE EXPLAINED that the continual 


rise in assessed valuation could help 
keep local taxing bodies, such as vil- 
lages, park districts and schools from 
raising their tax rate. 


He also said construction of houses in 


the township has almost completely 
stopped during the recent slump in con- 
struction. 


Hodlmair cautioned other government 


officials to watch their spending so that 
tax increases are not needed. He ex- 
plained that while the rise In assessed 


valuation should give the taxing bodies 
additional revenue the rise will only 
probably equal the rate of inflation which 
taxing bodies will have to spend for their 
goods and services. 


"The Inflation is helping to keep the 


assessed valuation on the rise even while 
the total number of construction projects 
has decreased," he said. 


nothing could be accomplished," Mrs. 
Stamm said. 


Some questioned the timing of Erviti's 


departure. 


"I'm a little hesitant about changing 


horses in midstream," said Ton! Kane, 
Byrd School teacher. "If they (the 
board) were going to make a change, 
there was plenty of time to do It before 
school began." 


OTHERS EXPRESSED hope for the 


future but, offered praise for Erviti. 


"I'm sorry the separation had to come

"Erviti Is a very Intelligent guy who 


might well have fitted very well In a 
different school system with a different 
school board," said Kllllon. 


"I agree, .though, with the observation 


made by someone months ago that the 
separation of Dr. Erviti from the district 
still leaves many of our problems to be 
solved, problems which I hope princi- 
pals, administrators and board will now 
attack," Killion said. 


"He (Erviti). is a competent, in- 


telligent, individual with a lot to offer," 
said Ruth Welsbaum,'* teacher at Brent- 
wood School in Des-Plainos. "He just 
doesn't know how to get It across, 
though." 


APPARENTLY overshadowing news 


of Erviti's departure is eager anticipa- 
tion of the arrival of the acting superin- 
tendent. 


"It's like having a father come home," 


said Alma Parrlsh, president of Dist. 59's 
Teachers' Council. "There's definitely a 
paternal feeling toward him with those

Ford optimistic, 
sees turnaround 
in price spiral 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford sold Wednesday night that the 
battle against rising prices is beginning 
to be won and that he soon will give Con- 
gress new plans for defeating "all three 
domestic devils — Inflation, recession 
and energy." 


Ford told a meeting of top Industrial- 


ists and financiers there is no quick cure 
for America's economic ills but that with 
the cooperation of Congress and Industri- 
al leaders the nation will be rid of its 
economic ills. 


"There are now early signals that 
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price pressures are beginning to ease. I 
expect Inflation will move steadily down 
from the intolerable double-digit level," 
he said. 


Urging Americans not to give in to 


"self defeating pessimism," the Presi- 
dent said "only by acting in a respon- 
sible manner can we strengthen con-' 
fldence and move toward recovery with- 
out destroying the accumulated anti-in- 
flationary pressures that are just now be- 
ginning to work." 


"If there are any among you who want 


me to take a 180 degree turn from in- 
flation fighting to recessionary pump- 
priming, they will be disappointed," 
Ford said. "The fact of the matter is that 
I am deeply concerned about all three 
domestic devils — Inflation, recession 
and energy." 


In his address to members of the pres- 


tigious Business Council, Ford also said, 
"I Intend to keep my experts working 
over the holidays translating into specif- 
ics a number of new or alternative mea- 
sures to augment and update the eco- 
nomic package I placed before the Con- 
gress two months ago... 


"I will have my new proposals on the. 


desks of the new members of Congress 
when they convene in mid-January, if not 
sooner." 


Ford said he told a White House meet- 


ing of Democratic and Republican con- 
gressional 'leaders Wednesday morning 
that In the remaining days of the current 
Congress, "I would communicate, con- 
ciliate, compromise and cooperate to the 
outer limits of my fundamental prin- 
ciples In order to ensure prompt enact- 
ment of the most! urgent economic-mea- 
sures."

Christian Academy,, a public school alternative 1

There is a school nearby where 


students often raise small American 
flags instead of their arms when they 
want to ask a question. 


At this school students are given a 


spanking if they do not behave. They 
wear red, white and blue uniforms to 
their classes and they study quietly 
for hours on end. Talking among the 
pupils is forbidden. 


The school teaches religion and pa- 


triotism as mucli as it does the ev- 
eryday subjects of the classroom. 


At the East Maine Christian 


Academy,' 000 Milwaukee Rd.,- God, 
flag and learning are-one. And the 
people who run the school and those 
who send their children there are 
proud of it. 


PARENTS BRING children from 


towns as far away as Schaumburg, 
M o u n t Prospect and Arlington 
Heights to the Glenview school. For 
them, the school philosophy is far 
more important than the modest 
church building whero' classes are 
held. 


"Education is not education with- 


out being Bible centered," said The 
Rev. Louis Maple, school principal. 
A small, compact man with thinning 
gray hair, Rev. Maple has the af- 
fable, earnest manner of an ..Oral 
Roberts. He is both spiritual father 
and disciplinarian to the school's 70 
students. 


The academy Is Maple's answer to 


what he sees as problems in the pub- 
lic schools — poor discipline,, no 
dress code, low academic standards 
and a "dropping level of students." 
The school opened in September and 
Is patterned after a four-year-old na- 
tional program. It was started be- 
cause of continued fundamentalist 
dissatisfaction with education in pub- 
lic schools. 


Students wear red, white and blue 


uniforms and study quietly in indi- 
vidual cubicles. Talking without per- 
mission is forbidden and students 
hold up tiny American flags when 
they need to ask questions. 


"Our curriculum covers-the basic 


subjects —' math, social-studies, his- 
tory and science,"'Maple.said.'"Our 
material corresponds with the public 
schools but It is written by,Christian 
teachers." 


MAPLE TERMS THE . academy 


"truly Christian," a *obool>aimed at 
families from "hmdamentallst,.'evan- 
A serious student 


gehcal kinds of churches — people 
who really believe that the Bible is 
super important." 


"Christianity is woven into the cur- 


riculum — we don't have separate 
Bible courses. All of the teachers are 
of one mind — distinctly Christian 
teachers," he said. 


A brochure describing the curricu- 


lum notes that the education is 
"designed to programming ... the 
child to see life from God's point of 
view ... Humanism, Progress!vism, 
Situation Ethics and tho New Moral- 
ity are refuted and replaced by the 
absolute standards of right and 
wrong." 


THE STANDARDS OF right and 


wrong extend into the classroom 
where youngsters get demerits for 
everything from whispering in chapel 
to talking back to a teacher. 


"If a student picks up three demer- 


its in a day! a note is sent home. 
His parents have a choice of a 30- 
minule detention, a spanking or an 
alternate constructive action," he 
said. 


Maple notes that the children 


"come from homes where they be- 
lieve in discipline — the parents 
want to have their kids disciplined 
although they might hate to do it 
themselves." 


Building up a student's self-esteem 


is an integral part of discipline, 
Maple adds. 


"I've never spanked a high school 


boy — I could do it and they would 
take it — but it would be too humili- 
ating," he said. 


THE ACADEMY STAFF works at 


instilling confidence in the students. 
Maple said, noting that "we purpose- 
ly work to point out their good 
work." 


"We had one little boy who virtual- 


ly had a saying 'I can't when he ar- 
lived. Now he is a real student, has 
learned and quoted from memory 
two chapters from the Bible and 
gives reports orally without notes be- 
fore the entire student body. He is 
somebody and he knows it," Maple 
said. 


The principal also cites the case of 


a 16-year-old boy who had been ex- 
pelled from several schools before 
coming to the academy. The student

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Helton gets 15-50 years for '69 murder

Ronald Helton was sentenced Wed- 


nesday, to 15 to 50 years in prison for the 
murder-robbery of an Arlington Heights 
gas station attendant In 1069. 


Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. Hellin- 


goctter said In handing down the sen- 
tenco that the nature of the stabbing and 
the "unbelievably callous attitude" of tho 
killers required "a long and wldo spread 
of years" so Helton could be examined 
by "psychiatrists and other professionals 
to determine if and when you should be 
released." 


Mclvln Komm, Helton's attorney, who 


had wept after unsuccessfully arguing 
for a new trial, held his head when tho 
sentence was pronounced. 


Helton, wearing a county jail plastic 


Identification bracelet, did not say a word 
when he was asked if ho wanted to ad- 
dress Iho court before tho sentencing. 


HELTON'S PREGNANT wife also was 


silent when tho jail term was announced. 


Helton. 21, was charged with tho 


slabbling murder of Fred J. Talllon In 
the predawn hours of Nov. 11,1969, dur- 
ing a robbery at Arlington Park Shell 
Service Station, Euclid Avenue and 
Wllko Rood. Tho holdup reportedly net- 
ted $87 and tho victim's wedding ring. 
Helton, Napervlllo, was one of several 
young men originally charged with the 
cHmo. Ho alone has stood trial 
JHelllngoetlor said that "the precise 
part" played by Helton did not affect his 
guilt, but that it should have some bear- 
Ing on tho length of tho sentence. , 
'"Wo may never know (who actually 


stabbed Talllon 14 times)" the judge 
said. "Even if you bared your soul, it 
would bo difficult to believe because of 
tho many versions you have told." 


While Helton was in custody of the Ar- 


lington Heights police he gave three ver- 
sions of tho crime, naming three differ- 
ent persons as tho ono who struck the 
blows. He later recanted the statements 
and, testifying In his own behalf, he

Concern that a proposed ordinance to 


dispose of stray animals after four'days 
may be unfair to owners of licensed pets 
prompted the Elk Grove Village Board to 
table the measure. 


The Illinois Dept. of Agriculture 


recently forced the closing of the village 
animal kennel because it does not meet 
state requirements. 


Animals found running loose in the 


community from now on will be taken to 
Carroll's Kennels, Wood Dale, which is 
state licensed, and the village will be bil- 
led for the service.

sufficient time to pick up their pets. 


POLICE CHIEF Harry Jenkins' was 


asked to research the feasibility and cost 
of extending, the claim period to at least 
seven days. 


Under the ordinance in effect, Jenkins 


said animals without collar and tags are 
kept seven days' and those'with collar 
and tags are held up to 14 days. 


Jenkins, who recommended reducing 


the claim period to four days, said his 
Intent was to transfer the responsibility 
for stray animals from the police depart- 
ment to the pet owners. 


"We contact the owner of licensed aol- 


m a l s immediately/' Jenkins said, 
"There's no reason to hold them more 
than four days." He added that increas- 
ing the claim period could become too 
costly. 


Robert Franz, assistant village man- 


ager, said he expected the ordinance to 
be reconsidered at the next village board 
meeting scheduled for Monday, Dec. 23.

Ford optimistic, 
sees turnaround 
in price spiral 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 


Ford said Wednesday night that the 
battle against rising prices Is beginning 
to be won and that ho soon will give Con- 
gress new plans for defeating "all three 
domestic devils — Inflation, recession 
and energy." 


Ford told a meeting of top Industrial- 


ists and financiers there is no quick cure 
for America's.economic ills but that with 
the cooperation of Congress and Industri- 
al leaders the nation will be rid of Its 
economic Ills. 


"There are now early signals that 
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price pressures are beginning to-case. I 
expect Inflation will move steadily down 
from the Intolerable double-digit level," 
he said. 


Urging Americans not to give in to 


"self, defeating'pessimism," the Presi- 
dent said "only by acting-in a "respon- 
sible ' manner can we strengthen con- 
fidence and move toward recovery with- 
out'destroying the accumulated anti-in- 
flationary pressures that are just now be- 
ginning to work." 


"If there are any among you who want 


me to take a 180 degree turn from in- 
flation fighting to recessionary pump- 
priming, they will be disappointed," 
Ford said. "The fact of the matter Is that 
I am deeply concerned about all three 
domestic devils — inflation, recession 
and energy." 


In his address to members of the pres- 


tigious Business CounciJ, Ford also said, 
"I intend to keep my experts working 
over the holidays transiting into specif- 
ics a number of new or alternative mea- 
sures to augment and update the eco- 
nomic package I placed before the Con- 
gress two months ago... 


"I will have my nev, proposals on the 


desks of the new members of Congress 
when they convene in mid-January, if not 
sooner." 


Ford said ho told a White House meet- 


ing of Democratic and Republican con- 
gressional leaders Wednesday morning 
that in the remaining days of the current 
Congress, "I would communicate, con- 
ciliate, compromise and cooperate to the 
outer limits of my fundamental prin- 
ciples in order to ensure prompt enact- 
ment of the most urgent economic mea- 
sures." 


It was also reported Ford told the con- 


gressmen he saw noxneed for even stand-

Christian Academy, a public school alternative

There is a school nearby where 


students often raise small American 
flags instead of their arms when they 
, 


want to ask a question. 


At this school students are given a 
' 


spanking if tlxjy do not behave. They 
* 


wear red, white and blue uniforms to 
their classes and they study quietly 
for hours on end. Talking among the 
pupils is forbidden. 


The school teaches religion and pa- 


triotism as much as it does the ev- 
eryday subjects of the classroom. 


At 
the East Maine Christian 


Academy, 900 Milwaukee Rd., God, 
flag and learning are one. And the 
people who run the school and those 
who send their children there are 
proud of it. 


PARENTS BRING children from 


towns as far away as Schaumburg, 
M o u n t Prospect and Arlington 
Heights to the Glenvlew school. For 
them, the school philosophy Is far 
more important than the modest 
church building where classes are 
held. 


"Education is not education with- 


out being Bible centered," said The 
Rev. Louis Maple, school principal. 
A small, compact man with thinning 
gray hair, Rev. Maple has the af- 
fable, earnest manner of an Oral 
Roberts. He Is both spiritual father 
and disciplinarian to the school's 70 
students. 


The academy is Maple's answer to 


what he sees as problems in the pub- 
lic schools — poor discipline, no 
dress code, low academic standards 
and a "dropping level of students." 
The school opened in September and 
is patterned after a four-year-old na- 
tional program. It was started be- 
cause of continued fundamentalist 
dissatisfaction with education in pub- 
lic schools. 


Students wear red, white and blue 


uniforms and study quietly in indi- 
vidual cubicles. Talking without per- 
mission is forbidden and students 
hold up 'tiny American flags when 
they need to ask questions.. 


"Our curriculum covers the basic 


subjects — math, social studies, his- 
tory and science," Maple said. '[Our 
material corresponds,with the public 
schools but it is written by Christian 
teachers." 


MAPLE TERMS THE academy 


"truly Christian," a school aimed at 
families from "fundamentalist, evan- 
A serious student 


gelical kinds of churches — people 
who really believe that the Bible is 
super important." 


"Christianity is woven into the cur- 


riculum — we don't have separate 
Bible courses. All of the teachers are 
of one mind — distinctly Christian 
teachers," he said. 


A brochure describing the curricu- 


lum notes that the education is 
"designed to programming ... the 
child to see life from God's point of 
view . . . Humanism, Progressivism, 
Situation Ethics and the New Moral- 
ity are refuted and replaced by the 


• 
absolute standards of right 
and 


wrong." 


THE STANDARDS OF right and 


wrong extend into the classroom 
where youngsters get dements for 
everything from whispering in chapel 
to talking back to a teacher. 


"If a student picks up three demer- 


its in a day, a note is sent home. 
His parents have a choice of a 30- 
mmute detention, a spanking or an 
alternate constructive action," he 
said. 


Maple notes that the children 


"come from homes where they be- 
lieve in discipline — the parents 
want to have their kids disciplined 
although they might hate to do it 
themselves." 


Building up a student's self-esteem 


is an integral part of discipline, 
Maple adds. 


"I've never spanked a high school 


boy — I could do it and they would 
take it — but it would be too humili- 
ating," he said. 


THE ACADEMY STAFF works at 


instilling confidence in the students, 
Maple said, noting that "we purpose- 
ly work to point out their good 
work." 


"We had one little boy who virtual- 


ly had a saying 'I can't when he ar- 
rived. Now he is a real student, has 
learned and quoted from memory 
two chapters from the Bible and 
gives reports orally without notes be- 
fore the entire student body. He is 
somebody and he knows it," Maple 
said. 


The principal also cites the case of 


a 16-year-old boy who had been ex- 
pelled from several schools before 
coming to the academy. The student

Is now doing work well above grade 
level and has nearly doubled his 
reading speed and comprehension. 


In many ways, tho educatonal pro- 


gram harks back to tho days of the 
one room school house. Students In 
grades two through high school study 
together In a largo classroom. Tho 
program Is Individualized with grade 
level determined by ability not age. 


"Underachlovcrs from traditional 


schools have really taken hold In this 
program. Many of them are terrible 
in math and English — we start 
them where they are and they go as 
fast as they like," ho said. 


THE STUDENTS "usually catch 


up and go beyond whore they should 
be. Many of these kids will be 
through high school subjects before 
they start high school," ho added. 


The curriculum centers on a series 


of "self-directed" workbooks pre- 
pared by Christian educators. Young- 
sters work on their own, consulting 
teachers only when they have ques- 
tions. 


"We've gotten rid of all secular 


texts. All materials are presented in 
harmony with the letter and the spir- 
it of the Bible," he said, noting that 
"evolution comes In and goes out 
right hero. We tench that God Is the 
Creator — we attack evolution." 


Tho moral overtones of the acade- 


my arc most evident in the dally 
chapel services, led by Maple, which 
Include gospel singing, recitations 
from the Bible and a short sermon. 


"I was saved when I was 18 years 


old. I came homo lato one night, 
looked up to God and said, 'If I died n 
today, I know I would go to hell,'" Kev 
Maple said. "I asked the Lord to 
save mo.

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Village settles its employe 
grievances—$21,000 worth 


Job open to handicapped, 
but no applicants yet 


Settlement of village employe griev- 


ances catuod by a new pay plan in 
Schaumburg 
will add approximately 


121.000 to a 92.43 million budget for the 
first four months of 1973. 


Village Administrator John Costc said 


this week that all employe problems in 
connection with tho new pay plan have 
been "worked out with department 
brads." 


The plan was made in conjunction with 


a U.S. Civil Service Commission recom- 
mendation to align various municipal 
Mlarles with others in the Northwest 
suburbs. The study which resulted In tho 
plan was made at a cost of 11,000 to 
Schaumburg, Costosald. 


"Problems represented by our depart- 


ment heads indicated that tho new plan 
was acceptable but certain individuals 
objected to tho point at which they were 
inserted into tho plan," Costo said, ad- 
ding that the basic plan calls for five 
salary steps In each job classification. 


ALSO INVOLVED was tho question of 


anniversary hiring dales, Coste said. Un- 
der the now plan, tho anniversary date 
will coincide with tho Jan. 1 date after 
emnloves were hired. For example, if a 


person were hired in June, ho would nor- 
mally graduate from his grade four 
years from that date. Under the new 
plan, the grade graduation would be in 
414 years. 


Ho said that village employes may re- 


ceive a cost of living increase in addition 
to Jan. 1 raises if that move is accepted 
by the village board. But Coste stressed 
the necessity of uniform cost of living 
increases for all employes. "If we give 
one person a five per cent Increase, then 
all others must receive the same per- 
centage in order to maintain a uniform 
pay plan," ho said. 


Costo noted that he and four other vil- 


lage employes were "red lined" in the 
pay plan, meaning that their salaries 
were frozen. This was done because the 
new pay plan was based on salaries paid 
to employes performing tho same job In 
10 other suburbs. 


Costo explained tho salary freeze docs 


not moan that employe will not make a 
higher salary eventually. "It is done for 
purposes of catching up to the pay rate 
paid for that specific job in other areas," 
he sold.

For more than a week the village has 


advertised for a radio operator to work 
In Its public works garage. Adminis- 
trative Assistant John Dlxon says the vil- 
lage would like to offer the post to a 
handicapped Individual. 


"We have It listed with the state 'Hire 


Now1 program" he said. "It's listed as 
encouraging the handicapped to apply." 
Dhon said although the post has been 
listed for some time there has been no 
response yet. "I don't know why," he 
added. 


The position is full time, with an an- 


nual salary of approximately $5,800. Dlx- 
on said the job would be ideal for a per- 
son confined to a wheelchair or perhaps 
for a retired Individual. 


"It's basically sitting at a desk In the 


public works garage, taking care of the 
two-way transmissions of the vehicles 
out on the street, answering the tele- 
phones, and some light filing," he said. 


"There is no typing necessary. As long 


as a person has a good speaking voice 
and good handwriting, those are the 
m a i n qualifications necessary," he 
added. 


THE IDEA TO hire a handicapped per- 


son for the Job came from Public Works 
Supt. John Hossack, Dlxon said. Dlxon 
said Hossack worked for a number of 
years In Nebraska where a handicapped 
person filled a similar spot. "He thought 
it might be a good opportunity for a 
handicapped person here," Dlxon said. 


There currently are no handicapped 


persons working for the village. 


In addition to the radio operator's post, 


the village also has an opening for part- 
time clean-up work at the village youth 
drop-in center, The Place With No 
Name, and Dixon said a retired person 
could fill the spot. 


Dlxon said there Is no reason why the 


handicapped should not be employed. 
"We find they're very reliable and more 
than willing to do the extra work that 
might come up. If a person can do the 
job," he added, "why not hire him?"

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Good news for Schaumburg 
Auto sales slump? Not here: dealers 


by TOM CINNETT1 


Tho auto Industry may bo suffering na- 


tionally, but sales locally are faring rea- 
sonably well, say most Schaumburg deal- 
ers, and that translates into good news 
for the village. 


Schaumburg relics on sales tax for 


most of Its revenue and In addition to the 
Woodfleld Shopping Center, auto deal- 
erships form a major source of sales tax 
Income. A change In sales means a cor- 
responding change In revenue, because 1 
cent of every 5 cents of state sales tax 
collected locally Is returned to the vil- 
lage. 


But while national figures show car 


sales down as much as 22 per cent for 
the year, Schaumburg dealers say busi- 
ness has not been bad. Sales tax revenue 
is probably down, they say, but the situ- 
ation is helped somewhat because of 
higher prices of new cars. 


SALES TAX INCOME to the village so 


far has been unchanged, said Trustee Ed 
Olsen, chairman of tho village board fi- 
nance committee. "Right now, no," Ol- 
sen said of a sales tax decline. "There is 
a three-month lag In collection, but up to 
now there has been no problem." 


Me added if sales tax from sources like 


tho auto dealers should become depres-

Franklin Weber Pontiac owner John 


Mathlas said his volume is about 20 per 
cent below the 1973 level, which he called 
"a banner year." Compared to normal 
selling years, however, sales are down 
only about 5 to 10 per cent, he said. 


Sales tax amounts probably will not be 


off too greatly because the tax is being 
collected based on. higher selling prices, 
he added. 


BUSINESS HAS BEEN good at Subur- 


ban Volkswagen, owner Les Abrams 
said. "This year has been a good year," 
he said. Sales tax, consequently, will not 
be affected adversely. 


Good sales also are reported at Fire- 


side Chrysler Plymouth, by sales man- 
ager Fred Jacobsen, and at Northwest 
Lincoln Mercury, by general manager 
George Conn. 


Larry Matson, sales manager at 


Roselle AMC Jeep, said however, all 


dealers are experiencing a decline which 
he thinks could be greater than what 
might be admitted to publicly. 


"Ours is off at least 30 per cent and we 


experienced it later than the others," 
he said. Sales tax "most assuredly" will 
be off as well, he predicted. 


However, the dealers say business here

Business bears brunt 
of building-fee hike 


A now building permit-fee schedule for 


Roiling Meadows will Increase the cost of 
new homes in the city slightly, but will 
have greater effect on commercial and 
Industrial development. 


Existing structures will not be affect- 


ed, unless they are remodeled, added to 
or demolished. 


Aid. John T. Rock, 3rd, who proposed 


the ordinance approved by the city coun- 
cil Tuesday, presented the council with 
comparisons of permit-fee costs under 
the old and new schedules and with rates 
charged by other communities. 


For a frame house with 1,170 square 


feet of space the old rate for building 
permits was $536. Under the new sche- 
dule, the permit charge for the same 
home U $721. This compares with $277, 
charged In DCS Plnlncs, $1,456 charged in 
Schaumburg and $763 charged in Mount 
Prospect, he said, citing figures provided 
by the other communities. 


TUB NEW FEES for a sample office 


building are almost four times the old 
rates. Permits for an office building that 
once would have cost $8,539 now will cost 
$33,381. Fee charges for the same build- 
Ing In other towns would be Schaum- 


burg, $20,212; Mount Prospect, $11,343, 
and DCS Plalncs, $7,423. 


New rates also will be paid by persons 


remodeling or adding to their homes, if 
they obtain building permits, but those 
changes arc minor. A person installing a 
new bathroom, for example, now will pay 
S3 per plumbing fixture, with a $10 niin- 
imum.

Ford optimistic, 
sees turnaround 
in price spiral 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - 
President 


Ford told Wednesday night that tho 
battle against rising prices Is beginning 
to be won and that ho soon will give Con- 
gress new plans for defeating "all throe 
domestic devils — inflation, recession 
and energy." 


Ford told o meeting of top industrial- 


ists and financiers then is no quick cure 
for America's economic Ills but that with 
the cooperation of Congress and Industri- 
al leaden tho nation will be rid of its 
economic Ills. 


"There are now early signals that 


price pressures are beginning to cose. I 
expect Inflation will move steadily down 
from the Intolerable double-digit level," 
he said. 


Urging Americans not to give In to 


"self defeating pessimism," the Presi- 
dent said "only by acting In a respon- 
sible manner con wo strengthen con- 
fidence and move toward recovery with- 
out destroying the accumulated anti-in- 
flationary pressures that are just now be- 
ginning to work." - 


"If there ore any among you who want 


mo to take a 180 degree turn from in- 
flation fighting to recessionary pump- 
priming, they wilt bo disappointed," 


Ford said. "The fact of the matter is that 
I am deeply concerned about all three 
domestic devils — inflation, recession 
and energy." 


In his address to members of the pres- 


tigious Business Council, Ford also said, 
"I Intend to keep my experts working 
over the holidays translating into specif- 
ics a number of new or alternative mea- 
sures to augment and update the eco- 
nomic package I placed before the Con- 
gress two months ago... 


"I will have my new proposals on the 


desks of the new members of Congress 
when they convene In mid-January, if not 
sooner." 


Ford said he told a White House meet- 


Ing of Democratic and Republican con- 
gressional leaders Wednesday morning 
that in the remaining days of the current 
Congress, "I would communicate, con- 
ciliate, compromise and cooperate to the 
outer limits of my fundamental prin- 
ciples in order to ensure prompt enact- 
ment of the most urgent economic mea- 
sures." 


It was also reported Ford told the con- 


gressmen he saw no need for even stand-

New elementary 
school OKd 
for 
Hoffman 


Children living in the Winston Knolls 


subdivision of Hoffman Estates will soon 
have a new school in their backyards 
and as a result, schools In Palatine will 
be less crowded. 


The Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dlst. 15 


Board of Education voted 64 Wednesday 
night to build its 21st school on a nine- 
acre site east of Winston Drive and north 
of Pine Park in the Winston Knolls sub- 
division. The elementary school is sched- 
uled to open in the fail of 1976 to about 
800 students living in the Winston Knolls 
area and the planned Westbury and Cen- 
tex subdivisions. 


The new school will relieve crowded 


conditions at Hunting Ridge School and 
will mean students living in Versailles 
and Willow Walk housing developments 
who are now bused to Paddock School in 
Palatine will be able to attend nearby 
Hunting Ridge. 


IN 1971 VOTERS approved the sale of 


$3.6 million in bonds to finance construc- 
tion of, two elementary schools but the 
district delayed construction 
of the 


schools until enrollment predictions for 
the district became clear. 


Parents from the Winston Knolls area 


have asked the district to build a school 
in their neighborhood because children 
from the Hoffman Estates subdivision 
now attend four elementary schools in 
Palatine. Most of them attend Hunting 
Ridge School but some fifth-and sixth- 
graders attend Pleasant Hill School and 
some kindergarten students go to Jordan 
and Paddock Schools which are also be- 
coming crowded. 


AFTER REVIEWING enrollment pro- 


jectlons and plans for housing devel- 
opments in the district the board decided 
Monday to recommend construction of a 
new school in the southwest corner of the 
district where the most growth Is pro- 
jected. 


The board will review preliminary 


plans for the 30-classroom school when It 
m e e t s as a committee-of-the-whole 
Wednesday night. It has agreed to enter 
into negotiations with 
Del Blanco, 


Schwartz- and Donatonl architects for 
construction of the building. 


School officials estimate the cost of the 


new school at roughly $2 million. They 
believe it will open with about 800 stu- 
dents in 1976. Plans for the school call 
for a two-story building with a capacity 
for 900 students in kindergarten through 
sixth grades. The building will include 
two kindergarten rooms, a multipurpose 
room which would serve as a cafeteria 
for about 300 children, an instruction mu- 
sic room,-gymnasium and resource cen- 
ter.

At the East 
Maine Christian 


Academy, 900 Milwaukee Rd., God, 
flag and learning are one. And the 
people who run the school and those 
who send their children there are 
proud of it. 


PARENTS BRING children from 


towns as far away as Schaumburg, 
M o u n t Prospect and Arlington 
Heights to the Glenvibw school. For 
them, the school philosophy is far 
more important than the modest' 
church building where classes are 
held. 


"Education is not education with- 


out being Bible centered," said The 
Rev. Louis Maple, school principal. 
A small, compact man with thinning 
gray hair, Rev. Maple has the af- 
fable, earnest manner of an Oral 
Roberts. He is both spiritual father 
and disciplinarian to the school's 70 
students. 


The academy is Maple's answer to 


what he sees as problems in the pub- 
lic schools — poor discipline, no 
dress code, low academic standards 
and a "dropping level of students." 
The school opened in September and 
is patterned after a four-year-old na- 
tional program. It was started be- 
cause of continued fundamentalist 
dissatisfaction with education in pub- 
lic schools. 


Students wear red, white and blue 


uniforms and study quietly In indi- 
vidual cubicles. Talking without per- 
mission is forbidden and students 
hold up tiny American flags when 
they need to ask questions. 


"Our curriculum covers the basic 


subjects — math, social studies, his- 
tory and science," Maple said. "Our 
material corresponds with the public 
schools but it is written by Christian 
teachers." 


MAPLE TERMS THE "academy

gellcal kinds of churches — people 
who really believe that the Bible is 
super important." 


"Christianity is woven into the cur-

City Council wrapup 
Tentative OK 
given to vote 
boundaries 


Ward boundaries and precinct divisions 


for next April's Rolling Meadows election 
were given preliminary approval by the 
city council Tuesday night. A final vote 
on the new lines is scheduled in two 
weeks. 


The new ward lines provide a variation 


of only 12 persons from the largest to the 
smallest populations, with each of the 
five wards containing about 3,560 per- 
sons. The council's redlstricting com- 
mittee relied on reports from the special 
census conducted In the fall for precise 
population counts. 


Adoption of the map will pave the way 


for announcements of candidacies by al- 
dermen whose terms are expiring, per- 
sons wishing to run for alderman or can- 
didates for mayor. Most incumbent city 
officials have said they will not reveal 
their political plans until after the new 
ward map Is approved. 
Sewer pads approved 


Recapture agreements, under which 


Rolling Meadows developers will Install 
sewers and the city will help collect a 
share of the costs from future developers 
receiving the benefit, were approved by 
the city council. 


Under one agreement, St. Paul Feder- 


al Savings and Loan Assn. will pay 
$14,351 and developers of the Rywick 
subdivision will pay $9,252 for a new sew- 
er and water main installation. Two oth- 
er land parcels, not yet developed, can 
be served by the installation, and the 
owners will be billed for their share of the 
costs later. The city will remit the later 
payments to St. Paul and Rywick. 


A similar agreement was approved for 


Smith Pipenhagen Inc., a realty firm. 
The firm is paying $8,000 to oversize a 
sewer to serve its small industrial devel- 
opment In the north end of the city, the 
Blackhawk Subdivision, to service city 
land and other smaller parcels. The city 
will pay a share for the benefits to Its 
land, and also collect from the other 
property owners.

Arlington panel backs 
OK of lawyer's hospital fee

The Arlington Heights Village Board's 


finance committee has recommended ap- 
proval of Village Atty. Jack M. Sicgcl's 
$42,375 legal fee In connection with 
Northwest Community Hospital's recent 
$20 3 million bond sale. 


Slegel told tho committee Wednesday 


night that his fee, as well as the $40,000 
fees of two other lawyers who also 


| 
worked on the bond sale, was Included In 
the bond Issue prospectus, and should 
not have como as a surprise to hospital 
officials. 


"I feel the charge Is totally and com- 


pletely reasonable and I was not abashed 
to submit the bill," Slegel said. 


Five trustees present said they were 


satisfied with Sicgcl's explanation. But 
after approving the fee, they voted to 
recommend changing Sicgcl's retainer so 
as to put future bond Issue legal fees on 
a negotiated, flat-fee basis. 


Trustee David Griffin, who moved Dec. 


2 to review Slcgel's bill, said tho bond 
Issue prospectus clearly showed $165,000 
for printing and legal costs. Tho hospital 
Is obligated to pay all expenses associ- 
ated with the revenue bond Issue, al- 
though the legal fees apparently will bo 
met with money from the sale Itself. The 


bonds were Issued by the village because 
it could obtain more favorable financing 
than tho hospital. 


A MINORITY of the hospital's board of 


directors reportedly was surprised by the 
legal expenses. 


Sicgcl reviewed tho work he had done 


In preparation for tho revenue bond is- 
sue, but said his fee was figured "not by 
tho hours, but by what my responsibility 
is." 


The charge was based on a percentage 


which Sicgel said he has used on munici- 
pal bond issues since 1961, and then dis- 
counted 25 per cent because of the hospi- 
tal's nonprofit status, he said. 


Because there was only one Illinois 


precedent for a municipal revenue bond 
Issue exclusively for the benefit of a hos- 
pital, Sicgcl sold his legal opinion that 
approved the Issue "Is there for the world 
to see and take pot shots nt.'J 


"There Is tremendous potential respon- 


sibility connected with this. In a sense, I 
am putting my neck In tho noose," he 
said. 


Besides Slegel, Northwest Community 


Hospital's own attorney has submitted a 
$40,000 bill, as has tho law firm of Chap- 
man and Cutler which certified the bond 
Issue for potential buyers.

While Inflation apparently is holding 


down construction in Elk Grove Town- 
ship, increased construction costs will 
maintain the annual rise in assessed 
valuation in the township. 


Township Assessor Charles Hodlmalr 


said building permits for projects in the 
township show a sharp increase In con- 
struction costs. 


"We have seen the average costs go 


from about $14.50 per square foot to over 
$19," he said. Construction costs are one 
factor used to determine the assessed 
valuation of a project which in turn helps 
to determine how much tax Is paid by 
the property owner. 


The assessed valuation in the township 


has been increasing at a rate of about 20 
per cent a year in recent years, Hodl- 
malr said. He noted this year the report- 
ed assessed valuation for the township is 
$623,813,369. The 1973 figure was 
$547,402,415, and Hodlmalr added that the 
rate of Increase was not as great be- 
tween 1973 and 1974 because the quadren- 


nial assessment was done in 1973 and tho 
value of all property was Increased 
throughout the township, he said. 


HE EXPLAINED that the continual 


rise in assessed valuation could help 
keep local taxing bodies, such as vil- 
lages, park districts and schools from 
raising their tax rate. 


He also said construction of houses in 


the township has almost completely 
stopped during the recent slump in con- 
struction. 
• 


Hodlmalr cautioned other government 


officials to watch their spending so that 
tax increases arc not needed. He ex- 
plained that while the rise in assessed 
valuation should give the taxing bodies 
additional revenue the rise will only 
probably equal the rate of inflation which 
taxing bodies will have to spend for their 
goods and services. 


"The inflation Is helping to keep the 


assessed valuation on the rise even while 
the total number of construction projects 
has decreased," he said.

Ronald Helton was sentenced Wed- 


nesday to 15 to 50 years in prison for the 
murder-robbery of an Arlington Heights 
gas station attendant in 1969. 


Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. Hcilln- 


goetter said in handing down the sen- 
tence that the nature of the stabbing and 
the "unbelievably callous attitude" of the 
killers required "a long and wide spread 
of years" so Helton could be examined 
by "psychiatrists and other professionals 
to determine if and when you should be 
released." 


Melvin Kamra, Helton's attorney, who 


had wept after unsuccessfully arguing 
for a new trial, held his head when the 
sentence was pronounced. 


Helton, wearing a county Jail plastic 


identification bracelet, did not say a word 
when he was asked if he wanted to ad- 
dress the court before the sentencing. 


HELTON'S PREGNANT wife also was 


silent when the Jail term was announced. 


Helton, 21, was charged with the 


stabbling murder of Fred J. Talllon in 
the predawn hours of Nov. 11,1969, dur- 
ing a robbery at Arlington Park Shell 
Service Station, Euclid Avenue and 
Wllke Road. The holdup reportedly net- 
ted $87 and the victim's wedding ring. 
Helton, Napervillc, was one of several 


young men originally charged with the 
crime. He alone has stood trial. 


Heilingoetter said that "the' precise 


part" played by Helton did not affect his 
guilt, but that it should have some bear- 
ing on the length of the sentence. 


"We may never know (who actually 


stabbed Taillon 14 times)" the Judge 
said. "Even If you bared your soul, it 
would be difficult to believe because of 
the many versions you have told." 


While Helton was in custody of the Ar- 


lington Heights police he gave three ver- 
sions of the crime, naming three differ- 
ent persons as the one who struck the 
blows. He later recanted the statements 
and, testifying in his own behalf, he 
claimed he was home asleep at the time 
of the crime. 


VIDEO TAPES OF Helton's first three 


statements, taken by the police, were 
played in court Heillngoetter said, when 
he found Helton guilty, that there was 
marked difference in "the relaxed and 
smoking defendant... telling his story 
smoothly" on the tapes and the "hes- 
itant" Helton on the stand. 


The Judge also rejected Kamm's ap- 


peal for a light sentence based on Hel- 
ton's age, 17, at the time of the crime. 
"The murder did not spring from 1m- 


pulse, but from the all too familiar .. . 
felony murder," Heillngoetter said. 


Kamm said the verdict would be ap- 


pealed.

in their neighborhood because children 
from the Hoffman Estates subdivision 
now attend four elementary schools In 
Palatine. Most of them attend Hunting 
Ridge School but some fifth-and sixth- 
graders attend Pleasant Hill School and 
some kindergarten students go to .Jordan 
and Paddock Schools which are also be- 
coming crowded.

Ford optimistic, 
sees turnaround 
in price spiral 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford said Wednesday night that the 
battle against rising prices is beginning 
to be won and that he soon will give Con- 
gress new plans for defeating "all three 
domestic devils — Inflation, recession 
and energy." 


Ford told a meeting of top industrial- 


ists and financiers there Is no quick cure 
for America's economic ills but that with 
the cooperation of Congress and industri- 
al leaders the nation will be rid of Its 
economic ills. 


"There are now early signals that 


price pressures are beginning to ease. 1 
expect Inflation will move steadily down 
from the Intolerable double-digit level," 
he said. 


Urging Americans not to give in to 


"self defeating pessimism," the Presi- 
dent said "only by acting in a respon- 
sible manner can we strengthen con- 
fidence and move toward recovery with- 
out destroying the rccumulated anti-In- 
flationary pressures that are just now be- 
ginning to work." 


"If there are any among you who want 


me to take a 180 degree turn from In- 
flation fighting to recessionary pump- 
priming, they will be disappointed," 


Ford said. "The fact of the matter Is that 
I am deeply concerned about all three 
domestic devils — Inflation, recession 
and energy." 


In his address to members of the pres- 


tigious Business Council, Ford also said, 
"I intend to keep my experts working 
over the holidays translating Into specif- 
ics a number of new or alternative mea- 
sures to augment and update the eco- 
nomic package I placed before the Con- 
gress two months ago.... 


"I will have my new proposals on the 


desks of the new members of Congress 
when they convene in mid-January, if not 
sooner." 


Ford said he told a White House meet- 


ing of Democratic and Republican con- 
gressional leaders Wednesday morning 
that In the remaining days of the current 
Congress, "I would communicate, con- 
ciliate, compromise and cooperate to the 
outer limits of my fundamental prin- 
ciples in order to ensure prompt enact- 
ment of the most urgent economic mea- 
sures." 


It was also reported Ford told the con- 


gressmen he saw no need for even stand-

About 205 families pay a $53 season fee 


to use the .pool, and many of them pay 
an additional'$15 a year for an associate 
membership in the homeowners associ- 
ation. One-third,of.the private pool's pa- 
trons are residents of the nearby English 
Valley and Heatherlea subdivisions, Pe- 
terson said. The subdivisions are located 
south of Dundee and west of Hicks Rood. 


A PARK DISTRICT'S seasonal fee for 


pool use would probably be half of what 
residents presently pay to use the subdi- 
vision's private pool, he said. • 


"Many of our own residents and other 


subdivision residents may choose to use 
the park district's pool because it would 
be cheaper and just as near," Peterson 
said. 


The homeowners association 
pays 


$10,400 yearly to maintain the pool with 
an overall $15,000 budget which is subsi- 
dized through membership and pool fees. 


Peterson said that the association 


could "not afford to lose too many of its 
present patrons before it would come to 
the point where there would not be 
enough funds to maintain the pool," 


THE ASSOCIATION would not be able 


to reduce the present, fee, for the pool In 
order to compete with the park district's 
expected pool fee because the associ- 
ation's expenses are "already too high," 
he said. 


The proposed district's five-acre park 


at Home Avenue and Oak Street is 
scheduled to be completed next summer, 
although the swimming pool may not be 
ready for use until the summer of 1976. 
The park will also include a community 
mooting center; a bathhouse; four, light- 
ed tennis courts; an outdoor ice., rink;

The district has received a $33,000

where youngsters get demerits for 
everything from whispering in chapel 
to talking back to a teacher. 


"If a student picks up three demer- 


its in a day, a note is sent home. 
His parents have a choice of a 30- 
minute detention, a spanking or an 
alternate constructive action," he 
said. 


Maple notes that the children 


"come from homes where they be- 
lieve in discipline — the parents 
want to have their kids disciplined 
although they-might hate to do'it 
themselves." 


Building up a student's self-esteem 


is an integral part-of .'discipline, 
Maple adds. 


"I've never spanked a high, school 


boy — I could do it and'they would 
take it — but it would be too humili- 
ating," he said. 


THE ACADEMY STAFF works at 


instilling confidence in the .students, 
Maple said, noting that "we purpose- 
ly work to point out their good 
work." 


"We had one little boy who virtual- 


ly had a saying 'I can't when he ar- 
rived. Now he is a real student, has 
learned and quoted from memory 
two chapters from the Bible and 
gives reports orally without notes be- 
fore the entire student body. He is 
somebody and he knows it," Maple 
said. 


The principal also cites the case of. 


a 16-year-old boy who had been ex- 
pelled from several schools before 
coming to the academy. The student

texts. All materials are presented In 
harmony with the letter and the spir- 
it of the Bible," he said, noting that 
"evolution comes In and goes out 
right here. We teach that God is the 
Creator — we attack evolution." 


The moral overtones of the acade- 


my are most evident in the dally 
chapel services, led by Maple, which 
include gospel singing, recitations 
from the Bible and a short sermon. 


"I was saved when I was 18 years 


old. I came homo late one night, 
looked up to God and said, 'If I died 
today, I know I would go to hell,'" 
Maple said. "I asked the Lord to 
save me. I didn't feel any different 
but my life began to change."

Helton gets 15 to 50 years 
in '69 gas attendant killing

Ronald Helton was sentenced Wed- 


nesday to 15 to 50 years in prison for the 
murder-robbery of an Arlington Heights 
gas station attendant in 1969. 


Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. Hcllln- 


goettcr said In handing down the sen- 
tence that the nature of the stabbing and 
the "unbelievably callous attitude" of the 
killers required "a long and wide spread 
of years" so Helton could be examined 
by "psychiatrists and other professionals 
to determine if and when you should be 
released." 


Melvin Kamm, Helton's attorney, who 


had wept after unsuccessfully arguing 
for a new trial, held his head when the 
sentence was pronounced. 


Helton, wearing a county jail plastic

talkies, and $60 in silver dollars from a 
home at 954 E. Glcncoe St., Palatine, 
July 24. Trevino also allegedly forced an 
employe of the Carol Cleaners store, 58 
W. Wilson St., Palatine, to turn over $25 
In cash at gunpoint on Nov. 20. 


identification bracelet, did not say a word 
when he was asked if he wanted to ad- 
dress the court before the sentencing. 


HELTON'S PREGNANT wife also was 


silent when the jail term was announced. 


Helton, 21, was charged with the 


stabbling murder of Fred J. Taillon in 
the predawn hours of Nov. 11, 1969, dur- 
ing a robbery at Arlington Park Shell 
Service Station, Euclid Avenue and 
Wilke Road. The holdup reportedly net- 
ted $87 and the victim's wedding ring. 
Helton, Naperville, was one of several 
young men originally charged with the 
crime. He alone has stood trial. 


Heilingoetter said that "the precise 


part" played by Helton did not affect his 
guilt, but that it should have some bear- 
ing on the length of the sentence. 


"We may never know (who actually 


stabbed Taillon 14 times)" the judge 
said. "Even if you bared your soul, it 
would, be difficult to believe because of 
the many versions you have told." 


While Helton was in custody of the Ar- 


lington Heights police he gave three ver- 
sions of the crime, naming three differ- 
ent persons as the one who struck the 
blows. He later recanted the statements 
and, testifying In his own behalf, he 
claimed he was home asleep at the time 
of the crime. 


VIDEO TAPES OF Helton's first three 


statements, taken by the police, were 
played in court. Heilingoetter said, when 
he found Helton guilty, that there was 
marked difference in "the relaxed and 
smoking defendant... telling his story 
smoothly" on the tapes and the "hes- 
itant" Helton on the stand. 


The judge also rejected Kamm's ap- 


peal for a light sentence based on Hel- 
ton's age, 17, at the time of the crime. 
"The murder did not spring from im- 
pulse, but from the all too familiar . . . 
felony murder," Heilingoetter said. 


Kamm said the verdict would be ap- 


pealed.

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Srlctor parking regulations for taverns 


with live entertainment may be sot by 
the Village of Palatine. 


The Pnlatiro Zoning Board of Appeals 


has been exploring the need for stricter 
parking regulations for several months, 
but no decision has been reached. The 
discussions will resume Jan. 16. 


At present there are no regulations 


specifically covering these taverns. The 
zoning code only requires one parking 
space per 2*4 seats. 


Several of the establishments have no 


seats and the present parking require- 
ments ore not applicable. There also Is 
the problem that more popular bands 
will attract largo numbers of patrons 


uho form lines outside wailing to get in. 


THE PAHKING situation came to the 


zoning board's attention when It was con- 
sidering a .problem at 
Haymaker's 


Lounge, a tavern in the Village Oasis on 
Northwest Highway. In order to meet the 
requirement of 180 parking spaces for 
Haymaker's a required retention basin 
was paved. No permanent occupancy 
permit has been Issued for Haymaker's 
by the village since the paving of the 
retention basin was not an approved 
change In plans. 


Zoning board members have decided 


they cannot act on a proposed alternative 
retention basin slto saying it must be 
handled by the village board. However,

the members said they will continue to 
investigate the parking problems. Any 
new parking regulations would not affect 
Haymaker's since they would not be ret- 
roactive. 


The zoning board also Is considering 


establishing a zoning ordinance covering 
the change in use of an establishment 
once It has been approved to safeguard 
the village against parking, traffic, noise 
and other problems the new use might 
create. 


This study also is the outcome of the 


hearing on Haymaker's. When Hay- 
maker's was originally approved it was 
supposed to be a sitdown restaurant with 
bar. The chairs have since been removed 
and it is a standup bar with a capacity of 
408 people.

Not ready to reject development 
Village delays action 
on Rob Roy project 


by TOM VON MALDER 


After a marathon alx hours of debate, 


th« Mount Prospect Village Board early 
Wednesday unanimously decided It was 
not ready to reject the proposed 2,350- 
unit development of Iho Rob Roy Colt 
Course. 


The board decided to hold over final 


consideration of the controversial devel- 
opment of the golf course, cast of Wheel- 
ing Road between Euclid Avenue and 
Camp McDonald Road, until a special 
board meeting Jan. 14. The decision 
came after a series of confusing parlia- 
mentary moves that found proponents of 
the project voting against It and foes vot- 
ing to extend discussion. 


It was clear that If the board had made 


Its final vote Wednesday, the devel- 
opment proposal by Kenroy Inc.* of 
Skokie, would have been soundly de- 
feated. An Informal poll of the board at 
the end of the discussion found only two 
board members who would vote for the 
project. 


FOR A IWIKF moment Wednesday the 


board rejected the development, which 
had been strenuously opposed by resi- 


dents of the Rob Roy area. The board 
passed a motion to cease negotiation for 
a prcanncxatlon agreement with the de- 
veloper by a 4 to 3 vote. However, 
Trustee 0. T. Gustus, who made the mo- 
tion, quickly followed with a second mo- 
tion asking that tho first be reconsidered. 


The board approved reconsideration 5 


to 2 and then unanimously decided to 
postpone the next vote for a month. This 
gives Kenroy officials a chance to work 
with the village and get more specifics — 
such as payment of fees and a golf 
course preservation clause — into the 
proposed prcanncxatlon agreement. Sev- 
eral trustees said they could better vote 
If more details were available. 


The village board's building committee 


will discuss the preannexation agreement 
at a meeting at 8 p.m. Jan. 8 at the vil- 
lage hall, 112 E. Northwest Hwy. All 
board members have been urged to at- 
tend and also to contact Kenroy officials 
Individually to resolve questions they 
have.

Ford optimistic, 
sees turnaround 
in price spiral 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford laid Wednesday night that the 
battle against rising prices Is beginning 
lo be won and that ho soon will give Con- 
gress new plans for defeating "all three 
domestic devils — Inflation, recession 
and energy." 


Ford told a meeting of top Industrial- 


ists and financiers there Is no quick cure 
for America's economic Ills but that with , 
the cooperation of Congress and Industri- 
al leaders tho nation will be rid of Its 
economic Ills. 


"Then are now early signals that 


price pressures are beginning to ease. I 
expect Inflation will move steadily down 
from tho Intolerable double-digit level," 
he said. 


Urging Americans not to give In to 


"self defeating pessimism," the Presi- 
dent said "only by acting In a respon- 
sible manner can wo strengthen con- 
fidence and move toward recovery with- 
out destroying tho accumulated anti-In- 
flationary pressures that are just now be- 
ginning to work." 


"If then are any among you who want 


me to take a 180 degree turn from In- 
flation fighting to recessionary pump- 
priming, they will be disappointed," 


Ford said. "The fact of the matter is that 
I am deeply concerned about all three 
domestic devils — Inflation, recession 
and energy." 


In his address to members of the pres- 


tigious Business Council, Ford also said, 
"I Intend to keep my experts working 
over the holidays translating into specif- 
ics a number of new or alternative mea- 
sures to'augment and update the eco- 
nomic package I placed before the Con- 
gress two months ago... 


"I will have my new proposals on the 


desks of the new members of Congress 
when they convene in mid-January, If not. 
sooner." 


Ford sold he told a White House meet- 


Ing of Democratic and Republican con- 
gressional leaders Wednesday morning 
that in the remaining days of the current 
Congress, "I would communicate, con- 
ciliate, compromise and cooperate to the 
outer limits of my fundamental prin-« 
ciplcs In order lo ensure prompt enact- 
ment of the most urgent economic mea- 
sures." 


It was also reported Ford told the con- 


gressmen he saw no need for even stand-

The school teaches religion and pa- 


triotism as much as it does the ev- 
eryday subjects of the classroom.

And the 
people who run the school and those 
who send their children there are 
proud of it. 


PARENTS BRING children from 


towns as far away as Schaumburg, . 
M o u n t Prospect and Arlington 
Heights to the .dcnvlew school. For 
them, the school philosophy is far 
more important than the - modest 
church building where classes are 
held. 


"Education Is not education with- 


out being Bible centered," said The 
Rev. Louis Maple, school principal. 
A small; compact man with thinning 
gray hair, Rev. Maple has the af- 
fable, earnest manner of an Oral 
Roberts. He Is both spiritual father 
and disciplinarian to the school's 70 
students. 


The academy is Maple's answer to 


what he sees as problems in the pub- 
lic schools — poor discipline, no 
dress code, low academic standards 
and a "dropping level of students." 
The school opened in September and 
is patterned after a four-year-old na- 
tional program. It was started be- 
cause of continued fundamentalist 
dissatisfaction with education in pub- 
lic schools. 


Students wear red, white and blue

But news that Roger Bardwell Is coming 
back to the district as acting superin- 
tendent has been met with unrestrained 
enthusiasm from those who were in the 
district during Bardwell's term as super- 
intendent, 1960-1966. 


Many expressed surprise at Erviti's 


departure and concern over the way the 
board of education handled the contin- 
uing controversy involving Erviti. 


"I thought the (Erviti) issue was dead. 


I didn't realize the board was consid- 
ering it again," said Robert 
Brower, 


principal of Friendship Junior High 
School, DCS Plalnes. Brower was chair- 
man of the affairs and negotiating com- 
mittee of the defunct principals' associ- 
ation, which split apart over a dispute 
with Erviti last June.

struction costs. 


"We have seen the average costs go 


from about $14.50 per square foot to over 
$19," he said. Construction costs are one 
factor used to determine the assessed 
valuation of a project which in turn helps 
to determine how much tax is paid by 
the property owner. 


The assessed valuation In the township 


has been increasing at a rate of about 20 
per cent a year in recent years, Hodl- 
mair said. He noted this year the report- 
ed assessed valuation for the township is 
$623,813,369. The 1973 figure was 
$547,402,415, and Hodlmair added that the 
rate of increase was not as great be- 
tween 1973 and 1974 because the quadren- 
nial assessment was done In 1973 and the 
value of all property was increased 
throughout the township, he said. 


HE EXPLAINED that the continual 


rise in assessed valuation could help 
keep local taxing bodies, such as vil- 
lages, park districts and schools from 
raising their tax rate. 


He also said construction of houses In 


the township has almost 
completely 


stopped during the recent slump in con- 
struction. 


Hodlmair cautioned other government 


officials to watch their spending so that 
tax increases are not needed. He ex- 
plained that while the rise in assessed 
valuation should give the taxing bodies 
additional revenue the rise will only 
probably equal the rate of Inflation which 
taxing bodies will have to spend for their 
goods and services. 


"The inflation is helping to keep the 


assessed valuation on the rise even while 
the total number of construction projects 
has decreased," he said. 


today in an attempt to reform and 
smooth out the differences of the past.

OTHERS EXPRESSED hope for the 


future but, offered praise for Erviti. 


"I'm sorry the separation had to come 


in the way it did," said Mead Killion, Elk 
Grove Village resident who was a mem- 
ber of a parent group that suggested Er- 
viti's resignation earlier this year. 


"Erviti is a very intelligent guy who 


might well have fitted very well in a 
different school system with a different 
school board," said Killion. 


"I agree, though, with the observation 


made by someone months ago that the 
separation of Dr. Erviti from the district 
still leaves many of our problems to be 
solved, problems which I hope orinci- 
pals, administrators and board will now 
attack," Killion said. 


"He (Erviti) is a competent, in- 


telligent, individual uith a lot to offer," 
said Ruth Wcisbaum, a teacher at Brent- 
wood School in Des Plaines. "He just 
doesn't know how to get it across, 
though." 


APPARENTLY overshadowing news 


of Erviti's departure is eager anticipa- 
tion of the arrival of the acting superin- 
tendent. 


"It's like having a father come home," 


said Alma Parrish, president of Dist. 59's 
Teachers' Council. "There's definitely a 
paternal feeling toward him with those 
who've worked with him. He's very ca- 
pable." 


"I'm absolutely delighted that Dr. Bard- 


well Is coming back," said Mrs. Wcis- 
baum, who taught in the district under 
Bardwell. 


"He's a fine and qualified man. I will 


go ahead with whatever he thinks is 
right," said Brower. 


Board member Judith Zanca declined

MRS. ZANCA SAID the board is under

The Mount Prospect Public Works 


Dcpt. will need moro machines than em- 
ployes In the noxt flvo years, according 
to a projection prepared by director Da- 
vid Creamer. 


Creamer said the department will need 


to Increase Its equipment by about 23 per 
cent and replace about 30 per cent of its 
equipment in the next flvo years. 


Tho number of fuMmc employes, 


however, Is only anticipated to Increase 
from 40 to 60 by 1070. 


Creamer said he hopes to use part-time 


help, including retired and handicapped 
persons, to keep the number of full-time 
employes fairly low. Ho said this will 
benefit the village by saving on insur- 
ance, uniforms and other full-time bene- 
fits, and will benefit the part-time work- 
ers by providing work. 


THE DEPARTMENT now has one re- 


tired man working In the parts room of 
the mechanics area, and Creamer said 
ho Is looking for another retired person 


to work with gardening and planning in 
the bcautlfication area. 


"What we're looking for mainly Is the 


retiree," he said. "We're looking for 
people with capabilities. They want to do 
something. They just don't want to sit 
around." 


Creamer said the department also em- 


ploys a handicapped man'and Is using a 
student In the mechanics department un- 
der a work-study program. 


"If a man can do the job I never ever 


hold it back from the man," he said.

BV CONTRAST, Creamer wants to 


purchase 24 pieces of equipment In the 
next five years and replace 23. He said 
some of this equipment will be needed to 
continue providing existing services. For 
example, extra leaf-collecting equipment 
will be needed once the young trees In 
town mature. 


Creamer said the present public works 


building at 11 S. Pine St. will need en- 
larging if money Is available. He sug- 
gested purchasing property north of the 
building for an addition. Further en- 
closed storage space would be provided 
by construction of sheds at three well 
sites.

Tho Arlington Heights Village Board's 


finance committee has recommended ap- 
proval of Village Atty. Jack M. Slcgcl's 
H2.373 legal fee in connection with 
Northwest Community Hospital's recent 
$20,5 million bond sale. 


Siegel told Ilio committee Wednesday 


night that his fee, as well as the SW.OOO 
fees of t»o other lawyers who also 
worked on the bond sale, was included in 
the bond issue prospectus, and should 
not hnvc come as a surprise to hospital 
officials. 


"I feel the charge Is totally and com- 


pletely reasonable and t was not abashed 
to submit the bill," Slcgci said. 


Five trustees present said they ucrc 


satisfied with Slcgcl's explanation. But 
after approving the fee, they voted to 
recommend changing Siegct's retainer so 
as to put future bond issue legal fees on 
a negotiated, flat-fee basis. 


Trustee David Griffin, who moved Dec. 


2 to review Slcgcl's bill, said the bond 
Issue prospectus clearly showed $165,000 
for printing and legal costs. The hospital 
is obligated to pay all expenses associ- 
ated with tho revenue bond issue, al- 


though the legal fees apparently will be 
met with money from the sale Itself. The 
bonds were issued by the village because 
It could obtain more favorable financing 
than the hospital. 


A MINORITY of the hospital's board of 


directors reportedly was surprised by the 
legal expenses. 


Siegel reviewed the uork he had done 


in preparation for the revenue bond is- 
sue, but said his fee was figured "not by 
the hours, but by what my responsibility 
Is." 


The charge was based on a percentage 


which Siegel said he has used on munici- 
pal bond issues since 1901, and then dis- 
counted 23 per cent because of the hospi- 
tal's nonprofit status, he said. 


Because there was only one Illinois 


precedent for a municipal revenue bond 
Issue exclusively for the benefit of a hos- 
pital, Siegel sold his legal opinion that 
approved the Issue "is there for the world 
to sec and take pot shots at." 


"There is tremendous potential respon- 


sibility connected with this. In a sense, I 
am putting my neck In the noose," he 
said.

Ford optimistic, 
sees turnaround 
in price spiral 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford said Wednesday night that the 
battle against rising prices is beginning 
lo bo won and that he soon will give Con* 
cress now plans for defeating "all three 
domestic davits — Inflation, recession 
and energy." 


Ford told a meeting of top Industrial- 


ists and financiers there Is no quick cure 
for America's economic Ills but that with 
the cooperation of Congress and Industri- 
al leaders the nation will bo rid of Its 
economic Ills. 


"There are now early signals that 


price pressures are beginning to case. I 
expect inflation will move steadily down 
from the Intolerable double-digit level," 
he said. 


Urging Americans not lo gKe In to 


"self defeating pessimism," the Presi- 
dent said "only by acting in a respon- 
sible manner can we strengthen con- 
fidence and move toward recovery with- 
out destroying tho accumulated anti-In- 
flationary pressures that are just now be- 
ginning to work." 


"If there are any among you who want 


me to take a 180 degree turn from in- 
flation fighting to recessionary pump- 
priming, they will be disappointed," 


Ford said. "The fact of the matter is that 
I am deeply concerned about all three 
domestic devils — Inflation, recession 
and energy." 


In his address io members of the pres- 


tigious Business Council, Ford also said, 
"I Intend to keep my experts working 
over the holidays translating Into specif- 
ics a number of new or alternative mea- 
sures to augment and update the eco- 
nomic package I placed before the Con- 
gress two months ago... 


"I will have my now proposals on the 


desks of the new members of Congress 
when they convene In mid-January, If not 
sooner." 


Ford said he told a White House meet- 


ing of Democratic and Republican con- 
gressional leaders Wednesday morning 
that In the remaining days of the current 
Congress, "I would communicate, con- 
ciliate, compromise and cooperate to the 
outer limits of my fundamental prin- 
ciples in order to ensure prompt enact- 
ment of the most urgent economic mea- 
sures." 


It was also reported Ford told the con- 


gressmen he saw no need for oven stand-

Killer Helton- 
gets 15-50 years 
for '69 crime

Ronald Helton was sentenced Wed- 


nesday to 15 to SO years in prison for the 
murder-robbery of an Arlington Heights 
gas station attendant in 1969. 


Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. Hellin- 


goctter said in handing down the sen- 
tence that the nature of tlie stabbing and 
the "unbelievably callous attitude" of the 
killers required "a long and wide spread 
of years" so Helton could .bo examined" 
by "psychiatrists and other professionals 
to determine if and when you should be 
released." 


Molvin Kamrn, Helton's attorney, who 


had wept after unsuccessfully arguing 
for a new trial, held his head when the 
sentence was pronounced. 


Helton, wearing a county jail plastic 


identification bracelet, did not say a word 
when he was asked if he wanted to ad- 
dress the court before the sentencing. 


HELTON'S PKEGNANT wife also was 


silent when the jail term was announced. 


Helton, 21, was charged with the 


stabbling murder of Fred J. Talllon in 
the predawn hours of Nov. 11, 1969, dur- 
ing a robbery at Arlington Park Shell 
Service Station, Euclid Avenue and 
Wilke Road. The holdup reportedly net- 
ted $87 and the victim's wedding ring. 
Helton, Napcrvillc, was one of several 
young men originally charged with the 
crime. He alone has stood trial. 


Hcillngoettcr said that "the precise 


part" played by Helton did not affect his 
guilt, but that it should have some bear- 
ing on the length of the sentence. 


"We may never know (who actually 


stabbed Talllon 14 times)" the judge 
said. "Even if you bared your soul, It 
would be difficult to believe because of 
the many versions you have told." 


While Helton was in custody of the Ar- 


lington Heights police he gave three ver- 
sions of the crime, naming three differ- 
ent persons as the one who struck the 
blows. He later recanted the statements 
and, testifying in his own behalf, he 
claimed he was home asleep at the time 
of the crime. 


VIDEO TAPES OF Helton's first three 


statements, taken by the police, were 
played in court. Heilingoetter said, when 
lie found Helton guilty, that there was 
marked difference in "the relaxed and 
smoking defendant... telling his story 
smoothly" on the tapes and the "hes- 
itant" Helton on the stand. 


The judge also rejected Kamm's ap- 


peal for a light sentence based on Hel- 
ton's age, 17, at tlie time of the crime. 
"The murder did not spring from im- • 
pulse, but from the all too familiar . . . 
felony murder," Heilingoetter said. 


Kamm said the verdict would be ap- 


pealed.

And the 
people who;run the school and those 
who send their'children there are 
proud of it.

PARENTS BRING children from 


towns-as far away as Schaumburg, 
M o u n t Prospect and Arlington 
Heights to the Glenview school. For 
them, the school philosophy is far 
more important than the modest 
church building where classes are 
held, 


"Education is not education 'with- 


out being Bible centered," said The 
Rev. Louis Maple, school principal, 
A small, compact man with thinning 
gray hair, Rev. Maple has the af- 
fable, earnest manner of an Oral 
Roberts. He Is both spiritual father 
and disciplinarian to tlie school's'70 
students. 


The academy is Maple's answer,to 


what he sees as problems in the pub- 
lic schools — poor discipline, no 
dress code, low academic standards 
and a "dropping level of students." 
The school opened in September and 
is patterned after a four-year-old na- 
tional program. It was started be- 
cause of continued 
fundamentalist 


dissatisfaction with education. In pub- 
lic schools. 


Students wear red, white and blue 


uniforms and study quietly in Indi- 
vidual cubicles. Talking without per- 
mission is forbidden and students 
hold up tiny American flags when 
they need to ask questions.

"Our curriculum.covers'the.basic 


subjects — math, social studies, his- 
tory and science," Maple said. "Our 
material corresponds with the public 
schools but it is written by Christian 
teachers."

gehcal kinds of churches — people 
who really believe that the Bible is 
super important." 


"Christianity is woven into the cur-

lum notes that the education is 
"designed to programming ... the 
child to see life from God's point of 
view . ..

THE STANDARDS OF right and 


wrong extend into the classroom 
where youngsters get demerits for 
everything from whispering in chapel 
to talking back to a teacher. 


"If a student picks up three demer- 


its in a day, a note is sent home. 
His parents have a choice of a 30- 
minute detention, a spanking or an 
alternate constructive action," he 
said. 


Maple notes that the children 


"come from homes where they be- 
lieve in discipline — the' parents 
want to have their kids disciplined 
although they might hate to do it 
themselves." 


Building up a student's self-esteem 


is an integral part of discipline, 
Maple adds. 


"I've never spanked a high school 


boy — I could do it and they would 
take it — but it would be too humili- 
ating," he said. 


THE ACADEMY STAFF works at 


instilling confidence in the students, 
Maple said, noting that "we purpose- 
ly work to point out their good 
work." 


"We had one little boy who virtual-

Planners OK rezoning 
for township hall site 


The Arlington Heights Plan Commis-

ItlCHARD COWAN, the township attor- 


ney, protested commissioners' referring 
'? the planned town hall as a "com- 
mercial" development. He said it "flies 
into the face of consistency and logic" to 
object to the town hall while there is al- 
r e a d y commercial development, In- 
cluding a shopping center, in the imme- 
diate area. 


Mrs. Joseph Hartly, a resident, ob-

Shift from youth to elderly due?

A shift in the emphasis of Arlington 


Heights social service programs from 
youth counseling to aid for the elderly Is 
under study by some village trustees. 


The reordering of social service money 


and priorities could result In the hiring of 
a full-time professional director of senior 
citizen programs next year. 


The director would bo paid by the vil- 


lage, at a salary probably between 
$16,000 and $20,000, but would be under 
the direction of the Arlington Heights 
Park District, according to the plan 
being considered by (ho village board's 
community services committee. 


The committee chairman, Trustee 


Richard J. Durava, says he thinks It 
may be time to divert some of the thou- 
sands of dollars the village spends on 
delinquent youth to helping Arlington 
Heights' elderly residents. 


"We're putting all this money In at one 


end (youth services). But for the people 
who'have worked all their lives and con- 
tributed, we're not giving them any- 
thing," he said. 


The Arlington Heights Police Dcpt. 


spends $103,000 a year on counseling 
delinquent youth, Durava said. The vll-. 
lagc's financial support of other youth 
services totals about $75,000, Assistant 


Telephone crisis line 
for elderly starts Jan. 1 


Telephone assistance and low-cost 


meals will bo offered to the elderly In 
Wheeling Township beginning Jan. 1, and 
reduced rate taxlcab fares also may bo 
provided within a month. 


The township's Central Service Center 


for People Over 60 will sponsor the pro- 
grams with township U.S. revenue-shar- 
ing funds. Township officials said they 
will fund the programs but the allocation 
has not been set. 


The "Phono Assure" program will of* 


fcr Wheeling Township senior citizens an 
answering service to call If they need 
medical assistance, questions answered, 
"or just someone to talk to," said Mary 


' 
Young, ono of two coordinators of the 
center. 


Volunteers who currently operate a 


telephone crisis lino In Arlington Heights 
will answer calls at 230-7733 on weekdays 
from 9 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 


THE I'KOGKAM.ALSO will supply the 


volunteer* with the names and phone 
numbers of elderly residents to call regu- 
larly, Including those who recently re- 
turned homo from the hospital, are III at 
home, or live alone, Mrs. Young said. 


"If senior citizens are feeling uneasy 


about living by themselves with no ono to 
talk to, they con call or bo called by the 
volunteers In tho telephone assure pro- 
gram," Mrs. Young said. 


"By the samo token, we are taking 


care of our elderly and letting them 
know that someone Is around who 
cares," sho said. 


Tho center's referral and Information 


service which has operated for a year 
will continue next year, supplemented 
with a quarterly newsletter printed by 
tho township and malted to senior citi- 
zens. Tho newsletter will provide Infor- 
mation to the elderly concerning tho cen- 
ter's new programs, Social Security, 
health services, and special discounts. 


TUB ORGANIZATION also will begin 


offering a low-cost meals program In 
January with High School Dlst. 214. The 
program will moke It possible for senior 
citizens In tho township to obtain a low- 
cost hot meal once each weekday after- 
noon In cafeterias in the district high 
schools, Mrs. Young said. 


The township will partially or com- 


pletely pay for tho meals of senior citi- 
zens who can't afford to pay for them, 
Mrs. Young said. 


School district officials will announce 


the details of the program next week, 
Mrs. Young said. 


The township plans to subsidize a taxi 


service with revenue-sharing funds sim- 
ilar to those In Mount Prospect and Ar- 
lington Heights for the elderly living In 
• Wheeling Township and In the Village ol 
Wheeling, said Jane Klatt, a coordinator 
of the program.

SENIOR CITIZENS In Mount Prospect 


can ride In a taxi anywhere In the village 
for 50 cents, and tho taxi company bills 
the village $1 for each ride. 


A subsidized taxi service would be the 


"easiest and most convenient' kind of 
program to begin with since we are hop- 
Ing to get this under way within the next 
month," Mrs. Klatt said. 


The township eventually may purchase 


a bus to supplement the transportation 
service for senior citizens. 


Mrs. Young said the central services 


center has spent a minimal amount of 
revenue-sharing money from tho town- 
ship during Its first year that has paid 
only for the salaries of the two coordina- 
tors. She expects that the low-cost meals 
and phone program will require several 
hundred dollars a month. 


A transportation service for the elderly 


wilt "easily extend those monthly ex- 
penses" to about $1,000, sho said.

THE ARLINGTON Heights Senior Citi- 


zens Commission first proposed the Idea 
of hiring a full-time director in con- 
nection with a senior citizens center it 
would like to sec built in Arlington 
Heights. 


The Arlington Heights Park District, 


which probably would operate the center, 
has submitted a plan for a $750,000 facil- 
ity It wants the village to build. 


Durava says tho village cannot now af- 


ford what probably would turn out to be 
a million-dollar senior citizens center. 
"Where are we going to get the money 
when we have to pay our police and fire- 
men?" he asks. 


But a director for senior citizens activi- 


ties, a person that could gather informa- 
tion on programs and assistance avail- 
able to elderly residents, is within the 
village's capability, he'said. 


As a result, the senior citizens commis- 


sion and park district officials will meet 
to prepare a job description for the di- 
rector and to decide where the person 
would fit into the park district adminis- 
tration. 


ANOTHER PROBLEM IS the du- 


plication apparent In the village hiring 
a director to do what an employe of 
Wheeling Township already is being paid 
for. 


Another trustee and member of the 


community services committee, Russell 
H. Colvin, says that If the village wants a 
program coordinator for the 3,000 Arling- 
ton Heights residents who are older than 
65, it probably will have to pay foi- the 
person Itself. "I can't believe we'll get 
done what we want to get done on some- 
body else's payroll," he says. 


As a start, If a full-time director is 


hired, Durava said a senior citizens drop- 
in center might be established in the vil- 
lage-owned house at 403 N. Vail Ave., 
across from the library. ,
